THE BALLOON TRICK

“Since about eight. I started out 
when we came back from duck hunt- 
ing,” Dick told him, and generously 
went on to tell how he took them—by 
free-floating a minnow into snag piles 
and under overhanging trees. In this 
type of minnow fishing, usually done 
with a floating fly line, you let a minnow 
hooked lightly through the tail drift 
downstream without any lead or bobber 
to cramp or interfere with its nat- 
ural action. 

“They sure are spooky,” Dick agreed. 
“They were all more than 50 yards 
away when they hit. And the wall-eye 
was nearly twice that far.’’ 

Then he showed us the rig he was 
using to get the bait out far enough to 
do business. A spinning reel, holding 
about 250 yards of 12-pound-test 
braided nylon, was taped to his eight- 
foot glass fly rod. He had an eight- 
pound-test leader about six feet long

and a No. 10 snelled hook. In the boat 
were a dozen inflated penny balloons, 
each with a short string and a paper 
clip attached. When thrust halfway 
over the line, the clip held the minnow 
about six inches under water while the 
balloon carried the line downstream. 
Just before reaching a snag pile a 
twitch of the line freed it from the bal- 
loon and the minnow was on his own. 

“He usually dives for shelter—and 
that’s just where the cats are today,” 
Dick said. “Your hook and minnow are 
only good for one try, because if you 
don’t catch a fish, your rig tangles in 
the snag and you lose it. It’s slow work, 
but when fish are as spooky as they are 
today it’s the only way I know of get- 
ting bait to them.” 


A’ we watched, Dick baited up with a 
two-inch shiner and eased it over- 
board. The balloon drifted lightly 
downstream with the current. A pile 
of rubble had formed against a low- 
hanging branch at the tail end of the 
eddy some 75 yards from where we 
were anchored. The current carried the 
balloon toward midstream but then, 
just above the snag heap, it swept back 
abruptly toward shore. 

Dick raised the tip of his fly rod and 
the balloon bobbed. 

“Now let’s hope there’s a fish under 
that pile,” Dick said. “It takes a 
couple of minutes for the minnow to get 
down...” 

He heaved back on the fly rod and 
it doubled into a tight, shuddering bow, 
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then began twisting like a 
birch in a wind. 

“That’s what I call co-operation,” 
Dick said with a laugh. “The last six 
or seven snags missed and now this one 
produces.” 

For what seemed an eternity he 
fought the swirling, twisting fury at the 
end of the light line as the clutch on 
the spinning reel buzzed again and 
again. Then the fish sulked on the 
bottom, a few yards from the boat. 

“Most guys think a fly rod is deli- 
cate,’ Dick commented. “Believe me, 
it isn’t. It’s the only thing I know, out- 
side of a 100-pound chalkline, to take 
the steam out of a 40 or 50-pounder. 
This one feels like a little flathead.” 

He pumped at the rod and the fish 
began bulldogging to the surface 

Moments later a 10-pound mud cat 
was flopping in the bottom of our boat. 

“It wouldn’t be proper to steal a fish 
right under your nose,”’ Dick said to 
quiet our protests. 

“Keep the fish,’ I told him. “Just 
give us a couple of those balloons.”’ 

Six balloons, three dozen hooks, and 
some hours later Jerry was saying, 
“Man alive, I’ve never had action like 
that before.’ A dozen catfish and 
wall-eyes had been tricked into taking 
our minnows. “It’s unbelievable,’”’ he 
said, “the way that light line steps up 
the action of a fly rod.” 

I too was impressed—-so much so that 
I laid in a supply of balloons and a 
spare spinning reel—-and the rig has 
saved half a dozen dog-day fishing trips 
from failure.

One of them was on a pump-water 
tributary of the St. Croix River, near 
Star Prairie, Wisconsin. Earlier in the 
year I'd had three days of memorable 
smallmouth fishing, but this midsum- 
mer trip had the earmarks of a wash- 
out. 

I sneaked up on a deep hole at mid- 
day and peered over the top of the 
steep bank. Below I could see dozens 
of smallmouths finning warily just be- 
low the surface. They looked like trout 
in a hatchery pool. 

A mosquito found me at the same 
moment that I discovered the bass. I 
stood it as long as I could and then, 
with a_ slow, cautious movement, 
brushed the mosquito from my neck. 

The hole was empty. All that re- 
mained to show that smallmouths had 
once been there was a vagrant eddy of 
sand. The fish took as long to dis- 
appear as a drop of mercury hitting a 
concrete floor. 

They hadn’t gone far, I realized, and 
in about 15 minutes would be back. 
But—how to fish the pool? 

Both upstream and downstream from 
the hole the banks were heavily brushed 
with willow and alders, while a cotton- 
wood had toppled across the stream at 
the tail. of the pool, closing off any 
possibility of attack from below. 

I replaced my fly reel and line with 
the spinning reel that held 100 yards 
of four-pound-test monofilament line, 
and twisted a white streamer fly onto 
the end. Then I slipped quietly up- 
stream about 75 or 80 yards, clipped a 
small balloon to the line, and waited. 

There was a chance that the balloon 
would scatter the smallmouths, but I 
doubted it. Stream fish are usually 
more tolerant of floating objects than 
they are of movements on the bank or 
over the pool. The hot, damp breath- 
lessness of the day closed in around me. 
There wasn’t a bird or an insect moving 
anywhere. Even the mosquitoes seemed 
to quit. 

I waited a full 10 minutes before 
easing the red balloon into the water. 
The balloon skittered down the slick 
water, danced around a gentle curve in

nless she comes up with an un- 
U likely change of schedule, the 

Atlantic Ocean again this season 
will offer light-tackle anglers the oppor- 
tunity of tangling with some of her 
spunkiest lightweights, among them a 
distinguished little scrapper known by 
two names: porgy and scup. 

Porgies are as popular with salt- 
water anglers as yellow perch and 
bream are with fresh-water fans and 
they’re as plentiful as they are tooth- 
some. They’re the “‘panfish of the seas,” 
and their fighting spirits have won 
them much respect. 

Several varieties of porgies abound 
in easily reached Eastern waters. From 
Cape Hatteras southward around the 
Gulf, there’s the Southern porgy, or 
fair maid, the hefty jolthead porgy, the 
littlehead porgy, the grass porgy, and 
the saucer-eye of beautiful coloring and 
comical face. The one I’m dealing with 
here, however, is the Northern, or com- 
mon, porgy. He’s the one who, between 
May and November, brings excitement 
and pleasure to thousands who fish for 
him from shore, small craft, and large 
party boats. 


he common porgy lacks the stream- 
lined figure of the striped bass and 
the bluefish. He’s shaped like the beef- 
shouldered sheepshead, and he averages 
only 1 Ib. in weight, but sometimes may 
run up to 4. Though he’s a boxer as he 
nibbles at hooks baited with bits of 
clams, crabs, sea worms, or fish, he 
becomes a slugger the instant he’s 
hooked. He fights mostly at lower 
levels, and seems to take pride in bris- 
tling his sharp dorsal spines as he does 
so. He has great reserves of stamina 
so much, in fact, that I know some 
anglers who swear that, ounce for 
ounce, he puts up a better scrap than a 
weakfish. When he’s landed he’ll usu- 
ally snap his keen, sharp incisor teeth 
as if in resentment. 
Let me tell you what happened when 
a friend and I were out on a fishing 
trip around Nebraska Shoals, off Rhode 
Island, one day late in August. The 
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shoals, not far off Point Judith, are a 
favorite hangout for giant bluefin tuna. 

When our skipper, Bob Linton, had 
anchored his 36-ft. Mako, bushels of 
menhaden were brought on deck. Then 
out came the big rods and the giant 
reels. Terminal rigs were arranged 
meticulously. Tempered hooks, baited 
with fillets and suspended at the right 
levels by big slabs of cork, were drifted 
out. 

Now the messy business of creating 
a chum slick began. Quart after quart 
of menhaden were pounded into hash 
and dippered into the sea. Dr. Vallone, 
who'd chartered the boat, sat in the 
fighting chair. His job was to keep 


watch on the tuna rigs. When one of 
those big pieces of cork plunged toward 
Davy Jones, the Doc would be in 
business. 

But it was one of those days. Hours 
passed. We fed the gulls. No action 
on the tuna rigs. While the doctor 
squirmed in the blazing sun, Nick and 
I, his guests, sat in the shade of the 
upper deck’s overhang, and now and 
again handed him a cool bottle of pop.

porgies. We'd brought along a pair of 
light, flexible bait-casting rods equipped 
with reels that held several hundred 
feet of 18-lb.-test line. Pinch-on sinkers 
readily delivered our baited hooks to the 
bottom, and almost as quickly as we 
could wink we were fast to porgies. 

After Nick and I had landed about 
three dozen, plus a few other bottom 
fish, the mate looked at us envious- 
ly, wiped sweat from his brow, and 
growled, “Look at those lucky bums, 
will you? Let’s not give them any more 
of our menhaden for bait. That'll 
fix ’em.” 

“Nick,” I said to my pal, “I’d sure 
hate to cut up one of these porgies for 
bait. Did you save that dogfish you 
caught?” 

“Sure did,” Nick replied, settling back 
in his comfortable canvas deck chair. 
“Isn’t this the life? Why do some 
people have to beat themselves up going 
after tuna when porgies are so plenti- 
ful?” 

The little scamps accommodated us 
with high sport until the anchor was 
raised and our tunaless cruiser headed 
back for Point Jude. 


t would be ridiculous even to sug- 

gest that a porgy can offer the same 
thrills as a. bluefin tuna, a billfish, a 
striper, or a blue, but there are many 
times when such high-voltage game 
isn’t available. Why pass up porgies? 

Light tackle, such as Nick and I used 
the day the tuna stood us up, is now 
almost standard equipment when fish- 
ing from boats. Anglers have learned 
that the old broomstick rods so popular 
years ago cheated them out of consider- 
able sport. Like any other fish, the 
porgy deserves a chance to show what 
he’s got. 

For porgies I like glass bait-casting 
rods 5 or 5% ft. long. They also make 
good utility rods that may be used for 
such game as blackfish, sea bass, and 
flounder. For top-water fishing, they’ll 
pop plugs and wiggle spoons provoca- 
tively enough to lower the guards of 
blues, weaks, and school stripers. 

Salt-water reels of 150-yd. capacity, 
in my experience, are about ideal for 
porgies. I wouldn’t advise using one 
that holds less than 100 yd. Now and 
then a prowling shark, skate, or some 
other deep-sea giant may muscle in on 
the porgies and give you a stiffer work- 
out than you bargained for. 

I use nylon line when I go for porgies. 
It stands up well, though Cuttyhunk 
line also takes the rigors of hard use. 
My favorite is 18-lb.-test, but some 
prefer 27-lb. The heavier line is strong- 
er, of course, but that advantage often 
is offset by the additional amount of 
lightweight line you can get on the 
spool. Long lines develop a lot of fric- 
tion which does more to wear down a 
running fish than most of us realize. 
But I wouldn’t advise anyone but an 
expert to fish porgy grounds with line 
testing less than 12 Ib. 

Because porgies are quick, sharp 
biters, it’s a good idea to use two hooks 
on your terminal rigs. The second hook 
shouldn’t be less than 6 in. above the 
lower one. No. 2 hooks are fine, though 
a size less might be in order if the por-

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gies are running small. Porgies have 
hard mouths, and for that reason it’s 
important to keep the hooks sharp. 

For top sport, keep your sinkers as 
light as possible. The decision as to 
what weight of sinker to use rests on 
such factors as the water’s depth, 
strength of tide and currents, and oc- 
casionally on the power of the wind. 

Sometimes bottom-feeding porgies 
chase and kill young fish and squids. 
Usually, however, they eat crabs and 
shellfish, and the chances of locating 
them are best wherever these foods 
abound. Reefs, rocky bottoms, and mix- 
tures of rock and sand are always good 
bets. So long as the food is there, 
proximity to shore seems to make little 
difference to the fish. I’ve seen good- 
size porgies by the hundreds caught by 
dropping lines from docks, piers, and 
shore ledges extending into the sea. I 
know some surf casters who, when 
bored by the absence of bigger game, 
rig for porgies and keep themselves 
busy. 

Porgy runs usually start in May when 
the larger fish, those averaging between 
2 and 4 lb. and measuring up to 18 in., 
are believed to do their spawning. This 
seems to be about the only period in 
their lives when these scrappers aren’t 
much interested in food. But they soon 
make up for their fasting. Anglers who 
closely watch the porgies’ movements 
manage to be on hand at the end of the 
spawning period, which usually lasts 
about two weeks, for then the fish strike 
fiercely. I know some anglers who go 
after them with sunken flies during this 
food-happy spell. 

If you know of a bay with a bottom 
containing oyster beds, try drifting for 
porgies. It’s an exciting sport that calls 
for split-second timing. Many bays are 
shallow enough to permit the use of a 
fly rod. Let the breeze carry your boat 
as your rig bounces slowly over the bot- 
tom. Be prepared for stabbing strikes. 
Sometimes, when currents are moving 
fast, you'll get best results by casting 
your lures ahead of the bow and allow- 
ing the boat to catch up. If porgies are 
about in numbers, and if your reflexes 
are in tune, the boat will seldom catch 
up to the bait before you’re in business. 

Drifting for porgies, incidentally, en- 
ables you to find out where they concen- 
trate. Mark those spots carefully. 
They'll provide you with sport day in 
and day out, season after season.— 
George Heinold. 


Dressing a Fishing Line 


o dress a fishing line, melt three or 

four medium-size candles, or the 
equivalent in odd pieces, in a can or 
an old saucepan, removing the wicks 
after the wax has melted. 

Now wind the line around your hand 
with the fingers well spread, and drop 
the coil into the melted wax. Take the 
end nearest the center of the coil and 
draw the line out of the wax bath 
through a cork in which you have 
drilled a hole just big enough for the 
line to pass. Run the cork up and down 
the line several times, being careful not 
to get a twist in it. This dressing will 
last surprisingly long.—John C. Craig.

the stream bed, and moments later be- 
gan drifting slowly across the pools. It 
had just.about reached the cottonwood 
when I freed the streamer. I let the 
fly hang there for perhaps a minute 
and then began the retrieve in slow, 
jerky twitches. 

There was a_ splash—the angry, 
slashing sound of a bass striking—and 
the rod tip came up automatically. I 
saw the bronzeback lace out of the 
water and tailwalk across the pool, 
and the rod whipped crazily as he 
bucked and rolled. 

It takes at least three times as long 
to land a fish on a fly rod equipped 
with a spinning line as it does on a 
regular spinning or fly-fishing rig. 
There does not seem to be any direct 
connection between the fish and the rod 
tip. Unhampered by a heavy line, both 
fish and rod seem to come alive, and all 
you can do is heng on and hope. 

That smallmouth was no exception. 
He raced in dizzying rushes, first away 
from me and then straight toward me. 
He dived and he danced. My hands 
held a cluster of twisted, snarled loops 
of line. I ground the whole mess into 
the reel, hoping he wouldn’t decide to 
head back for the hole. 

I “lost” him 50 times in the last three 
minutes of the fight. But then he was 
in the net, red eye glaring balefully. He 
was a shade over a pound—far less than 
I expected, but enough to weight the 
creel comfortably as I sat down to un- 
snarl the line. 

Three more bass went into the creel 

and a dozen more managed to fight 
free of the barb—before I quit for 
supper. My two fishing companions on 
that trip had spent a fishless after- 
noon. THE END

I'd fished many Eastern trout 
streams, but I never knew what 
I'd missed until Ed floated me 
down a stretch of Pennsylvania's 
wild and wonderful Pine Creek 











shop in Corning, New York, was a young fellow 

named Stan Magee, who kept backing up every- 
thing Ed McCarthy said about Pine Creek. And Ed 
said plenty. For one thing, he claimed the creek was 
the best trout stream he’d ever fished. 

“He ought to know,” Stan put in. “If Ed hasn’t fished 
all the Eastern trout streams, he’s fished most of ’em.” 
That got me interested, because I’ve fished quite a 
few myself. 

It was mid-March, and I’d driven to the Finger 
Lakes region to do a little pre-season prospecting on 
Catherine Creek, famous for its big rainbows. Since 
Wally’s place is a clearinghouse for fishing informa- 
tion around there, I headed for it. 

A dry snow was blowing in on a hard northeast 
wind, and the temperature stood at zero. The Indians 
hadn’t called this the Storm Country for nothing, and 
I doubted that my car would make it through the deep 
drifts and up the steep hill on which Wally’s is 
perched. But it did. 

When I went inside, the welcome warmth fogged my 
glasses, but I could tell by all the talk that the room 
was crowded with anglers. I spotted Wally showing a 
new fly rod to two fellows I'd never seen before. 

They turned out to be Ed McCarthy and Stan 
Magee, and after a while I joined them. When the talk 
drifted to trout streams I put in a word or two about 
some of my pets. Ed asked if I’d ever fished Pine 
Creek, and when I told him I hadn’t he really let me 
have it. 

I’d heard of Pennsylvania’s Pine Creek, of course,

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Ed has a long drink of pure spring water deep in the canyon 


as have many other avid anglers in this country and abroad. 
Over 100 miles long, it flows from its tiny, spring-fed source 
more than 2,000 feet above sea level in the heart of Potter 
County, cuts through Tioga and Lycoming Counties, and 
empties in the Susquehanna River just below the town of 
Jersey Shore about 18 miles west of Williamsport. 

It twists and turns through some of the state’s wildest 
country, and on its shores are the footprints of black bears, 
bobcats, deer, and turkeys. But I'd never cast a fly within 
50 miles of it. 

“Is it really loaded with trout?” I asked McCarthy. 

“T’'ve stood in one pool many times and taken my limit,” 
he replied. “It’s got brookies, rainbows, and browns.” 

“Big ones?” 

“You should hear the browns sucking in flies after dark 
in summer. They sound like a bunch of hogs slurping swill.”’ 

“It’s a fact,” Stan Magee added. “Drive you crazy when 
nothing you’ve got will interest them. But when you con- 
nect, you think you’ve hooked Moby Dick.” 

As I listened the trout-fishing tinder inside me caught fire. 
“Ed,”’ I asked, “if I drive up this spring, will you show me 
Pine Creek ?’ 

His blue eyes sparkled. “I'll do better than that. I'll fish 
it with you. We’ll take the Laurel Queen and work some

“Laurel Queen ?” 

“It’s my rubber boat,” he grinned. “I called her that be- 
cause the first time I ever used her was the day they picked 
the Laurel Queen at the festival over in Wellsboro.” 

He meant the Laurel Festival which is held every year 
when the hills of Tioga County are abloom with the state’s 
flower, the mountain laurel. Pennsylvania counties send 
their prettiest girls there to compete for the title of the 
Laurel Queen. And it’s also the time when Pine Creek rain- 
bows grab dry flies as if they were starving. I jumped at 
Ed’s offer. 


pty you make it during festival week?” he asked, getting 
A up to go. 

“You bet I can,’ I replied and walked to the door with 
him. I didn’t know it then, but that chance meeting led me 
to one of the most thrilling trout-fishing float trips I’ve ever 
taken. 

One night the following June I picked up my phone and 
heard Ed say the Pine Creek trout were rising to dry flies 
like bubbles in champagne. “Can you drive right up?” he 
asked. 

No man ever said yes quicker than I. Ed’s been catching 
trout ever since he was old enough to hold a rod, first when- 
ever he could get out of school and later when he could spare 
the time from his job at the Corning Glass Works. He got 
to know trout and Eastern trout streams as few men do, then 
one day he found Pine Creek. It was love at first sight; to 
Ed it became the best trout stream in the world. 

The sun was still high when I stopped in front of the 
address Ed had given me. It was a bar and grill about half- 
way between Wellsboro and Galeton on U.S. 6. Puzzled, I 
drove to a farmhouse down the road and asked where Ed 
McCarthy lived. I had the right address. Ed and his wife 
Kathy run the bar and grill and live on the floor above. 
Back I went. 

The minute I stepped inside I knew I was in the right 
place. The pine-paneled walls were lined with photos of 
anglers taken with limit catches of trout and with hunters 
posed beside deer, bears, grouse, and turkeys. Along the bar 
were a dozen or more men in fishing clothes, and behind it 
was Ed, grinning from ear to ear. 

That set-up, I learned later, is a monument to what a 
man can do when he wants to. After Ed found Pine Creek 
he became so enamored of it he felt he had to find work near 
the creek that would allow him to fish it whenever he wanted. 
He finally located a run-down bar and grill almost on the 
creek’s banks, and, against the advice of his friends, he 
bought it. 

Then he quit his job with the glass works and started 
remodeling. It was a gamble, but it was also a chance to 
make his dream come true. He invested every cent he had 
or could borrow, and for a while it was touch and go. 
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“It’s on,” he yells as he sets dry fly’s hook into a brown 





But soon trout fishermen found the spot, and in time it 
took its place with other well-known taverns, like Keener’s 
on the Beaverkill and Steinhoff’s on the Ausable, where 
anglers love to gather to meet old friends and boast about 
the biggest trout they ever caught. 

Ed came from behind the bar and stuck out his hand. 
After he’d introduced me to everyone in the room he sug- 
gested we look at Pine Creek. So, with me still unpacked, 
we piled into my car and took off. 

We turned into a little forest lane, and soon all signs of 
civilization vanished. Fallen trees hampered our progress, 
but we managed to squeeze the car under or around them. 
Finally we came out at Harrison’s Lookout on the eastern 
rim of a great canyon, and the sight took my breath. 

High, forest-clad mountains rolled away in endless green 
waves until they blended with the purple haze in the 
distance. Straight down from the big rock on which we 
stood, the earth fell away for nearly 1,000 feet and then, 
across a narrow valley, it shot up again. 

I was looking into the famous Pine Creek Gorge, ‘“‘the 
Grand Canyon of Pennsylvania,” through which flows Pine 
Creek, here a full-size river. 

On the west side, opposite us, the forest is threaded for 
miles with old logging roads, Indian trails, and abandoned 
railroad rails once used to haul logs to the creek. Rusting 
away on rocks at the bottom of the gorge are the remains 
of a cable car that once carried passengers across. 

Right where we were, Ed told me, there once stood a tall 
Susquehannock brave, wearing a painted eagle’s feather in 
his black hair. This was the hunting ground of these 
Indians, a land abounding in game. But ‘he Mohawks and 
the Senecas often swept down from the north to hunt, and 
to capture Susquehannocks for slaves. So lookouts were 
maintained to watch for the enemy, and this spot was one 
of the posts. Ed suggested we'd go back for supper. 

We got up before dawn next morning. I found Ed busy 
making the Laurel Queen, a seven-man rubber raft, fast to 
the top of his car. He briefed me on his plans. 


We put the boat into Pine Creek just below the bridge 


at Owassee Crossing, he said, and float the 614 miles 
down the canyon to the first place we could get out again 
without making like mountain goats. This would be Tiadagh- 
ton. We'd pick up Ed’s brother, John, on the way. John, a 
retired Maine guide who runs a farm near Ed’s, would take 
the car back and then call for us at Tiadaghton at dark. 
“Not many fellows fish the canyon,” Ed said. ‘“There’s so 
much of Pine Creek within easy reach of roads that they 
prefer places where they can park and wade right in. The 
creek’s good in those places, but today we’re going to fish 
water that rarely sees an angler. The going’s too rough 
unless you float it, and even then it’s no cinch.” 
The road the three of us took was little more than a trail, 
but we soon caught glimpses of the (continued on page 88)

I first saw the Magee fly, which Wynn Davis speaks 
of so highly in the accompanying story, ‘Roller 
Coast to Tiadaghton,” on a cold March day five years 
ago. I was in Pennsylvania’s Grand Canyon region 
shooting the breeze with some of Pine Creek’s 
regular trout anglers. Among them was young Stan 
Magee of Elmira, N.Y., whose prowess with the wet 
fly has become almost legendary on that stream. 

Up to then I’d never met Stan, though I'd seen 
him work the creek and hook and release one trout 
after another—often when I couldn’t coax a rise. I 
got the feeling then Magee must have invented wet- 
fly fishing, and now, so far as I’m concerned, he did. 

After we'd talked streams, trout, and casting, we 
got around to flies. Then he showed me the Magee. 
My reaction was like that of most fly fishermen who 
see it for the first time. I almost laughed. A king- 
size job, it looks like a joke—something that might 
have fallen off a woman’s hat. 

But I soon found there’s nothing funny about the 
way .it works. To me new flies often are flashes 
in the pan—killers one season, duds the next. Not 
the Magee. It’s produced for me every year I’ve 
used it no matter where I’ve fished. 

The Magee usually is tied on a No. 10 hook. The 
wings are black-and-white guinea-wing quills, tied 
something like bucktail wings. The length can vary, 
but I usually make mine about twice as long as 
ordinary wet-fly wings. (The drawing, above, shows 
the Magee considerably enlarged.) 

The hackles are also a bit longer than usual. I 
use hackles from the neck of a dark red rooster, and 
I pick them about one size larger than the hook. The 
tail is of the same material; the body’s of peacock 
herl tied quite full. 

Color in the Magee is limited to the head and the 
egg sack. I use floss, but chenille is O.K. I’ve tried 
all colors, but for me only three work consistently— 
red, green, and yellow. I’ve found yellow the most 
productive. Some tie color only on the tail, others 
only on the head, but I use it on both ends. 

Though the large Magee works best for me, I’ve 
caught lots of rainbows on small ones. Some anglers 
use the pattern dry, but I prefer it wet. 

When fishing the Magee, I give it about twice the 
action I give an ordinary wet fly. I cast quartering 
downstream, quickly pull in about eight or 10 
inches of line, then release it immediately. I repeat 
the action as soon as the current has taken the line 
out. 

I've fished hundreds of flies and tied thousands, 
but if I had to settle for only one I'd choose the 
Magee. That’s the kind of fly it is—Mort Gross. 
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This time the grizzly didn’t t 
make for me—just reared up 
on the elk and roared. So I 
reached out to snag my rifle .

Hal an hour from camp I hit a jackpine 
thicke that stopped the horses, so I tied all

three of them and went on afoot to find the 
elk and pick a trail up to it. I hadn’t walked 
far when I crossed another fresh bear track. 
The farther I went the more sign I saw— 
enough to convince me I’d be lucky to find the 
elk in one piece. I started to hurry, impatient 
to run the bear off and salvage what was left 
of the meat. But I was too late. When I got to 
the place where the bull had been dressed out 
I found only a few leavings and a broad trail 
where a bear had dragged the carcass off. 

How would you feel if you'd o atfitted a party 
of paying guests, herded them a hard day’s 
ride into the mountains with all their supplies 
and gear on pack animals, set up camp, and 
spotted the hunters in first-class game country, 
only to have a thieving bear lug off the first 
kill? Well, I felt the same way. I started out 
to find that elk and take it away from the bear. 

I had hunted all my life and outfitted and 
guided for close to 20 years. Wit that much 
experience, I should have taken a secoi:% look 
at the bear tracks before I did anything else. 
But I was mad as a bee in a raided hive, and I 
overlooked that little detail. The sign I'd seen 
farther down the creek had been made by a

14,000 MILES 
OF FISHING 


r Vhe two of us began talking about 
a trip to Alaska back in our little- 
kid days when we first caught 

suckers and catfish and an occasional 
pike in the Grand River near our home 
in Michigan. Some day, we vowed, 
we'd go up there and find out what it’s 
like to fish where nobody had been 
ahead of us. Then an uncle made the 
trip when Jack was 12, and it just 
became a question of when we'd do it. 

Well, we've done it. We’ve made the 
grand tour of Alberta, British Colum- 
bia, Yukon Territory, and Alaska itself. 
And in two months we found pike, lake 
trout, rainbow, grayling, and salmon 
fishing of a kind we never dreamed of 
even when we had progressed to bass 
and trout—and greater imaginings—in 
the waters around Grand Rapids. 

We graduated from Catholic Central 
High School in Grand Rapids together 
in June of 1952, and it took us a year 
to save up enough money for the trip, 
acquire a car, and round out our plans. 
We shoved off on June 10, 1953, in 
Tony’s car, a 1952 light job, loaded so 
heavily that the frame was down on the 
axle and we had to reinforce the springs 
with extra leaves before we could get 
under way. It isn’t likely that two 
happier or more excited guys ever 
started a trip. 


e carried two tents, a 7 x 7 canvas- 

wall job and a small nylon pup tent 
with netting and floorcloth for over- 
night hiking trips away from our main 
camp. Our sleeping bags were rein- 
forced with blankets for extra warmth, 
and that proved a wise precaution, for 
we had a fall of wet snow as late as 
June 20. We wanted to take a light 
boat of some kind on top of the car, 
but our load was too heavy. We'd have 
to borrow boats or resort to rafts or 
other makeshifts as we went along 

Both of us carried a glass fly rod, 
with spinning reel and eight-pound-test 
monofilament line. This tackle handled 
everything from eight-inch Dolly Var- 
dens to 20-pound salmon. 

Four days after we left, before we 
even crossed the border, we had the 
liveliest fishing we had ever seen and 
the best catch of trout either of us had 
ever made. That was in Glacier Park, 
in the mountains of northwestern Mon- 
tana. A ranger guided us to a lagoon 
near Two Medicine Lakes. 

We dropped a couple of worms down 
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into the icy green water, side by side, 
and they touched off fireworks before 
they’d settled halfway to the bottom. 
One trout was a nice speckle, just under 
12 inches. The other was a 17-inch rain- 
bow. In the next two hours we took 16 
more trout, four of which were as big 
as that first rainbow. 


ext morning we pulled out and 
+ headed through Calgary and Ed- 
monton, Alberta, for Dawson Creek, 
B. C., and the start of the Alaska high- 
way. We were stuck in the mud more 
times than we can remember, but the 
worst driving was on the approaches to 
Dawson Creek. Most times, we man- 
aged to get ourselves out with a shovel 
and jack. A few times we had to be 
towed. The Alaska Highway is a good 
gravel road, smooth and well main- 
tained—although very sticky. when wet 

but the roads approaching it are a 
terror. 

On the way to Dawson Creek we side- 
tracked to Banff, and in the national 
park an attendant told us, “Be sure to 
hit Fawcett Lake. It’s on a mud road 
about 10 miles off the highway, but it’s 
worth it if you like jackfish.” 

Jackfish, as they call northern pike, 
are generally held in low esteem all 
through that country. Only the Indians 
bother with ’em, unless for dog food. 
Suggest pike fishing for sport, any- 
where along the Alaska Highway, and 
you can count on a horselaugh. But 
we didn’t feel that way. 

So we turned off the highway onto 
a truck track leading to a logging 
camp, and we skidded and wallowed 
along in the mud of the deep wheel 
ruts. At the logging camp we put up 
our tent inside a deserted cabin. 

Soon we met a 17-year-old French 
Canadian lumberjack with the unlikely 
name of Gordon Wright. His chain saw 
was broken, so he offered to take us 
fishing. The one boat on the lake had 
no oars, but we rigged up crude paddles 
by nailing slabs of board to poles, and 
made out all right. 

Fawcett Lake is about 10 miles long, 
shallow and with reeds around its 
swampy shores. Pike were as plentiful 
in those reeds as tadpoles in a frog 
pond. 

We rigged our fly rods and spinning 
reels and tied on small red-and-white 
wobbling spoons. Tony tossed his up 
into a hole in the reeds and was fast to

a pike almost as soon as the lure hit the 
water. Jack connected half a minute 
later and then Wright latched onto one. 
In an hour and a half of fishing the 
three of us landed 32 northerns, of 
which none were under three pounds, 
none over six. 

We wouldn't have kept any of them 
if Wright hadn’t told us the Indians 
would be glad to have them for food. 
There were 15 cabins of Indians in the 
little settlement at Fawcett Lake, and 
only one white family. We gave all the 
pike we caught to the Indians, and so 
didn’t feel we were straining any rules 
of sportsmanship. 

The pike fishing never slumped while 
we were there. We'd throw a spoon 
into the reeds, drag it through the 
water a few feet, and a northeru 
would pounce on it in a savage power 
charge, as if he hadn’t eaten for a 
week. Half the time, when we brought 
one out in the open there’d be two or 
three other pike trying to rob him of 
the spoon. 

At the end of three days we headed 
back to the highway. A few days later 
we were stuck in gumbo at the foot of 
a long grade. Just as we resigned our- 
selves to sitting it out for awhile, a 
ranch wagon pulled up and the driver 
offered us a hand. He introduced him- 
self as Russ Bruton, a school-teacher 
from Guntown, Miss. He was on his 
way to Alaska for a summer of camp- 
ing and fishing, traveling in a station 
wagon with his three terriers. We 
were fascinated to learn that the dogs 
rustled their own grub, day after day, 
by digging ground squirrels out from 
under rocks. 


} gen helped us out of the mud, and 


we talked fishing. ‘“That’s what 
we're really looking forward to,” Jack 
told him, when he mentioned grayling. 

Grayling had once been natives of 
our own state, but they became extinct 
there about 20 years ago. We had read 
and speculated a lot about them and 
had caught a few in a little creek along 
the Alaska Highway. They were small, 
but caused more comment than a string 
of 20-pound rainbows. 

“TI know the place for some real gray- 
ling,” Russ said. ‘Kathleen Lake, up 
the road about 500 miles. He held out 
his hand. “See you there,’’ he told us, 
and drove off.

take more trout than any other lure I know—natural 

or artificial What’s more, they get the larger, 
smarter, bottom-feeding fish. Yet, though these little 
monsters live by the hundreds of thousands in streams 
all over the country, a lot of wading anglers never 
suspect they’re walking right over them, and many 
never heard of using them for bait. 

I’m talking about stone-fly nymphs, of which there are 
many species. I’ve seen them take four or five good 
trout in an afternoon when no other fish were caught 
on any other lure—when, as a matter of fact, no one else 
even had a strike. There was one tough week-end on 
Colorado’s Gunnison River when three experts showed 
everything they had to the finicky rainbows and browns 
that grow big and fat in that famous stream. One man 
stuck with his live nymphs while the others used every- 
thing from hardware to eggs. That one man wound up 
with 26 of the 31 fish caught. 

Under really adverse conditions, such as high and 
muddy water, nymphs are often the only bait that will 
catch fish, even when used in competition with worms, 
night crawlers, and salmon eggs. The first time I ever 
heard stone-fly nymphs called anything but “bugs” was 
when an exuberant character who was using one tied 
into three pounds of rainbow fury after hours of 
futile effort with sundry other bait. “Hey, you guys,” 
he yelled, as he splashed downstream through the roily 
water, “get with me—lI’m in the bean business!” We 
guessed his meaning and were scrounging for nymphs 
before he’d netted his fish. 

Perhaps this observant soul derived his pet name for 
nymphs by watching them drift downstream when dis- 
lodged from under rocks. They often curl up then, and 
to an imaginative man may look something like a bean. 
No matter. As far as trout are concerned, they’re as 
tempting as hot pork and beans are to a hungry fisher- 
man at the end of the day. 

Before discussing where and how to obtain this tidbit, 
a word about the nymph itself. The larvae, after spend- 
ing their allotted months in the water, mature as adult 
stone flies. Some sorts live in the water for at least a 
year, others for as long as three years. They also vary

THE RAINBOW 


Imost any fly fisherman who has had con- 
siderable experience with our three most 
widely distributed trout—brook, brown, and 
rainbow—will tell you that the active and 
beautiful rainbow (see cover) is the best of 
them all. It is a more vicious fighter than 
either of the others, and puts on a more 
spectacular show. On the hook it leaps, makes 
swift runs, and thrashes around on top of the 
water. Furthermore, a good-size rainbow takes

in size. The nymph pictured in 
this article is one of the larger 
species—114 to 2 inches long 
in its mature underwater state. 
Eventually it becomes the 
large, four-winged fiy known 
in Colorado as the willow fly. 
“It’s willow-fly time on the 
Gunnison!”’ is the cry you hear 
when the river comes alive 
with sucking, slurping, smack- 
ing fish—trout feeding with 
appetites that create an an- 
gler’s paradise. 

This spectacle is over in two 
weeks or less, a mighty short 
time in a fisherman’s year. 
The stone fly in his nymph 
stage, however, is available 
and even more successful—the 
rest of the season. 

During most of the year, 
harvesting nymphs is easy. 
All you need is an old piece of 
window screening about three 
feet long and two feet high, 
with a wooden handle on each 
end. Push this screen down 
into the water until it hits 
bottom, and hold it there while 
rocks upstream are_ kicked 
loose and turned over. The de- 
bris dislodged from under them 
will float into the screen. If you’re in the night spot, there’ll 
be some stone-fly nymphs in the collection. You can do the 
job alone by standing upstream from the screen, and hold- 
ing it down in front of you while you kick rocks loose with 
your feet, but it’s much easier and faster to work with a 
partner. 

The best places to gather nymphs are the shallow riffles 
ina stream. Water eight to 18 inches deep, running medium- 
fast over rocks, almost always yields a fair crop of bugs. 
Beds of smaller, flatter rocks seem to be favorite nymph

hide-outs. I’ve seen a one-pound coffee can filled with 
nymphs in 10 minutes on such stretches of water. 

If there are two of you, let one hold the screen down in 
the water, while the rock kicker starts three or four feet 
upstream from the screen and works toward it. When 
you have thoroughly stirred up this path, lift the screen 
carefully, trying not to lose any of its contents. Then 
get ready to grab, for some of the nymphs are spry and 
will try to crawl to the edge of the screen and jackknife

Carolina’s Unicoi Mountains, but the morning was still 
sharp and chill when the hounds struck fresh boar 
sign. The dogs were nearly wild with excitement as Peck 
Jordan of Robbinsville turned them loose. They crossed a 
draw and climbed a slope, running in broken-field formation, 
each hound bawling heavily. Jordan, carrying a field-worn 
.82 Special, dog-trotted right behind them. Others in the 
hunting party were deployed on stands, overlooking the 
probable route across the wild Santeetlah countryside. 
Boar hunting in the remote Unicoi range, just southwest 
of the Great Smoky Mountains National Park, is a tough 
deal, even for those who choose to wait on stands hoping 
for a shot at a cruising pig. To reach high-ridge posts, 
hunters must climb some 2,000 feet, often over rocky, 
treacherous, and sometimes almost indistinguishable trails. 
But the toughest going, though usually the most rewarding, 
is for those who stick with the hounds. 


Te sun had wiped most of the mist from North 
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Within 15 minutes of the strike Peck heard frantic 
hound talk that told him the boar had been jumped and 
was being run by sight. He poured on the coal, and finally 
reached the pack on a hillside choked with laurel and thorn 
apple. 

The hounds, mostly Walkers, Triggs, and a few Plotts 
and Airedales, as well as some that were just “danged 
good boar racers,” had a hog at bay. It was bigger than 
any the panting Jordan had seen in a long time, and it 
was doing a royal job of raking the hounds with its four- 
inch, rapier-sharp tusks. The 42-year-old Jordan, who has 
as many boar hides to his credit as any living Smokies 
mountaineer, has a great respect for the tough, vicious 
beasts. But right then he did a foolish thing. 


_ boar and hounds going at it nip and tuck, Jordan 
couldn’t find an open shot. Yelling and flailing his 
arms about, he yanked off a dog or two. Then, with an 
almost unbelievable burst of speed, the boar plowed in. 
Head lowered and swinging, it whammed a few dogs sky 
high and bolted into Jordan at such close quarters he 
couldn’t bring up his rifle. 

Eyes red with hate, ears back, grunting and slobbering, 
the boar instantly twisted its head and gave a lightning- 
like thrust to its tusks as its weight and drive bowled 
Jordan over. 

The mountaineer fell heavily, still grasping his rifle, 
and the boar turned and gored him. By then half a dozen 
hounds, recovering from the rush, distracted the enraged 
tusker long enough for Jordan to snapshoot from prone 
position. The bullet ripped into the hog’s vitals, and the 
fight was over. 

The uninjured hounds swarmed over the hog, biting and 
tearing, while the wounded dogs stood discreetly at safe 
distances. Peck Jordan barely moved. 

When others of the party came up they found not only 
the dead boar and a cut-up pack, but a badly injured Jordan. 
Blood gushed from a hole high on his left thigh where a 
1%-inch-wide tusk had gone in almost four inches. Bone

was damaged, an artery was cut, and no amount of first 
aid could stop the bleeding. 

It was evident he’d have to be moved fast if he was going 
to live. They got him to a doctor after a tortuous carry 
to the nearest road two milgs away. Though, in his own 
words, he’d been “almost bled out,’’ he recovered, but only

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\ 7 e read the forest-department notice a dozen times, 
but it told us no more than we already knew. The 
beast we were looking for, it said, was known to have 

killed four people, was likely to charge on sight, and was 

last heard of near the village of Sirur at the foot of the 

Nilgiri hills in south India. It was nine feet eight inches 

high, its front feet were four feet 10 inches around, and it 

had two normal tusks about 214 feet long. 

“This elephant is proscribed,” the notice announced, and 
informed all license holders that whoever shot it could keep 
the tusks. Fine, but it had to be shot first. It was worth 
taking up the challenge, and that’s why Edward Wapshare 
and I were there. 

We knew that originally there’d been two elephants, both 
rogues.

wight Steele strapped his sun helmet under his chin, 
braced himself at the steering wheel, and said, “I told 
you now, you-ali sit tight. If I see something I’m 

goiny to it.” 

A 25-horsepower motor on a 16-foot aluminum boat goes. 
My wife, Claire, and I held onto the gunwales. A sharp 
turn and a skid and a wide swath of spray feel fast. Thus 
we dashed from buoy to buoy along the channel of the Gulf 
Intracoastal Waterway across Mobile Bay and Bon Secour 
Bay, Alabama. We stopped 30 feet from the black can and 
each of us made a cast to it. Nothing happened. 

Dwight cranked and roared away to the next buoy, a red 
one. Red buoys are on the port side as you go east along 
the Intracoastal channel, as we were. Dwight cut the motor, 
and said, ‘There are three times as many black buoys along 
the channel as red, but we catch three times as many black- 
fish around red buoys. Maybe they like red, I dunno.” 

I cast a large shrimp to the buoy. Using a spinning outfit 
of surf-fishing size, with 15-pound-test line, I left everything 
slack on the theory that the shrimp would go drifting along, 
looking natural. This would fool a buoy fish, or any fish for 
that matter. However, in Dwight’s bluntly spoken opinion, 
it was stubborn stupidity to fish for tripletails like this. It 
turned out that we were both partly right, partly wrong. 
But I sure had an adventure there with a fish, one I won’t 
forget. 

Since I first heard of tripletail fishing rather recently, I 
assume that other people also may have been missing a rare 
and wonderful kind of angling. Tripletails, known in some 
places along the Gulf as buoy fish and in others as black- 
fish, are curious characters. 

They inhabit waters along the Texas coast and part of the 
Louisiana and Mississippi coasts, there being gaps in their 
range along these two states. Alabama waters also have 
them, and although there’s a gap or two along the Florida 
west coast, they are present all year up fhe Atlantic side to 
South Carolina, and plenty of them are down around the 
Keys. North of South Carolina they appear only in summer, 
ranging as far north as Cape Cod, Mass. In Southern waters 
buoy fishing is definitely good. 


gf ye peace live on the lee side of buoys, around the pilings 
of range beacons, or loaf along under a piece of drift, a 
floating log, or a crate. They are not timid. The first triple- 
tail I ever saw appeared when I tied up to the projecting 
mast of a wreck. He left the water around the mast and 
came into the shade of my boat. I offered him a shrimp, 
which he sniffed, and with a flirt of his tail he went back to 
the mast. I covered the hook a little better with the shrimp 
and hung it over the side. He came back and sniffed, and 
again contemptuously departed. This went on several times 
before the fish finally sounded. Even though futile, it was 
exciting enough never to forget. 

When you see a tripletail, it looks like a magnified silver 
flash. The fish is large, up to 20, maybe 30 pounds. Any 
fish seen may weigh 10 or 15. 

“There he is,” said Dwight. “Floating around on his side 
like a big silver sheep.”

There he was, indeed. The sight made my cast bungle- 
some. The line crossed the buoy and the shrimp hung down 
on it, above water. 

“Now.” said Dwight, “if he was up there, we wouldn’t 
have to fish for him. We could pick him like a grape.” 

Dwight made a cast. The fish went down. Dwight’s rod 
was a Calcutta cane, his reel a star drag, his line 50-pound- 
test. Terminal tackle included a large 6/0 hook and a 
sinker to hold his shrimp down about four feet below the 
cork, which was a sliding one for casting. It was stopped 
at the right depth by a knot in the line and a button. Every 
time he needed another button, Dwight would pluck one off 
his shirt. Several lost rigs bring him to a buttonless-shirt 
condition, blackfishing’s equivalent of the lost shirttail in 
deer hunting. 

Dwight said that if the fish would take, he could pull it 
away from the buoy. But he felt sure that, with my spinning 
gear, I couldn’t do that. This one, he said ominously, might 
take. 


hooked him a week ago and he got around the buoy and 

broke the line. Another fellow I was talking to last night 
hooked him yesterday. He may be smarted up a little.” 

“Still,” I said, “he could be hungry, from being tormented 
like that. Spinning gear will fool him.” 

Dwight didn’t believe it, but he was willing to give me 
every chance. He proposed that we fish another buoy or 
two, and then come back to this one. And that is what 
we did. 

“Now they’s times,” Dwight said, “when they mighty 
choosy. They want a white, good-looking bait, a big shrimp. 
If it gets raggedy-looking from casting, that’s good, or 
maybe better.

But just remem- 
ber, a fish that gets around the buoy is a lost fish. When I 
see one going around I hold back, even if I break the line, 
because if he gets around, he’s gone just for sure.” 

I laid the big shrimp up the tide from the buoy and held 
everything slack, so the bait would be drifting and sinking 
as it passed. 

A fish jumped 20 feet down the tide from the buoy. He 
was on his side, big and silvery, like a silver sheep, as 
Dwight had said. He jumped to throw a hook. With every- 
thing slack, I felt nothing. 

“You got him!” Dwight cried. 

This was confusing. I thought Dwight had hooked the 
fish and made it jump. But I reeled in and had him. He 
swam around down-tide from the buoy, and the heavy pull 
felt terrific on spinning gear, but the fish was still merely 
wondering what bothered him. 

Suddenly he realized what it was, and then he went for the 
buoy. The buzzing of the drag sounded plaintive and help- 
less. The fish went to the buoy as directly as a man would

CROUCH, CREEP, and CRAWL

Here are the methods to use if you want to take 
trout consistently when you tackle small streams 








was kneeling at the edge of the water halfway up the 
| left side of the Pumphouse Pool on Hunting Creek, 
in Maryland. There were trees in back of me, trees on 
either side, and one branch hung out above me over the 
stream. It was a tough spot for casting, but at that it was 
the most open place on the pool. 
I was ready to swing into action when another angler 
came through the bushes behind me. He hesitated and 
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stared. “Just what are you doing?” he asked. ‘Praying ?”’ 

“That’s about it,” I said. “Praying that I can get my 
backcast under those tree limbs so I can put my fly out 
there about 30 feet, where I saw a fish come up.” 

As if to prove I’d seen him the trout rose, took a natural, 
and sank back down. 

“You'll never get a fly over that fish,” the man said. “It’s 
impossible. If you keep your backcast low enough so you 





don’t catch on the trees, you'll only hook the ground.” 

There was a space of only four feet between the 
tree limbs and the ground, and only 20 feet between 
where I was kneeling and the bushes through which 
the fisherman had come. It looked tough, all right. 

“That’s why I’m kneeling,” I said. “With a horizon- 
tal cast I may be able to do it. If I get the line 
going back and forth fast, it’ll stay on a level plane. 
Then I can get 20 feet distance back of me and shoot 
the other 10 feet of this line I’ve stripped off. Takes 
wrist action,’ I went on. ‘And terrific line speed. But 
it pays off.” 

“Me, I want open water, no trees, no bushes,’ the 
other said as he departed upstream. ‘So long.” 

Later the same day I was crouched on a clump of 
grass at the tail of a pool. I had approached it care- 
fully so as not to frighten the fish, even crawling on 
hands and knees for the last 10 feet. Then I waited 
quietly for the trout to get used to me. 

I was about to cast again when the same man plodded 
up to me. He might as well have tossed a rock in the 
river. ‘“What’s the matter with you?” I snapped. 
“Can’t you see I’m resting this pool?” 

“Stand up,” he said. 

“Why?” I asked. 

“Just want to see if you can walk,” he answered 
calmly, and jogged away right up the side of the pool. 
I shuddered because I knew that every trout for yards 
would feel the vibrations of his heavy footsteps. 

The more I fish the more I realize that if you want 
to take trout from small streams you must go quietly 
and slowly, and stop to rest the water often. I call 
that kind of fishing the crouch, creep, and crawl 
method. You may lose your dignity, but you'll take fish. 

It’s the system you must use for a consistently good 
take in little trout streams up to 15 and 30 feet wide 
—meandering meadow runs, fast-dropping mountain 
brooks, and clear spring-fed creeks they are scattered 
across the country and in many places are the only 
trout waters available. Plenty of these tiny water- 
ways hold sizable fish, and every year during trout 
season local papers announce that someone has landed 
a four or five-pounder from a stream you could step 
across. 

Because they fish carelessly, all too few anglers make 
such a catch, or even enjoy a good day’s fishing over 
smaller trout. 

Small rivers offer a challenge because, to take fish 
from them consistently, you have to learn the fine 
points of casting. Show me an angler who can fish a 
small stream successfully, and I’ll bet he’ll do all right 
on bigger ones. But the reverse is not always true. 
The little stream separates the lucky from the skillful. 

In a couple of weeks on a small stream, an angler 
learns more about trout and how they operate than 
he does in three months on bigger water. First of all, 
he sees practically every fish he casts to. He watches 
how they feed, on minnows or digging in the gravel 
for nymphs, and how they take flies. And he soon 
discovers that in shallow, clear water trout are ex- 
tremely wary, on the alert all the time. 

The best way to put them down so you won’t catch 
any is to fish downstream, for they’ll see you coming 
a mile away. You must come in behind them and 
crouch, creep, and crawl into casting position. Work- 
ing upstream with a dry, you can hit every spot where 
a trout might be. In rapids be sure to drop your fly 
in back of a rock, then work the spot in front of it 
carefully, for trout will often lie there and grab food 
as it pauses before being swept on by the current. 

But before you cast, scan the pool a bit. Figure 
where the trout should be lying, where it’s best to 
cast from, how much float you can get over a riser 
you’ve seen or over a point where you think there 
might be a fish. It takes great patience and great 
care in approach and presentation. But the reward, 
when you take nice fish from small waters, is worth 
everything you put into it. This is fishing when fish- 
ing is an art. ~ 

Proper equipment is of major importance. For en- 
joyable small-stream fishing you need a light rod, 
either 7%4 or eight feet long, (continued on page 94)

of points off his rocker, when we heard what he’d done

through the Chalk Bluffs area.

Mexico to British Columbia, the few bad times I’ve had 
have come from mountain lions. 

I’ve shot elk, goat, sheep, grizzly—everything but the 
big brown bear of Alaska. I can’t say I’ve had many really 
close shaves. But those I’ve had were dealt out to me, 
without exception, by cougars. 

I don’t mean that the mountain lion is the bravest, most 
aggressive, or toughest American big-game animal. Maybe 
he isn’t even the meanest, although he'll give all contenders 
a race for that distinction. I know he rarely attacks a man 
unprovoked. Notice, however, that I say “rarely’—not 
“never.’”’ Even when he’s treed or cornered or wounded, the 
chances are 20 to 1 that he’ll back out of a fight if he can. 

But the big tawny devil is a cat; and like all cats, from 
the African lion down to the fireside mouser, his behavior 
can’t be predicted from one second to the next. 

Decide that you know exactly what to expect, and the 
odds are he’ll cross you up. You'll kill a dozen of the critters 
and they’ll all behave alike in front of your dogs or the 
muzzle of your gun. But watch out for the 13th cougar. He 
may upset the applecart. 

That’s one reason why I rate him near the top of the list 
of our big game. I’ve spent a lot of saddle-weary days be- 
hind good lion dogs, a lot of heartbreaking hours clambering 
up and down canyon walls, clawing through broken rim-

WHITES BY NIGHT

by the burning Arkansas sun that June afternoon when 

he suggested we take our heavy jackets along. It was 
over 100° in the shade right then, and the very thought of a 
jacket made the sweat trickle faster down my back. 

But now that the sun had set and the evening breeze had 
begun to sigh across Norfork Lake, the thought of a jacket 
was comforting. I didn’t need one yet, but I sensed that 
another hour or so would bring real chills to an improperly 
dressed lantern fisherman. 

Our two boats were tied together, bow to stern, with an 
anchor apiece at opposite ends holding us broadside to the 
wind. Tom had already lighted his pair of gasoline lan- 
terns and lashed them to the steel rods clamped on the 
gunwales of his boat. Now he was shouting to tell me how 
to position our lanterns. 

“Tip ’em about 45°,”’ he was saying. ‘Idea is to throw 
the light down into the water. That'll bring the whites 
around to see what cooks.” 

Glowing reports we’d heard about the white-bass fishing 
in this 22,000-acre impounded lake in northern Arkansas 
had prompted us three Hoosiers to plan this trip some 
months before. We all live outside of Crown Point, Indiana, 
but it had taken us until June to get together. I’m a farmer 
and had to get my corn planted first. My father, Jake, 
practices law in Hammond, Indiana, and he needed time to 
settle his cases. Glenn Bothwell is district sales manager 
for a manufacturer of industrial chemicals, so he had to 
wait until his boss would stand for a week of no Glenn. 

So far as we knew, white-bass fishing is accomplished in 
the conventional ways; Glenn and I are fly flippers, while 
Jake, who’s ordinarily a bait caster, wanted to break in a 
brand-new spinning outfit on this trip. We soon learned, 
however, that our guide was opposed to all such tackle. 

“Largemouth, smallmouth, crappie and the like,” Tom 
Lafferty told us upon our arrival, “you can fish any way 
you want to. But not whites. For them you got to lantern- 
fish at night with stiff casting rods.’’ When he went on to 
explain that you stillfish with live minnows, we looked at 


| had thought our guide, Tom Lafferty, was a bit touched

since those were the local methods, we decided to give them 
a whirl. 

So here we were, parked on the lake in the first faint 
chill of evening. I tied my lantern to the gunwale bracket, 
tipping it so its light fell on the water beside the boat.

i FOUGHT A QUAIL

\ 7 hen I chased quail as a young sprout, it seems to 
me the sport was less complicated. I used a .410 
single, didn’t believe the rumor that game wardens 

were becoming legal in Oklahoma, thought dogs were good 

only for chasing rabbits, and yet I always came home with 

a nice mess of quail—four or five, up to a dozen, and none 

of them shot into hash. 

The other day, being 25 years older, I had a great hunger 
to watch quail frying in the pan, so I snatched my 20 gauge 
off the hooks and went afield. 

They sure have made some changes in quail hunting in 
this mere quarter century. It may be that part of my 
trouble was the fact that I spent that 25 years mostly at 
desks, but obviously they have changed the breed of quail 
on me. 

Any reasonable man can see the following logic: guns 
and ammunition have been steadilyy improved all these 
years, have they not? And we've learned more of the habits 
of the birds, eh? And I, being much older now, am naturally 
smarter and keener of eye—even have eyeglasses and can 
see a lot more than I used to. Of course, I do notice a 


tendency to short-windedness, ,something like strangulation, 
when cantering. But granting the little extra suet around 
my waist, how can you account for the hard time the birds 
gave me and my practically new over-and-under ? 

The only thing that remains the same is the taste of the 
quail. But I have found the sensible way to insure the 
full frying pan. 

In Oklahoma, where I live, the quail season is limited 
to three days a week between November 20 and January 
1, and I have found the supply of quail pitifully small for 
a state normally abounding with the birds. The drought 
is blamed for this, as it is for most everything, and coyotes 
and other predators are doing their share of damage, too. 

So I answered an ad in the Tulsa World which guaranteed 
plenty of shooting until March 15, with no bag limit. The 
offer came from Jack W. Trimble’s Game Ranch not: far 
from Vinita, in the northeastern corner of the state. All 
I had to do was drive about 100 miles from my home in 
Broken Arrow. Where I grew up, in Kiowa County, if 
any man had made a 100-mile trip after a mess of quail,

| is horns glinted white in the early-morning sun. It was

around northern British Columbia that Art MacLean never 
gets excited about anything, even when it was a trophy 
moose. 

Vance Thornburg and I squatted on the steep mountain 
slope and stared through our binoculars as the bull came 
cautiously out of the timber and stepped into the shallow 
water of the lake that lay in the shape of a dumb-bell below 
us. It was as though we sat in the highest gallery of a

region 20 years ago, then deserted it. We hit the overgrown 


route and followed it to new and fabulous big-game country 


spacious theater, and the first actor to appear on the stage 
below was the largest moose I’d ever seen. 

We'd come to this Muskwa River country for just this 
purpose. That is, to find the largest sheep, moose, caribou, 
and grizzlies in the region. In 1950 my wife and I had 
hunted the Muskwa and Prophet rivers farther to the east 
and much closer to the Alaska Highway. During that hunt, 
Renie Dhenin and Art MacLean, our guides, had told us 
of fabulous game country at the head of the river. 


“That’s Bedaux’s country,” Renie Dhenin had said more 
than once. “Bedaux and his men are the only ones who ever 
got back that far with a packtrain, and that was 20 years 
ago. 

Art MacLean had helped the Frenchman, Bedaux, hew his 
laborious way up the Muskwa valley. Bedaux, a world ad- 
venturer and cosmopolitan, had decided to cut a trail all the 
way from Fort St. John in northern British Columbia across 
the wildest mountains to Telegraph Creek on the western 
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side and thence to the coast. He wanted to open a horse 
trail first, and then axmen were to clear it to the width of a 
road so that a group of tractors could lumber and lurch 
across this wilderness. These tractors, made by a French 
firm, were to be demonstrated and advertised in this manner. 
It was a mad scheme, and a failure almost from the start. 

But the wide-cut trail was finished only as far as the 
lower Muskwa. The advance party, on horseback, managed 
to top the first divide through a gap now known as Bedaux’s 
Pass. Then the strange Frenchman went on to other things. 
Later he was arrested by the British government for selling 
arms to the Germans. Some trappers in the Muskwa coun- 
try still tell weird tales of the cutting of the trail, hinting 
that some sinister international plot lay at the bottom of 
the plan. 


iY Bedaux’s fantastic scheme—whatever its real pur- 
pose—failed. Two tractors fell over cliffs. One was 
lost in a Muskwa crossing. The others finally clanked to a 
stop, broken down, and their iron carcasses were left to 
rust. The cut trail grew over again, and fallen trees soon 
blocked it entirely. 

Art MacLean, as one of Bedaux’s men, was with the ad- 
vance party that reached the glaciers at the Muskwa’s head- 
waters and over the divide to a place called Chesterfield Lake. 
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Guide Art MacLean rides into the formidable Muskwa to probe for a crossing 


“One of the prettiest lakes in the Rockies,” 
Art remarked as he remembered the place. ‘We 
didn’t do any hunting, as such, but we killed 
three grizzlies right there. There were moose, 
caribou, and goats on the mountains. I expect 
that’s the wildest game country left in North 
America.” 

His description of Bedaux’s trail and Chester- 
field Lake stayed with us. We knew that some- 
time we'd have to see that country, but it wasn’t 
until last year that we got organized for a trip. 
We made up a party of five this time and, like 
Bedaux, had trouble from the start. 

Renie Dhenin was afraid he couldn’t take his 
packtrain so far. He also thought it would take 
30 days of continuous horse travel to get the 
packtrain to Bedaux Pass—if he could make it 
at all. We hunters couldn’t take that long, so 
we arranged to fly in and join him at Chester- 
field Lake. 


yaaa Dalziel, who flies out of Watson Lake 
on the Alaska Highway, agreed to take us, 
though Chesterfield was close to the extreme 
flying range of his float plane. But with one of 
Dalziel’s pilots, Ralph Widrig, at the controls, 
we found the lake on our none-too-accurate map, 
and landed on schedule. It was a rugged place, 
with 10,000-foot mountains rising around it. 

But in none of that wild scenery was there 
any sign of Renie Dhenin or Art MacLean, or of 
the packtrain which was to meet us. There 
wasn’t enough gas in the plane to get us back to 
Watson Lake, our take-off point, or even to 
circle down the Muskwa Valley to search for the 
packtrain. 

That didn’t bother Widrig, however. He 
beached the plane on a small gravel strip and in 
two minutes had his casting rod out. In another 
minute, by actual clocking, a four-pound lake 
trout was dancing at the end of his line. The 
rest of us took heart. Vance Thornburg, a 
uranium operator from Phoenix, Arizona, Harry 
Combs, an airplane man from Denver, Wayne 
Eubank, a university professor, my wife, and I 
got our rods, climbed down from the plane, and 
began to fish. 

We did a brisk business with two to three- 
pound rainbows and some kind of lake trout 
_ that seemed to be akin to a Mackinaw. Some 
' of the lakers were whoppers. 

My wife beat all of us at landing these 
leviathans. We men wrecked our light fly rods 
and spinning tackle on the big lakers. Their 
vicious strikes and fast runs broke our leaders 
and, finally, the rod tips themselves. 

After a fish supper and a restless night on the gravel 
beach, we took to the air again. Widrig didn’t think we 
should wait for the packtrain. It might never come, he said. 
Renie Dhenin and his men could have drowned in one of the 
treacherous river crossings, or they might have lost their 
horses and turned back. We flew westward to Dall Lake, 
where some years before a cache of gas had been left for 
such an emergency as this. 

Four days later, after hours of flying and looking, we 
located our packtrain. They’d been on the trail over a 
month, cutting through a nightmare of windfalls blocking 
the Bedaux trail. One day they made less than two miles. 

Our time, too, was running out. The pilot would give no 
assurance that he could come so far into the mountains to 
get us on our return trip. He had commitments in the arctic 
and elsewhere. With a bad turn of weather, we might be 
wintered in at Chesterfield Lake. 

With such a prospect, we packed down the Muskwa River, 
back along the Bedaux trail, so we’d be within striking dis- 
tance of the Alaska Highway if we had to get out that way. 
As we rode down from Bedaux Pass we saw grizzly tracks 
in the mud along the river. Though some of the imprints 
were the largest I’ve ever seen, we had no time to hunt. We 
also saw moose and caribou, and often spotted other game 
on the slopes above us. 













It was during one of these moves that we saw an espe- 
cially large herd of goats on an unnamed mountain on the 
northwest side of the river. We'd just worked our way 
around a precipitous gorge through which the Muskwa 
thunders and rumbles like the Colorado in the lower Grand 
Canyon. Our horses were tired and, as we rested them, 
some of the goats on the mountain looked mighty big. 

There was one billy standing off by himself on a rocky 
spur above the river, and his gleaming black horns seemed 
to be of trophy size. He stopped our flight down the Muskwa 
and started us goat hunting. Then, halfway up the moun- 
tain, we happened to look down and see the little lake 
hidden in the timber and the gigantic bull moose that 
seemed to be tempting us to stalk him. 


hile Art MacLean was studying the animal through 

the spotting scope, another bull walked out of the trees 
and onto the marshland along the lake’s edge. Then a third 
rack of white horns appeared at the rim of the timber. In 
a few minutes seven moose had appeared. A cow and calf 
fed nervously at the upper end of the meadow on the far 
side of the lake. Another cow wiggled her ears and then 
walked forward to join the party in the water. There were 
four bulls now, but the newcomers were dwarfed by the 
giant we spotted first. 

I felt Vance Thornburg pulling my arm. 
the goats?” he said. 

“Forget the goats,” I replied. “Let’s get that bull.” 

“That big bull is moving as he feeds,’ Art was saying. 
“He might be anywhere by the time we get down there.” 

“We'll surround him,” I replied confidently. 

We started off, angling down into the minor canyons at 
the foot of the mountain. These were choked with arctic 
birch, stunted alder, and thimbleberry bushes higher than 
our heads. There were padded paths in one of the thickets, 
and broken stems with green leaves hanging lush at their 
tips. 

“A grizzly’s been feeding here this morning,” Art said 
unnecessarily. “Look at that.” He pointed to a muddy im- 
print the size of my hunting hat. 

But we didn’t wait to see if the grizzly might still be 
hanging around. We slanted down farther, and on the 
shoulder of a low ridge we caught a glimpse of the lake. 
Here Art got out the spotting scope and we took another 
look at the big bull. His horns were white as paper, and a 
fragment of dried velvet hung from the tip of one tine.

Art MacLean was breathing heavily. “Those palms flare 
up,” he said. “I think he’ll go 70 inches.” 

A 70-inch spread! That’s high in the world-record class 
for Canadian moose. He raised his head from beneath the 
surface and the water ran from his ugly muzzle as he 
chewed. The white of his antlers reflected around him like 
a post-card picture. 

Art had a plan. “Vance and I'll go down through that 
heavy timber there,’”’ he said, sweeping his arm toward the 
tree-covered point that extended into the middle of the lake.

‘“‘Never mind,’’ he said. “You'll get a big bull yet. Mean- 
while, Vance has a nice one down in the water over there, 
so let’s go to work.” 

“What about those goats?” Vance asked, as he peeled off 
his shirt and pants. He stood there in his long underwear 
and pointed toward the rocky spur of the mountain. “Like 
that one there,” he added. Above us against the sky was the 
billy we had been stalking originally. 

But there was Vance’s moose, out in a lake that had thin, 
clear ice around the edges. It would be impossible to get 
the heavy animal ashore in one piece, and skinning and cut- 
ting the carcass in waist-deep water of that temperature was 
anything but appealing. 

“If you fellows think you can handle that moose without 
my help My voice trailed off as I entered the timber 
and started to climb. 

The goat above me had disappeared, but there were many 
small canyons and crevices on the slope which would hide 
even a herd. As I topped the first rocky ridge, I saw far off 
to the left the tiny figures of Harry Combs and Renie 
Dhenin climbing the slope. They had been goat hunting all 
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Switches from packtrain to plane sometimes hinged on a 
crude flag-and-note message.

this time. Now they were slanting toward me, which was 
strange, as I could see a dozen goats bedded down in a green 
swale above them. As I watched them crawling along, they 
began waving to me. Their arms described half circles with 
urgent pointing motions above. Behind me, on the rocky 
spur, a stone bounced down the slope. Then another rattled 
down, starting a minor avalanche. 

I whirled quickly. The single big billy had come out of 
nowhere and was bounding along the crest of the ridge, 
heading straight away and putting yards between us. I 
quickly leaned my left shoulder against a jutting rock and 
raised my rifle. The white form jerked from side to side and 
then disappeared into a rough saddle. 


e reappeared farther away and running diagonally from 
me. The crosshairs of my scope sight settled just in 
front of his shoulder as I squeezed the trigger. The goat 
fell and for a moment teetered precariously on the crest of 
the ridge. If he dropped from that perch, he’d fall 1,000 feet 
into a barren glacial cirque on the far side. A single lichen- 
covered rock held him on the brink. I was glad Renie and 
Harry came up to help me move him. 

“That’s a mighty fine billy,” Harry was saying as he 
measured the horns with his outstretched fingers. ‘Better 
than 10 inches long.” 

He sounded a bit wis*ful, and it suddenly occurred to me 
that he and Renie must have been stalking this same goat 
when I showed up to spoil their fun. Over Harry’s shoulder 
I saw something white on the far edge of the cirque. 

“Why don’t you shoot that billy?” I asked as casually as 
I could, pointing to the animal. 

Harry and Renie turned to glass him. Apparently he’d 
come out of some crevice at the sound of my shot, for he was 
watching us intently with his head cocked a little to one 
side. He was just above a talus slope, but fully 500 yards 
away, and there was no chance to get closer. 

Harry grasped his rifle grimly and walked a few yards to 
a level pile of shale fragments. He lay down and settled his 
elbows into the shale. It took a long time to adjust his posi- 
tion, and he tried his scope sight again and again. Finally 
and deliberately he squeezed off a shot. 

Renie and I looked at the goat. There was no spurt of 
rock or dust to mark the bullet’s impact. The billy stared 
as before, only now his head was lower. Suddenly he top- 
pled forward and fell heavily on the talus amid a shower of 
stones. We thumped Harry on the back enthusiastically. 

Two goats and a moose—not bad for the first day of ac- 
tual hunting. Still, Renie Dhenin and Art MacLean felt we 
should move on downriver, closer to decent trails and to 
some larger lakes where the chances would be better of a 
plane picking us up if we ran into real difficulties. 

As we worked down the Bedaux trail, we couldn’t help 
wondering how Renie and Art got the packtrain up the val- 
ley at all. There were timber burns many miles wide, and 
charred logs and snags crisscrossed the trail like tumbled 
matchsticks. We had to zigzag and loop back upon our- 
selves to get the packtrain past these places. 

The river crossings were a nightmare of deep, murky 
glacial water with boulders rumbling ominously before the 
pressure of the current. Twice packhorses fell off small 
cliffs into the water. Though two separate horses were in- 
volved, both times the load included Wayne Eubank’s bed, 
which was soaked completely. As we slid gratefully into our 
own dry sleeping bags, we consoled Eubank for his discom- 
fort as best we could. 

We passed innumerable side valleys, each presenting a 
vista of unexplored possibilities. Several times we saw 
caribou, and we marked sheep trails on the lower mountains 
and spotted goats on the higher, more rugged peaks. Moose 
trails along the main river were padded in places by grizzly 
tracks and imprints of large wolves. We came across salt 
licks where goat hair was caught on the bushes, and the 
hard-beaten trails told that mountain sheep had aiso been 
there. 

We came to a spot in the trail’ where Art MacLean had 
come face to face with a grizzly as he walked ahead of the 
packtrain on his way up the valley. He’d only an ax in his 
hand at the time, and the grizzly had advanced threaten- 
ingly. Art lost his hat as he turned into the brush to reach 
a spruce big enough to climb. The grizzly came up and 
sniffed the sombrero and padded away.

We couldn’t spare the time to hunt any of these places, 
though there were valleys and mountains enough for a dozen 
separate trips. We traveled three more days down the 
Muskwa before we felt that we could stop. Harry and Vance 
had to leave soon to meet a bush plane scheduled to pick 
them up at Blue Lake, and they wanted to get some Stone 
sheep before then. The uncertain weather was becoming 
worse and Renie was even more worried about getting his 
horses out. 

Nevertheless we camped for three days by a low chain of 
mountain peaks that line a tributary of the Muskwa to the 
south. Both Renie and Art had found Stone sheep abundant 
in this area in their earlier trapping days. 

As before, we split into three parties for the first morn- 
ing’s hunt. Harry, Art, and I saw 14 rams and perhaps twice 
that number of ewes and lambs that day. The two other 
parties looked over rams but found none of trophy size. 
Late that day, Harry spotted one that had a heavy head 
though not a long curl. He got him. 


ext day Art and I found four good rams bedded down 

together. Since Vance had only one more day to hunt, 
we let him take the first shot. He selected a ram with a 
wide-spreading curl and a very dark cape, and collected him 
with one shot. The head measured a little over 40 inches 
around the curl, a beautiful trophy. 

I shot a fair ram the following day at the crest of the 
highest mountain in the area. The carcass rolled 40 feet to 
the edge of a ledge and then plunged off into space. It fell 
almost 1,000 feet, bouncing and rolling before it finally 
stopped. Fortunately the horns weren’t broken, but the cape 
was badly scarred. 

Leaving this sheep camp, our party separated temporarily. 
Art MacLean, with eight of the packhorses, took Harry and 
Vance north to Blue Lake to rendezvous with their bush 
pilot. (As it turned out, they waited at Blue Lake three days 
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before being picked up.) The rest of us took the packtrain 
south, to be rejoined by Art MacLean later. 

As Eubank and I scouted ahead, we could see the Prophet 
River valley stretching out before us. Below in the distance 
was an oxbow lake, a chunk of the river cut off long ago by 
some shift in its course, and in the middle of it stood two 
moose. One was a bull with horns that flashed white in the 
dull light of the afternoon. As we watched, the bul! began 
to chase the cow through the shallow water in a ludicrous 
game of tag. 

We swung off our horses and Art, who had already caught 
up with us, unlashed the spotting scope from the rear of 
his saddle. The bull had tremendous palms arched high be- 
hind his head. Soon three other cows came out of the wil- 
lows and into the lake. One had twin calves that trotted 
along with their heads close to her flanks. 

“Seems like every time we go moose hunting, we run into 
a whole herd,” Art remarked. ‘Look at that bull cut those 
didos.” 


he rest of the packtrain had come up by this time. 

Everyone had swung off his horse to watch the bull’s 
antics. He’d gallop heavily after one cow, then another, 
throwing up clouds of mud and spray. 

By the time we reached the valley, it was too dark to hunt 
the lovesick bull, but at dawn next morning we forded the 
river with horses and approached the hidden lake cautiously 
through a belt of timber and scattered willows. There were 
moose trails everywhere and these, too,.were bristling with 
grizzly tracks. 

We dismounted and eased forward. The cow with the 
twin calves was out in the marsh at the edge of the lake. At 
the far end of the water was another cow, but the amorous 
bull was gone. A couple of caribou came out of the timber 
to feed in the meadow some time later. That was all. 

We had to move on that day if we were to get to Dead 
Man's Lake in time to meet our plane. Wayne Eubank and 
Renie Dhenin elected to wait by the oxbow lake until night- 
fall in hopes that the bull moose would return, while Art and

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I went back to break camp and start the main packstring. 

Renie and Wayne waited until darkness, but the trophy 
bull didn’t come back. In fading light Eubank spotted an 
acceptable caribou bull and settled for that instead of a 
moose. By the time they’d skinned it and loaded the meat 
on a spare packhorse it was full dark and the main pack- 
train was 18 miles ahead. They trailed us by spotty moon- 
light and rode through a hard shower. I’m sure that no one 
but a mountain-bred man such as Renie could have found the 
way at all. 

Next day, when the packtrain was well started, I rode 
ahead. This was to be practically our last day in the 
Muskwa moose country. Our trail led up a minor tributary 
and climbed to a high, open pass. Art had told me to look 
for a small lake at the summit of the pass, explaining that 
when he’d been there before he’d seen both moose and cari- 
bou at the spot. The lake also served as a landmark, for if 
I took the wrong valley I'd find myself riding alone. We 
were still 100 miles west of the Alaska Highway and in a 
region with no well-traveled trails. 

As the morning wore on, I came out of the timber at the 
head of the little creek by which I had determined my di- 
rection. The country above me was covered with arctic 
birch and low, stunted willows. There were pools of stagnant 
water and stretches of muskeg between. Through these 
hazards, I guided my horse along moose trails beaten out 
hard in the black earth. Ayain there were grizzly and wolf 
tracks beneath my horse’s feet—and the fresh imprints of 
a big bull moose. 

The little lake was ahead, just as Art said it would be. 
The mud around it was packed from moose traffic, but not a 
living thing was in sight. The birch was too stunted te hide 
any animal so large as a moose. Still, there were concealing 
swales and crevices. 

I tied my horse and walked up a knoll from which I could 
see for miles. The frost had colored the leaves copper, gold, 
and brown, but in none of that wild beauty was there any 
evidence of animal life. Off to the right the whitened stem 
of some long-dead tree stuck out of the brush. Nothing 
more. 

But as I turned to go, the bleached wood of the tree 
seemed to dip and disappear. Then it reappeared. I looked 
at the thing through my binoculars and saw something 
twitch. It was a long, brown ear. ' 

It was a bull moose—and a real trophy, if I could judge 
by the horn I could see. The animal was bedded in a shallow 
swale and apparently had his great head lying forward on 
the ground. From time to time he moved his antlers as he 
brushed off a fly. 

I slipped back to the horse and jerked the rifle from the 
saddle scabbard. As I came again to the top of the knoll, I 
saw that a shot posed some problems. The animal lay at no 
great distance—perhaps 200 yards—but brush hid his body. 
Perhaps if I whistled or made some noise he’d get on his 
feet. When I sat down, several birch stems stuck up before 
me and I began to break them to clear a sighting field. It 
was the snap of one of these tiny twigs that decided the 
issue. 


he bull bolted from his bed like a cock pheasant leaving 

heavy cover. He should have stood there a moment to 
look me over, but he didn’t; he was up and going in one 
motion. There were the broad, white palms of his antlers— 
a 55-inch spread, maybe 60—but the running animal pre- 
sented no sure target. Only his gigantic rump showed as 
he ran. Then he swerved to the left and I got the crosshairs 
of the scope on his shoulder. At the clap of the shot I 
thought I saw a spurt of hair, and I heard the solid plunk 
of an expanding bullet striking hard flesh. 

The bull slowed to a walk, and came to a stop. He swung 
his great head around and looked back at me. Then he 
collapsed. 

Almost immediately I heard Art shout from below. There 
was the long line of packhorses strung out behind him. Art 
swung off his horse and stood looking over the fallen moose 
with a critical eye. Finally he nodded. 

“You got yourself a big Muskwa moose,” he said slowly. 
Then he looked out over the pass and into the open, rolling 
country beyond, the route that would take us to our meeting 
with the plane. “Just in time,’”’ he added, “because we’re 
right now topping out of the Muskwa River country.” THE END

My favorite nymph container is a flat tobacco can liberally 
perforated with air holes. This fits snugly in the hip pocket 
and makes a handy dispenser. If the nymphs have been 
hard to find, and you’re going to fish next day, don’t throw 
away those left over from the first day’s fishing. The 
hardiness of these larvae will surprise you; they’ll still be 
alive and crawling next day if you treat them right. Either 
keep them in a bait can in a running stream overnight 
or leave them in the tobacco can, dry. I made the mistake 
one night of immersing some in a bucket of water and 
awoke next morning to find the whole colony drowned. 
Evidently they need a lot of oxygen. 


f erkcms tackle for nymph fishing is simple. All that’s 
required is about three feet of leader material of two to 
four-pound test, some BB size split shot, and No. 6 hooks 
with bait-holding barbs on the shanks. Tie a small barrel 
swivel between your line and three-foot leader, then attach 
your hook. 

There are many knots which can be used for this hook 
tie, ranging from the professional method of snelling, to 
the turle knot usually employed for dry flies. I prefer a 
multiple-twist knot, which many fishermen consider too 
weak. But it has seldom failed me—even with big fish that 
took 20 or 30 minutes to land—and it has one fine feature 
that will save you the exasperation of wasting time when 
the fishing is hot as a pistol. I’m referring to the innumer- 
able times you'll snag up on the bottom so that you have 
to break free. With this knot, the leader will nearly always 
break just above the eye of the hook. Then all you have 
to do is tie on a new hook, instead of spending a lot of time 
assembling an entire new terminal rig. 

Use only as many split shot as you need to keep the 
nymph bumping and drifting naturally along the stream bed. 
I like to pinch on the first BB about 15 inches above the 
hook and space the others at two-inch intervals above it. 
Other bug fishermen, however, seem entirely satisfied to 
bunch all the shot together 12 to 18 inches above the hook. 

As for rod and reel, I’ve seen many combinations used 
successfully—from bait-casting outfits to fly rods with fly 
lines and automatic reels. But spinning tackle is by far 
the most popular, and the easiest to use. If you have a 
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choice of rods, or intend to buy one strictly for this type 
of fishing, get the longest spinning rod you can find, one 
with as springy and sensitive a tip as possible. 

It’s for this reason that I prefer a fly rod with an en- 
closed-action spinning reel. My rod is a 914-foot bamboo, 
a little on the stiff side, and the reason I like it is this:

When fish are taking nymphs ever so gently (and, believe 
me, they do this often) the extra sensitivity of that long 
fly rod helps me feel the take before the fish can let the 
nymph go. 

Ordinarily, though, a good spinning rod is very effective, 
and its shorter length and extra stiffness give you one 
important advantage over even the heaviest fly rod. Spin- 
ning lines are so resilient that it takes a strong, decisive 
strike to set the hook. The shorter spinning rod will do 
this easier than a fly rod, especially on a long line. So take 
your choice—and stick with it. 


asting a nymph with either outfit is a bit different from 

making the normal spinning cast. This is because of the 
length of leader with split shot and hook hanging below 
the rod tip. There’s a barrel swivel between leader and 
line, remember, and you don’t want the swivel to short- 
stop your cast by jamming into a guide. So reel in until 
the swivel is just clear of the tip and make a swing cast. 

Using a full arm motion, swing your rod sideways and to 
the rear, medium fast, and then start the forward motion 
with no perceptible pause. Come forward rather fast and 
release your line just before your arm straightens in front 
of you. With a few practice swings, you can easily pick 
up the smooth rhythm of this cast, and you'll find your- 
self naturally giving it that extra-power flip that you'll 
need now and then for added distance. 

Before you pocket your can of insects and head for the 
stream, a word about impaling a nymph on the hook. If 
he’s a good-size specimen (1% to 2 inches long) he'll fit 
nicely on a No. 6 hook. Thread him on mouth-first, holding 
him behind the head to start the point of the hook in his 
mouth and pushing him gently around the bend of the 
hook until the point comes out near the end of the tail. 

Nymphs stay on the hook for cast after cast, and resist 
much of the wear and tear of snagging up. You may catch 
two or three fish with the same nymph—although I know 
one 100 percent nymph user who insists on changing to a 
fresh one whenever the legs stop wiggling. “It’s got to 
look natural,” he claims, “or ole grandpappy trout won’t 
bite.”’ 

That particular fisherman catches more big trout on 
nymphs than any other man I know. I suspect, however, 
that the real reason for his success is knowing just where 
to plunk that wiggling bug into the water. 

As you walk along the stream, think about its food- 
conveying power—trout food, that is. Fish will be lying 
where they can most easily get the food the current is 
carrying downstream. This suggests, right off, that fish

will ordinarily lie in the slower water at the edge of fast 
currents, where they can wait and watch for food without 
having to continually battle the swift water. 

Let’s go a step farther. If you can find a place where 
two or more currents feed the same hole, there should be 
a greater concentration of food and a greater number of 
fish. More important, bigger fish. The large fish monopolize 
such spots; that’s why you can catch a big brown or rainbow 
in a choice feeding station and pretty much count on find- 
ing a sizable replacement in that same hole later on. 

Ideal spots for nymph fishing, then, are deep riffles 
(especially for rainbows), the holes below rocks and boul- 
ders, the relatively quiet pockets on the upstream side of 
such obstructions, deep holes fed by main currents, and the 
choppy islands of water caused by two or more converging 
currents. These last are hot spots for lunkers, for they’re 
often washed with food from every direction. 

The important acquired skill in nymph fishing is the 
“feel” of the strike. Trout ordinarily take a nymph very 
gently. They seldom hit it hard and run with it, as they 
do with a minnow, or chomp at it several times in quick 
succession, as with a worm. Usually they seem to take 
the bug with a dainty, tentative lipping—and they spit it 
out the instant they suspect anything wrong. 

Thus your best bet for hooking the fish is to strike the 
instant you suspect you have a nibble. This isn’t as hard 
as it sounds, if you fish the nymph properly. The trick is 
to keep your line just slack enough to let the nymph drift 
naturally but tight enough to transmit the vibration of a 
strike. 


et’s take a typical stream situation to illustrate: Suppose 
you want to fish a likely-looking riffle that begins im- 
mediately below a rock shelf upstream from you, and 
extends down past you for 50 yards or so. Make your cast 
across and upstream, so the bug will have time to sink to 
paydirt before it reaches the riffle. When the nymph hits 
the water, reel in the excess slack immediately. Then, as 
the bug drifts downstream, follow its progress with your 
rod tip and keep taking in line slowly—just enough to keep 
the bug snag-free and bumping nicely along the bottom. 
There are two ways to take in line. One is by reeling, and 
I know fishermen who catch a lot of fish this way. But a 
far easier way to feel the strike is to strip in line, fly-fishing 
fashion. To do this, hold the rod in one hand and pull in 
lengths of line with the other. While this can be done with 
a regular spinning rod and open-type spinning reel, it is 
much easier with an enclosed spinning reel which allows the 
rod to balance like a fly rod, with (continued on page 152)

for granted that this was one of the 
same breed. I knew he was big, though, 
for the elk he’d dragged off would have 
dressed close to 400 pounds. But that’s 
all I noticed, and I’ve asked myself 
plenty of times since how fool-careless 
aman can get. The answer came too 
late to do me any good. 

The trail was easy to follow. He had 
taken the elk up and around the side 
of the mountain, and he’d made easy 
work of it. After 300 yards or so the 
track dropped into a series of deep 
washes and then angled up a steep slope 
toward an isolated stand of thick 
spruce, just the spot for him ‘to stop 
and cash in on bis night’s work. I'd 
find him in there somewhere, with what 
was left of his loot. That likely 
wouldn’t be enough to pack out, I de- 
cided, getting madder by the minute. 

I halted at the edge of the timber 
and went down on one knee for a look. 
Twenty-five feet uphill from me a patch 
of dark fur moved behind a log, and 
then I made out the outline of an ear 
and saw an eye staring in my direction. 
He had seen me first. ? 

The rifle I was carrying was mighty 
light for the job. Many years ago, as 
a kid, I shot a box of 8 mm. shells at 
a coyote about 1,000 yards off. I didn’t 
kill the coyote, but the big rifle battered 
my shoulder so that I still flinch with 
any gun that slams back at me. Con- 
sequently I tote a little .25/35. I know 
it sounds screwy for a man in my busi- 
ness, but I do better with it than with 
the big bruisers. 

It wasn’t rifle enough for a big bear, 
even a black, but I figured if I hit him 
at the butt of an ear I wouldn’t have 
any trouble. He had the ear conven- 
iently exposed over the log and I was 
so close I couldn’t miss. I brought the 
rifle up, slow and easy—-and in the same 
instant the bear came up, fast and hard. 
He reared on his hind legs at my first 
movement and let go a roar that was 
enough to knock my hat off. 

That roar changed the whole situa- 
tion. I knew at last, a little late, that I 
wasn’t dealing with a black. I had 
walked into a grizzly as short-tempered 
as a stick of dynamite, and all of a 
sudden the little .25/35 seemed useless 
as a popgun. 

We looked each other over for 10 
seconds that seemed like a quarter of 
an hour. I don’t know what the grizzly 
thought of me but I had time to realize 
that he was a handsome old sorehead. 
His dark silvertip coat shone like frost, 
even in the dim light under the spruces. 
I held the gun on his neck and waited 
for him to make the next move, hoping 
it wouldn’t be in my direction. 

When he did nothing, I took a cau- 
tious step back, and,then another. He 
stayed put and I kept backing up until 
I had a reasonable distance between 
us. Then I dropped down into one of 
the washes and got out of there fast. 
But I still didn’t intend to lead the pack- 
horses back to camp empty, and I knew 
I'd have to kill the bear if I wanted to 
claim the elk. 

I decided to come at him from above 
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and try a shot in the open, at some- 
thing more than 25 feet. I made a big 
circle and worked warily down the hill- 
side to the upper edge of the spruce 
thicket. I thought I knew exactly where 
I’d find him. He’d be on the elk, wait- 
ing forme. But I guessed wrong. 

I was down on one knee again, trying 
to see under the branches, when he cut 
loose with another roar so close behind 
me that I thought he must be looking 
over my shoulder. I spun around and 
stared him in the face—just six yards 
off. 

He wasn’t a pleasant sight. He was 
up on his hind feet like a man, eyes 
blazing, lips curled in a rumbling growl, 
the hair on his neck and shoulders all 
standing the wrong way. He looked 20 
feet tall and he scared hell out of me! 

How he got that close without giving 
himself away I'll never know. We went 
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back the next day, when the affair was 
buttoned up, to look over the sign and 
piece the story together. He had come 
out of the thicket on the downhill side, 
picked up my track and trailed me as 
a hound trails a rabbit, following me 
while I circled to get above him, stalk- 
ing me with the stealth of a cat. 

The snow was frozen and as crunchy 
as breakfast cereal, yet he’d crept to 
within 18 feet of me—we later meas- 
ured the distance between our tracks 
with a steel tape—without a whisper of 
sound. Then he stood up and bawled 
his blood-chilling challenge, ready for 
the final rush. They say an unwounded 
bear won’t stalk a man, but this one 
certainly did. 

I'd never stop him before he got to 
me with the .25/35 and I knew it. He’d 
be on top of me before that little bullet 
took effect. There was only one way 
out. If I could find a tree and reach it 
in time, I'd climb. A _ grizzly can’t 
follow you into a tree. 

It was e@ thin chance, for there was 
just one tree of the right size anywhere 
near, and it was between me and the 
bear. When we paced it themext fore- 
noon we found I was 10 feet from the 
tree and he was eight. But I didn’t have 
time to think. I must have acted from 
instinct, or maybe it was something 


they had drilled into me in the Navy, 
that a surprise offense is often the best 
defense. I yelled in his face, a screech 
that would have done credit to a Black- 
foot buck, and jumped for the tree. 

How I made it, slamming into him 
that way, I still can’t figure. My yell 
must have startled him for a second 
or two, and my headlong rush kept him 
off balance just long enough. I was in 
the tree when he started for me and 
out of reach when he arrived. I’ve been 
asked quite a few times since whether 
I had any trouble reaching the first 
limb. For the record, I never touched 
it. My first jump put me in reach of 
the third or fourth limb up. I didn’t 
climb. I sailed into that tree like a 
flying squirrel. 

When I started my dash, I had it 
in mind to take my rifle with me, but 
when I reached a safe perch 15 or 20 
feet off the ground I didn’t have the 
gun. I looked down and saw it lying 
two or three yards from the base of the 
tree, with the bear smelling and cuffing 
at it. 

The grizzly really blew his cork over 
my get-away. He danced around under 
me, bawling’ and raging and clawing 
bark, tearing up the ground like a 
baited bull. I could see the elk carcass 
in the spruce thicket, about 20 yards 
away, and I kept hoping the fresh meat 
would lure him off. Finally it did. He 
turned and lumbered downhill, stop- 
ping every few steps to throw back a 
warning growl. When he reached the 
elk he lay down on it, but kept his head 
turned my way. 

The first thing I wanted was my 
rifle. It still lay a few steps from the 
trunk of the tree. I gave the bear 15 
minutes to settle down and get inter- 
ested in the elk. Then I started inching 
toward the ground, lowering myself 
from one branch to another. 

I was careful not to make any com- 
motion, and he paid no attention until 
I was almost down. Then he seemed to 
realize all of a sudden what was going 
on. He lurched to his feet with a bawl 
of pure hate and came streaking uphill. 
A bear can cover ground fast for a 
short distance when he wants to, and I 
had to hustle to climb out of reach 
again. He trampled around under me 
for a while, grumbling and snarling, and 
then went back to the elk. 

I gave him time to lose interest in 
me and tried another catfooted descent. 
It brought the same result. He let me 
get down to the lowest branches, then 
bounced up and came raging for me. 


t’s hard to believe, but we kept up 
that game at intervals for more than 
seven hours, from 8:30 in the morning, 
when he treed me, until almost 4 p.m. 
I have no idea how many times I went 
up and down the tree, but I was worn 
to a frazzle and realized I couldn’t keep 
at it much longer. Unless I got the 
rifle on the next try or two I’d have to 
give it up. And that meant sitting in 
the tree and waiting for help to come 
from camp, something I didn’t relish 
in the least. Gene and Wendell wouldn’t 
start to look for me until dark, and this 
bear was nothing to blunder into at

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trout since the dawn of artificial- 

lure fishing, but the tackle avail- 
able in the past was so discouragingly 
inefficient in handling the small, light- 
weight lures need for all-around trout- 
ing that these artificials never caught 
on with most anglers. 

The coming of the fixed-spool spin- 
ning reel changed this. Even the first 
ones, troublesome as they were, did 
things with light lures that started 
some constructive thinking. 

My first spinning outfit combined a 
7-ft. split-bamboo rod, which is still a 
joy to use, with a reel and line that 
were a pain in the neck. Though the 
reel was expensive, it was loosely made, 
and it developed more complications 
than you can imagine. The line was 
Japanese gut, which was satisfactory 
when soaking wet but an abominable 
mess when it got the least bit dry. It 
wouldn’t work after it had dried for 
20 minutes. 

I gave my new spinning outfit its first 
serious test in California. The few 
previous trials with it certainly hadn’t 
made a spinning fan of me. It took a 
week of unsatisfactory fly fishing to 
remind me I had my fixed-spool rig 
along. Even then I brought it out with 
the thought that it couldn’t be any 
worse, with conditions as they were, 
than a fly-casting combination. 


\ y trout and spoons have fascinated 


y first cast changed my mind. The 
lure, a spinner, shot across a 
beautiful run of the wide stream I was 
fishing and dropped in the main current. 
I let it drift along, sinking and working 
as it went, for perhaps 8 ft. Then I 
was fast to a good fish, the first one 
I ever landed on a spinning outfit and 
a trout worth remembering in any 
event. 
After 
fish, I came in late evening to a stretch

landing several more heavy 


of deep water running placidly between 
grassy banks. Here the spinners that 
had been producing failed altogether, 
so I tied on the one lure I hadn’t yet 
used, a rubber devon-type minnow that 
was colored to imitate a trout. That 
lure took a 4-pounder, a trout that had 
me sweating when I netted him. And 
thus I became a spinning fisherman. 

Since then I’ve had hundreds of days 
with spinning tackle, ranging from the 
cantankerous reels and lines I broke in 
on to the smooth-performing products 
now on the market. I think now that 
spinning’s an essential system for an 
angler who wants to make the most of 
his fishing time. It fills a gap that fly 
and bait outfits won't cover. 

















I remember, for example, a cold, 
windy day on a southern New York 
stream. There are lots of big browns 
in that water and the dry-fly fishing 
is something to marvel at when the 
May-fly hatch is on. But I'd picked a 
rotten day for fly fishing. After failing 
to get a rise on flies, I trudged back to 
my car for my spinning tackle. 

The water was swift and filled with 
boulders. I needed a lure with weight 
enough to get down near the bottom and 
yet one that could be dodged through 
rocks. A 14-oz. spinning lure did both 
those things. The one I tied on had 
a silvery finish and an action the 
browns fell for. With it I took four 
trout that filled the legal weight limit 
of 10 lb. 


few years later I was in northern 

Wyoming, making a sorry showing 
on a good trout stream. By this time 
I'd done quite a bit of spinning, here 
and there, and I knew the method was 
very effective. The trouble was—and 
is—-that I’m a devoted fly fisherman, 
so I started with that and kept on until 
I’d exhausted most of its possibilities. 
It added up to two days of miserable 
catches. 

Fed up with catching tiny trout and 
big Rocky Mountain whitefish, I turned 
to spinning for help. For a time it 
seemed this would also fail. I was still 
fishless—and host to some darkening 
doubts about spinning—after working a 
dozen different lures. But the beautiful 
weather cheered me, and I had a 
wondrous assortment of spinning lures. 
‘Why not try some of the wilder crea- 
tions? This thought led me to tie on a 
rubber minnow. It, like the devon-type 
lure I’d used in California, was colored 
to resemble a trout. It was fat and 
chunky, however, instead of slim and 
streamlined the way young trout actu- 
ally are. I'd passed it up earlier for this 
reason. 


I cast this distorted rubber trout 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 


| across and downstream and let it sink. 
| It worked nicely; I could feel it wiggle. 
Nothing happened, though, so I fed out 
line for more depth and wiggled it on 
downstream. It hadn’t gone 10 ft. be- 
fore a 214-lb. brown grabbed it. I 
hooked three more good fish with it and 
missed several strikes without moving 
out of my tracks. 
Upstream from where I stood was the 

head of the rapids that had been pro- 
ducing so well with downstream casts. 
I sent a long, exploratory cast up into 
this white water. Reeling as fast as I 
could, I brought the lure back with the 
current. It bumped on the bottom oc- 
casionally. Then, 15 ft. above me, a 
big trout took my rubber fingerling like 
a solid snag. I landed him. I kept 
casting back to the same spot. Without 

moving out of a 10-ft. radius, I landed 
two more good fish and missed at least 
| six more. 





eee lure, you may think, but 
my fishing log since then shows it 
| has disappointed me 20 times for every 
pay-off. It’s either a wonder or a dud, 
depending on circumstances that I don’t 
yet understand. I’m still using it, hop- 
ing to hit on a reliable formula for more 
| of these magic days. A combination of 
| weather, water, and trout-feeding con- 
| ditions governs the success of this or 
|any other lure, of course, and many 
| lures have their phenomenal days. The 
danger is in assuming that a particular 
lure is always best and sticking with 
it at times when it hasn’t a chance. 

I'd been spinning for years before it 
occurred to me to try spinning on a 
particular stretch of water in eastern 
Idaho. Clear, cold water streams 
| through a large swamp at this point, 
and it always seemed like sacrilege to 
use anything but flies on it. My com- 
panions on this trip would be using flies 
| beside me, however, so I decided to try 
| my spinning gear and lures, meanwhile 
| keeping an eye on my friends to see if 
| the fish favored their system. 

Happily for me, both browns and 
| rainbows slammed away at my spinning 
| lures; flies were insolently refused. It 
| actually embarrassed me the way I 
| showed up one of my friends. He'd 
fished a dry fly with the utmost skill 
| over a place holding eight or nine rising 
| trout. Not one of them looked at his 
| offering. When he stepped back I 
| plopped a %4-oz. spinning lure into the 
| Same spot and took two of his fish in 
rapid succession. 

But I must admit there’s another 
side to this story. My second cast to 
| this clear water hooked a fish, but it 
also spooked the rest of them. (My 
friend hadn’t frightened them in the 
least with a long session of dry-fly cast- 
ing.) There are times when plunking 
spoons or other such hardware in a 
pool not only fails to interest trout but 
actually scares them away. 

I'd fished for Quebec’s big brook 
trout for years before I considered 
using anything but flies, mostly wets, 
on them. Then, inevitably, I struck the 
day when flies simply wouldn’t work. 
A blustering north wind was blowing, 
the temperature had dropped into the 
40’s, and heavy clouds blocked off the 





sun. I took out my spinning outfit and 
sat in a canoe in a chili that pushed 
through my woolens, experimentally 
running through my stock of lures 
while fishing a deep stretch of the 
river. 

My favorite spoons didn’t work, nor 
did any of my wobblers, spinners, or 
other fake minnows. After it seemed 
silly to keep on fishing, I picked from 
the box a tiny plug that I’d examined 
and passed up. It was too light to cast, 
even with spinning tackle. So I rigged 
a 4-oz. sinker some 18 in. up my leader, 
tied on the mongrel plug, and cast it 
out. 

After a series of unproductive casts 
across the stream and then quartering 
up and down it, I tried a toss straight 
upstream, as I always do when other 
methods fail. By reeling in just fast 
enough to beat the current, I kept the 
sinker from snagging and kept the 
plug wiggling. Nothing happened until 
I started to lift the lure, now almost 
under the canoe, for a new cast. Then 
a brilliant male brook trout took it with 
a heavy pull. I boated him, a 2%- 
pounder. 

I’d been shivering before. Now my 
circulation increased until the wind 
lost most of its bite. I sent another 
cast to the identical spot. This one got 
back to within 6 ft. of the baat before 
another male weighing nearly 3 lb. took 
it. The same little plug, fished the same 
way, eventually took seven brook trout 
that day, the smallest weighing 214 Ib. 
And thus spinning taught me that flies 
are not always the thing for brookies. 

I was in the West again, still later, 
fishing a Montana stream that was 
too wide and deep for a wading angler 
to cover thoroughly with fly tackle. I 
was getting some good fish on flies, 
both wets and drys, but it irked me to 
see so many big trout rising out of my 
reach. That’s why I turned to my long- 
casting spinning tackle. It’ll reach out 
far past the range of a fly-casting 


outfit. 
I started out with spoons and got fair 
results at the edges of the very fast 
waters. In shallower, slower water, a 
shallow-running lure, either a spinner 
or a light wobbler, did a good job. 
Strikes and hooked fish came often 
enough to make it thoroughly enjoyable 
fishing. 

Yet I couldn’t be completely happy 
with all those trout rising to flies while 
I was using metal lures, so I tied a 
plastic bubble, which acts as a casting 
weight and bobber, on my spinning line, 
added a dry fly, and shot a cast out to 
the trout that had been tantalizing me. 

The fly landed so far out I couldn’t 
see it, but I saw the bobber twitch al- 
most immediately. I struck back and 
hooked a trout. Candidly, this and the 
successes that followed were partly 
blind luck. I began catching fish so far 
out that even the bobber became in- 
visible. They were hooking themselves 
by striking against the slight drag of 
the bobber and line. I went on to catch 
my limit this way. And I naturally put 
down or missed several fish for every 
one I landed. 

Later during the same trip I tried 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 





spinning with a wet fly tied on a drop- 
per about 8 in. above the plastic bobber. 
This was better than the dry-fly hook- 
up, which had the fly on a length of 
leader beyond the bobber. Now I could 
see the plastic bubble somewhat better, | 
and it was near enough to the wet fly 
to respond quickly when a fish hit. And 
thus I became a dry and wet-fly spinner. | 

These are only a few of the days 
when spinning gear rescued me from 
a run of bad luck with other tackle. I 
could go on and on, covering different 
streams in other states, but I think the 
point is already clear. Whatever your 
emotional loyalties to other tackle, a 
spinning outfit is worth a fair trial.— 
Ray Bergman.

“Think you can handle one twice his 
size on your fly rig?” 

“I’m betting on it,’’ I said with bra- 
vado I didn’t feel. Remembering Jake’s 
casting rod bent horseshoe double, its 
tip whipping the water, I trie¢ not to 
dwell on the thought of my three- 
ouncer with twice that much pressure 
on it. “I’m betting on it,” I said again. 
I hoped I sounded convincing. 

Glenn shouted just then, and I looked 
over to see him standing up in the 
boat, a startled look on his face. His 
spinning rod was bowed over the gun- 
wale, two feet of the tip underwater. 
“Get the net,” he yelled at me. “Get 
the net!” 

“You won't need it if you don’t keep 
that rod tip up,”’ I said. Actually, Glenn 
was doing his best to keep it up, but 
it was dancing like a thing possessed, a 
blur in the light of the lanterns. It was 
a full three minutes before he could 
get that white near the lighted surface 
by the boat. I made a pass at the fish 
with the net then, and missed. The fish 
dived, and took out another 20 feet of 
monofilament. The second time Glenn 
pressured him to the surface, I man- 
aged to scoop him up. 

Glenn sat down heavily. “I didn’t 
think I was going to make it,” he said, 
eyeing the white in the folds of the net. 

“Nice one,’ Tom said from the ad- 
joining boat. “Three pounds, maybe.” 
He grinned at me provocatively. “See 
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why I suggested casting rods?” | 
“Nope,” I said, picking up my fly 
switch. ‘“‘Can’t see it.” I hefted my/| 
rod appraisingly, felt the pull of the 
sinker somewhere below. I stripped a 
foot of line from the reel, let it pull 
through the guides. The sinker bumped 
the bottom and sent its signal up to my 
wrist. I stripped a foot of line back 
through the guides, lifted the sinker 
clear, felt its tiny pull on my sensitive 
rod. Abruptly I felt another pull, a| 
short, sharp tug. I dipped the rod for a 
heartbeat, snapped it upward, and 
tingled at the sudden resistance of the 
hook digging in. 
In the next instant I knew I was fast | 
to a white. It felt like nothing I'd ever 
known before. 
“Here’s’ that 
been talking 


five- ~pounder you've | 
about,” I announced, | 
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though I was sure that no mere five- 
pounder could fight like this. I was 
hanging onto my line with my left 
hand, hoping to turn him with the 
spring of the rod. It didn’t work. The 
little glass switch bowed double and 
knifed under water to the third guide. 
Sensing the limit of my tackle, I let 
line slip through my fingers as the fish 
continued to pile on the pressure. 

“Keep that tip up,’’ Tom Lafferty 
mimicked with mild sarcasm. So with- 
out taking time to glance up, I knew I 
had a gallery. 

I stripped another grab of line off the 
automatic reel, let the fish take it out, 
and made another effort to raise my rod 
tip. This time the white turned and 
came sailing toward the surface. I 
stripped in line desperately, trying to 
keep from throwing slack. My rod 
straightened and the line went limp for 
an instant. Then it pulled taut and be- 
gan to bow my rod again. The fish 
bored for bottom, and I had to feed 
him more line. This time, however, I 
soon got his head up and planed for the 
surface at a steep angle. For the first 
time I knew I could handle him. 


t must have taken me five minutes to 

work him into the band of light at 
the stern of the skiff. Glenn made a 
pass with the net and almost fell over- 
board, but he came up with the fish. He 
laid the net in the bottom of the boat, 
and I stared at the flopping white in- 
credulously. It was smaller than either 
of the first two, not much larger than 
the crappie I’d caught earlier. 

“Five pounds, you figure?” Tom 
Lafferty was saying from the other 
boat, a grin all over his face. ‘‘Doesn’t 
look to me like he’ll make half that.” 

“Somebody must've switched fish on 
me,” I protested. “This little devil 
couldn’t possibly fight like that.” 

“Wait’'ll you latch onto a big one,” 
Tom chuckled. 

“How big do they get?’ I wanted to 
know, picking up tangles of line from 
all over the boat, where I'd stripped 
it in by hand whiie playing the fish. 

“These are about average,’ Tom 
said, picking up his own rod. “Two or 
three pounds. Occasionally a  five- 
pounder comes along.” 

“What’s the record?” Jake asked, 
spitting a stream of amber fluid over- 
board. 

“No idea,” Tom said. “Biggest I 
ever saw was 614 pounds.” 

“T fished for white bass in Wisconsin 
years ago,” Jake said, jigging his rod 
up and down to keep his minnow mov- 
ing.

Anyway, I was engrossed 
in letting my own sinker bump bottom, 
then picking it up again. 

Now Glenn was yelling at the other 
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end of the boat, the tip guides of his 
spinning rod frothing through the band 
of lighted water. 

“Me too,’ Tom said, as his stiff cast- 
ing rod arched over. He stood up in the 
boat and began to horse his fish sur- 
faceward. 

I bumped my sinker on the bottom, 
eased it off again. Abruptly a sharp 
tug telegraphed itself to my wrist. I 
dipped the rod, then reared back on its 
butt, determined to set the hook and 
turn the fish in the same motion, now 
that I knew what to expect. I set the 
hook all right. But the white simply 
overpowered the spring in the little 
glass rod and bored down. My tip 
dived underwater. I turned him even- 
tually, ignoring the uproar around me 
as Jake, Glenn, and Tom all tried to 
boat whites at the same time. Finally 
I got mine aboard, where I again mar- 
veled at the smallness of a fish so big in 
fight. The species was entirely new 
to me. 

“Ain’t he a dandy,” Jake was saying, 
as he strung his fish. He spat over the 
side of the boat. ‘Three pounds, I 
betcha.” 

“What's yours look like?” Tom asked 
me, stringing his own. ‘“Five-pound- 
er?” 

“About like yours,” I said. 
and a half, I guess.” 

“Can’t wait to see you hook the big 
one,” the guide grinned. 

“Me too,” I said, baiting up for 
another try. 
| “Want to use my casting rod?” he 
| needled. 

“No thanks,” I said haughtily. ‘“More 
|fun this way. Besides, I’ve got a bet 
to win.” 
| The whites stopped hitting around 
| midnight, and when we counted up we 
found we’d boated 22. None of them 
went over 3% pounds. 

We fished for three more nights by 
the light of the gasoline lanterns, con- 
tent to sleep by day in order to get 
another crack at those fighting whites 
after dark. Tom Lafferty had to leave 
|}us because of previous commitments, 
|and Leonard Hastings guided us in- 
stead. I don’t know whether Tom had 
tipped Leonard off about our bet, but 
several times I caught the new guide 
| eyeing my little fly rod, a question in 
| his eyes. Each time out we got a mess 
of white bass, but the five-pounder I 
was after failed to materialize before 
our Arkansas holiday ran out. 

But next year, or some year, Norfork 
Lake is going to hang a five-pound 
white to my little glass switch. When 
it does, I may goof and break my gear, 
and then Tom Lafferty’ll have 20 bucks 
coming. THE END

Maggots for Bait 


n my experience, maggots are the 

best bait for trout and bluegills, or 
bream. They’re tops for carp, too. To 
get your maggots, hang a cheap piece 
of meat in the sun and put a big bowl 
of bran underneath it. Blowflies will 
| lay their eggs in the meat. As maggots 
hatch from the eggs, they will fall into 
| the bran. Use them on a No. 10, 12, or 
14 hook.—Dennis C. Raymond.

creek through the trees. The country 
grew steadily wilder and the road more 
difficult until we were crawling along 
at 10 miles an hour. As we rounded 
a bend John pointed to a form in the 
road just ahead. ‘“Bobcat,’”’ he said. 
She stopped in front of us, a rabbit 
hanging from her jaws, and stared. 
Then she turned and walked off, like a 
dignified old lady taking home the 
marketing. 

Owassee Crossing was at the end of 
this dim trail, and there we came across 
five or six men pulling on boots and 
rigging rods. They told us that each 
had taken his limit, the night before, 
without leaving the Owassee riff. The 
fish ran 10 to 12 inches, one going 14%4 
inches. That made me sit up. It made 
Ed size-happy. “What say,” he asked 
me, “if we put back all under a foot 
long?’’ That’s a pretty big limit for 
dry-fly fishing, but what could I say? 
I agreed. 

While John began hauling our stuff 
down to the river, Ed and I pulled on 
felt-soled hip boots. This wasn’t going 
to be a float trip where you sit all day. 
Since Ed and I planned to fish only a 
few choice riffs and pools, we intended 
to beach the boat and wade to the fish- 
ing. 

We put in just below the Owassee 
bridge, and a fast riff shot us down- 
stream for nearly half a mile with the 
spray flying. We weren’t actually in 
the boat. Our rods and gear were 
stacked on the raft’s bottom, but we 
were perched on the air tubes along the 
sides, our legs hanging in the water so 
we could kick the boat away from 
threatening rocks. 

Ed sat on one side, I on the other. 
That’s the best way to float shallow 
water. Besides allowing you to protect 
the boat, it permits you to get off in- 
stantly when it becomes necessary to 
wade wide flats that aren’t deep enough 
to float the boat with you on it. It also 
lets you slide into the water quietly 
when you see fish rising. 

When we shot into the big pool be- 
low the Owassee riff we flew past two 
startled anglers who stared at us open- 
mouthed. “How are they grabbing?” 
Ed called, waving a paddle. 

“Not too good,”’ one answered. ‘Been 
fishing over an hour and only got half 
a dozen between nine and 11 inches.” 

“Not so good,” I muttered, thinking 
of the many times I’d have settled for 
less. Those were the only persons we 
saw until we got to Tiadaghton. 

We went far down the canyon before 
wetting a line, and it was one thrill 
after another. The big riffs were 
regular roller coasters. Now and then 
angry crosscurrents spun us around 
like a top, and we went over the crests 
of foaming haystacks like a bobbing 
cork. 

The first spot we fished was Split 
Rock Pool, a good mile into the canyon. 
A fault in the stream’s rock bed forms

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below its name. We beached above the 
rapids and quietly waded to the pool. 
It was a beauty—crystal-clear water 
flowing over a cobblestone bottom, and | 
a deep current pushing against a rock 
cliff. Big trout were rising to a hatch | 
of small brown flies. 

I studied those flies carefully, then 
selected a No. 14 Brown Bivisible and 
tied it to a nine-foot nylon leader 
tapered to 4X. Then I waded in to my 
knees, waited for five minutes, and sent 
my fly sailing. 

It floated high and lifelike over the 
nose of the best fish I could see. But he 
took a live fly right alongside mine. 
This happened again and again. I tried 
other trout, with the same result. I 
went down in fly sizes, 16 to 18 and 
finally to 20. All I got was exercise. I 
tried other patterns, going down the 
same size scale—a Pink Lady, a Cahill, 
then a Ginger Quill. Nothing. Ed was 





doing no better. I heard him muttering 
and saw him busily changing flies. 
After trying Brown Spiders and Quill 


Gordons I walked out of the creek and |} 
sat on a rock to do some serious think- | 


ing. Ed came over and gloomily sat | 
next to me. “Shall we move down- 
stream ?” he asked. 

“T’d like to give the pool one more 
try,” I replied. 

I told him I’d noticed the fish were 
rising only in the shade. As the sun- 
light advanced across the pool, the trout 
moved and kept well in the shadows. | 
I didn’t know why, but I did know that 
trout are more selective when a dry fly 
is in shade. Apparently they can see 
the fly better. 

Under those circumstances, I usually 
catch them by placing the fly in the 
sunlight right on the edge of the shade. 
I'd tried that earlier in the day, but 
the trout wouldn’t come into the light. 
Could be they were within a foot of the 
surface and weren't able to see the fly. 
The closer a fish is to the surface the

highly selective conditions in deep 
shade. Tying on a No. 20, I selected a 
trout as far from the edge of light as I 
could find. It was a long and difficult 
cast; the line had to lie across water of 
varying speeds and opposing directions. | 
It called for a long lazy-S cast and 
much quick mending. I made the cast, 
and almost instantly the fly was sucked 
under. I didn’t even have to set the 
hook. The fish was on at the strike, 
and raising high jinks. 

Ed leaped from his rock and watched | 
me net my first Pine Creek trout, a fat 
rainbow 1342 inches long and beauti- 
fully colored. “I haven’t any multi- 
color variants,” Ed said. “Could 
you-—”’ 

I could, and soon both of us had rain- 
bows dancing all over Split Rock Pool. 
The disturbance put the other fish

|down, so we moved downstream. We 


kept only one, my first, because the | 
others were slightly under 12 inches. | 
Ed climbed into the Laurel Queen and | 
shot the rapids, while I took his picture. | 

The next pool was big and deep, and 
several dozen trout rolled merrily in| 
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Trout, bass, maskinongé, ouananiche, salmon, 
whichever is your favorite, you can find them 
at their best in the countless unspoilt beautiful 
lakes and streams of la Province de Québec. 
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its strong current. Ed made the first 
cast, and his little fly hadn’t moved an 
inch before a trout had it. Those Pine 
Creek trout must feed on dynamite to 
zoom off the way they do the second 
they feel the hook. This fellow went 
12% inches long and was as fat as the 
one I'd kept. 

This stream, I began to realize, was 
full of trout food. Minnows, dace, and 
baby chub crowded the shallows, little 
frogs hopped around the banks, craw- 
fish were abundant, and almost every 
rock sheltered May-fly nymphs and 
hellgrammites. 

At night, I discovered later, nature 
tosses a steady hail of insects into the 
creek, ranging from tiny gnats to 
beetles and moths. Even a lazy trout 
wouldn't go hungry in Pine Creek. All 
he’d have to do would be to stay put 
and keep his mouth open. Food would 
just flow in and fill him up. 


e sped downstream, riding the 

Queen like Robinson Crusoes, and 
came to a long riff dotted with huge 
gray boulders that stuck up a foot and 
more above the angry water. Here I 
changed to a seven-foot, six-pound-test 
leader and put on a No. 10 multicolor 
variant tied with plenty of stiff hackle 
to keep it riding high. 

On the first cast, which landed the 
fly between two boulders, a trout hit 
with a wallop. He tore downstream, 
stripping line until spray flew. Sud- 
denly he took to the air, climbing a 
foot or more and twisting and turning 
like a bronco. Then he fell hard across 
the leader. That did it. It tore the 
hook free, and he was gone—all 18 
inches of him. 

We stopped for lunch when we came 
to Four Mile Pool, and I set up my 
stove under the hemlocks where ice- 
cold Four Mile Run cascades into Pine 
Creek. We both had a long drink of 
water, and soon four fat rainbows were 
sizzling in the pan. 

Four Mile Pool, directly below 
Harrison Lookout, was named by log- 
gers 90 years ago because it was four 
miles from the first logging camp up- 
river and the same distance to the camp 
downstream. The first white man called 
it the Black Forest because the pines 
and hemlocks closed in overhead and 
no sunlight ever reached the ground. 
It was as dark as twilight inside the 
forest at noon, and the air was damp 
and cool. 

Then Pine Creek held a good two 
feet more water than it does today, 
and was full of brook trout the Indians 
netted for food. Settlers who followed 
killed trout by the tubful and dumped 
them on their fields for fertilizer. 

To the Indians the stream was the 
River of the Pines, and they used it as 
a waterway for transporting hides and 
game to their villages 100 miles to the 
south. A lumber syndicate cut the 
forest just before the Civil War, send- 
ing billions of feet of pine thundering 
down the creek, tearing earth from its 
banks, and ripping great gashes in the 
cliffs. 

When the job was done there was 
nothing left of the forest but a tangled 
mass of stumps, brush, and whole trees

felled but not taken. The debris soon 
became tinder, and the fires came. The 
land burned for ten years, sending up 
clouds of dense smoke that dimmed the 


| skies as far away as Philadelphia and 
Trenton. 


The baked hills soaked up the sun’s 
heat, and the temperature over the en- 
tire area shot up in the summer and 
plunged in the winter. The water table 
dropped, and the streams heated. 

The fire made the soil no longer suit- 
able for evergreens. But in the bodies 
of migrating birds were the seeds of 
blueberries, blackberries, dewberries, 
raspberries, greenbriers, and winter- 
greens. The birds sowed these seeds 
when they stopped to rest, and soon new 
growth covered the black ruins. 

Following the berries came small 
trees—aspens, fire cherries, and birches 
—and these prepared the land for the 
forest of nut-bearing hardwoods you see 
today. Here and there are little islands 
of pine and hemlock as the soil once 
again makes ready for the return of the 
great woods. 

Already black bears, once nearly 
extinct theve, are returning. Deer are 
common and great flocks of wild 
turkeys are building up. The state 
stocks Pine Creek with thousands of 
six to 24-inch brook, rainbow, and 
brown trout, and the stream now holds 
some lunkers. 

While we ate, a doe and her fawn 
came for a drink on the far bank, and 
a family of chipmunks chattered at us 
from the rocks. 

It was 3:15 p.m. when we plunged 
into the riff roaring into Horse Run 
Pool. Across this deep, narrow pool lay 
a huge hemlock, whose green limbs 
strained the current. I saw the bulge 
of a good trout as he went for a fly 
on the edge of the limbs, and I quickly 
shot my fly to him. He wouldn’t touch 
it, so I tried three or four other pat- 
terns. No luck. 

On a hunch I put on a big Brown 
Spider, and the fish took it within half 
an inch of the tangle. In a flash he 
had me fast to the tree and was thrash- 
ing around in the water. He was a 
good-sized brown, but there was no way 
of netting him. Before he got free he 
made such a commotion that it was use- 
less to fish the pool any more. 


H™ a mile below, the creek nar- 
rowed sharply and went downhill 
like a bobsled run—fast, ugly, and 
noisy. This was the one dangerous 
rapid in the entire float, and we de- 
cided not to shoot it in the boat. But 
we wanted to fish it, so we beached the 
Queen and cast over the big pockets. 

We had to be careful just wading the 
edges on that rapid, since the water 
shot down with such force it could 
easily have swept us off our feet had 
we ventured a step too far. Here Ed 
grabbed onto the big excitement of the 
day—and almost gave me heart failure. 

The rainbow was no giant, but it 
must have been living off nitroglycerin. 
I can still see that trout leaping high 
over the haystacks, twisting, turning, 
and slapping his tail, then diving and 
going hell-bent for Tiadaghton. Ed had 
to follow it downstream for a good

quarter of a mile before he finally 
beached it in quiet water. 

That was the only one we took from 
the rapids. We got plenty of strikes, 
and the rainbows were all good ones, 
but the water was so fast we couldn’t 
hold them. Hooks tore out before the 
fish were on a minute. 

The shadows were long and cool by 
the time we reached the next pool. 
Trout were rising from one end of it to 
the other, and we went back to using 
multicolor variants. The rainbows took 
‘em as readily as hungry chickens take 
corn. Upon seeing a trout rise we'd 
toss a fly to it, and bang! He was on. 
They came so fast I stopped counting 
how many we hooked and released. 


y 7 p.m. we’d worked down to our 

last pool. It’s nearly half a mile 
above Tiadaghton, where a little dirt 
road snakes down through a pass to the 
creek. As we drifted into the pool we 
spotted an old coon poking under stones 
for crawfish and mussels. 

That last hour we tangled with so 
many trout we overstayed our time, and 
it was dark when we finally shot down 
the long riff into the Tiadaghton Pool. 
We saw the glow from John’s cigarette 
under the trees on the east bank, and 
soon we heard his call. Shadowy forms 
loomed in the darkness as we passed 
several anglers—the first we’d seen for 
six miles. 

Pine Creek lived up to everything 
Ed McCarthy said about it that night 
in Wally’s shop. I’d put it up against 
New York’s Beaverkill and Neversink. 
And it’s not just the canyon section 
that’s good. 

The next day I fished a stretch up 
around the famous Painter Run Pool, 
including the pool itself. There were 
five of us: Ed McCarthy, Lou Steven- 
son of Wellsboro, Dr. Francis Perri and 
John Tomajko of Pittsburgh, and I. 
We took plenty of good fish. 

This wonderful trout fishing is avail- 
able within eight hour’s driving time 
from New York and Philadelphia. It’s 
less than that from Washington and 
Baltimore, and about half of it from 
Pittsburgh. The only reason I can think 
of why it isn’t fished more is that 
anglers don’t know it’s so good. 

Wet flies and large streamers are the 
big producers on Pine Creek from open- 
ing day until we'l into May. You'll find 
what is locally called the Magee in 
every old-timer’s fly book there. It’s a 
wet fly that Stan Magee originally 
brought to the stream. Stan was 
stationed in Germany after the war, and 
couldn’t resist fishing the trout streams 
there. He noticed that one particular 
wet-fly pattern knocked the big browns 
for a loop, and when he got home he 
tied some very much like it and was 
amazed at the results. They were 
killers. He passed a few around to his 
Pine Creek friends, and they promptly 
dubbed the fly the Magee. Since then 
its fame has spread considerably. 

Though I like wet-fly fishing, I'll take 
Pine Creek along about the time the 
hills around it are ablaze with blooming 
mountain laurel. It’s truly a grand dry- 
fly stream. And there’s so much of it 
you can have all to yourself. THE END

and the line should be matched to the 
rod. If your line is too light or too 
heavy, you lose out on fishing efficiency, 
and casting becomes an effort instead of 
a pleasure. Generally, the 712-foot rod 
will handle an H-E-H line, or maybe an 
H-D-H, and the eight-footer should fit 
an H-D-H or H-C-H. For short casts 
in thin water, you want the lightest line 
you can get. A forward-tapered line 
would be far too heavy and splash 
down too hard. The leader—7% feet 
for narrow mountain streams, and from 
nine to 12 feet for meadow streams— 
should be tapered down to at least a 
4X tippet. 

Probably the first mistake begin- 
ners make is to shy away from a 
difficult-looking shot. It’s surprising 
how seldom you do get hung up on 
And it doesn’t matter if 
you do, occasionally. Because those 
spots are where the trout usually hang 
out, resting or feeding. 

Once I was fishing with Ray Red on 
the Tomichi, a slow-moving meadow 
stream just on the edge of Gunnison, 
Colorado. We saw a nice fish rising 
only a foot out from the bank. But 
just below him, between his position 
and ours, a dead stick was lodged. It 
jutted four feet out from the bank and 
was about a foot above water. This 
was a puzzler. We couldn’t go above 


| him or even opposite him on the pool 
| without being seen. 
| right wouldn’t reach him, and it was

impossible to throw a fly under that 
low-hanging stick and get a float over 


him. 


“Guess we'll have to pass him up,” 


whispered Ray. 


“Cast 
Throw 
some slack and the line’ll fall loosely 
across the stick. When you strike, the 
line will leap up from the limb and come 
tight between the rod tip and the fish.” 

“Suppose he doesn’t take,” Ray ar- 
gued. “In that case the fly will catch 
on the limb.” 

“Not necessarily,” I said. ‘As line 
and leader pull up over the limb and 
you see the fly come off the water, 
give the rod a quick pull. That will 
jerk the leader against the limb, and 
the light little fly will usually be flipped 
safely over it. It’s worth a try.” 

“Yeah,” said Ray. “Maybe. And if 
he does take, he’ll probably slam back 
this way and break me off. But here 
goes.” 

His cast was just right. And sure 
enough, the trout passed up that first 
try. But Ray flipped the fly over the 
That 
time the trout took. He darted up- 
stream, and Ray was able to lead him 
across the pool, away from that pesky 
stick, and into his net, as if he had a 
nose ring on him. He got a nice 14- 
incher that he nearly missed by not 
trying. 

Last summer Frank Rose and Bill 
Boyd of Twin Bridges, Montana, took 
me to the Ruby River at a point near 
Laurin. The Ruby is small, as Montana 
rivers go, with pools 50 feet long. and

from 15 to 25 feet wide. Dead tree 
limbs hang down into the water. There 
are so many hazards you might think 
it impossible to get even a short float. 
It’s strictly a dry-fly stream, because a 
nymph, wet fly, or streamer is almost 
sure to snag on all that underwater 
bric-a-brac. 

The first trout we saw was feeding an 
inch in front of some bare limbs that 
hung down into the water. 

“A  two-pounder,” I said, 
watched him rise. 

“Yes,”’ said Frank. “But if he hits, 
he’ll break you off on those limbs, and 
if he doesn’t hit, you'll get tangled in 
them.” 

I knew that nine out of 10 fish in 
such situations will hit and take off 
upstream, away from the feeding spot. 
So I said nothing, but dropped my fly 
three feet above the fish. We saw him 
rise slowly, open his mouth, and take. 
And when I set the hook he slammed 
upstream like a shot and came out in 
a beautiful jump right in the middle 
of the pool. I kept pressure on and 
held him out there, away from the 
bushes. I finally landed him, a nice 15- 
incher. 

The next fish we spotted was in a 
similar location. It was Frank’s turn. 
“You were lucky,” he said. “Your fish 
took the first cast. What if mine 
doesn’t? I'll be hooked on that dead 
limb.” 

“If he doesn’t take,” I said, “skid 
your fly out of there in a hurry, before 
it catches. As long as you do it with an 
even pull and don’t yank the fly off 
the water, its disappearance shouldn't 
scare him. Then you can throw it to 
him again.” 

On the first four casts, Frank had to 
pull his fly away from that overhanging 
branch. On the fifth float, a one-pound 
fish hit the Light Cahill as if he hadn’t 
eaten for a month. And like my fish, 
this one dashed to the middle of the 
pool and came out in a nice jump. 

At the next pool we saw a riser out 
in the middle and another right in front 
of a branch that dipped into the water. 
It was Bill’s turn. ‘You'd better try the 
one in front of the branch,” I suggested. 

“Why?” Bill asked. ‘‘The one out in 
the pool will be easier to get.” 

“Sure,” I said. “But he'll break you 
off.” 

“T’ll try him anyway,” said Bill.

he trout took his fly on the first cast. 

He charged right in to the bank and 
wrapped the 4X tippet around the sub- 
merged tree limb. He broke Bill off, 
but fast. 

Bill turned to me. “You meant,” he 
said, “that if I cast to the one that’s in 
by the bank, he’d run out into the pool, 
while this one, being out there, would 
head for the bushes.”’ 

“Sure,” I said. ‘Think back. Every 
trout we caught from those difficult lies 
busted right out into the pool, away 
from the jumble of stuff he could have 
cut us off on. But hook a good trout out 
in the open, on a small stream, and he'll 
invariably dash for cover—a cut bank, 
a log jam, brush of any kind.” 

“I never thought of it before,” said 





Bill. “But that’s the 
all right.”’ 

“Yes,” said Frank. ‘When they’re 
in a tight spot, feeding, and they feel 
the hook go home, they think the 
trouble comes from all the stuff around 
them. So they want to get out of there. 
And the ones in the open figure the 
opposite—that safety lies in heading 
for cover.” 

Lots of times, because of brush and 
other natural hazards, it’s hard to make 
a long cast on a small stream, so you 
have to settle for a short one. But 
the average fly caster has trouble cast- 
ing short ones because there is so little 
weight to throw. This is the time to 
limit the casting action almost entirely 
to the wrist, keeping the arm out of it, 
just snapping the wrist hard as the 
forward cast is made. Then follow 
through, coming down hard with the 
rod tip, almost to the water. 


way they act, 


he same technique applies when 

casting into the wind. That means 
almost always, because there is usually 
at least a breath of air stirring, and 
with the light terminal tackle used on 
small streams, even the slightest puff 
of air will stop the cast. Heavier puffs 
will blow fly and leader back in your 
face. So concentrate on the snap of the 
wrist and the follow-through. 

Another aid in short-line casting is 
to build up the butt of the leader where 
it is attached to the line. Use a heavy 
section there, three feet of 20-pound- 
test nylon leader material, and taper 
down from there gradually to the point 
you want, 3X, 4X, or 5X. With such a 
taper it’s surprising how much easier 
you can make short casts. 

While ‘‘trick” casts are strictly for 
the show performer, the bow-and- 
arrow cast is a good one for you to 
learn if you plan to fish small streams. 
It’s a pay-off deal when you have to get 
a fly out at really close quarters. 

Years ago I was standing beside a 
pool on the Cheat River in West Vir- 
ginia. The pool was 25 feet long and 15 
feet wide. I saw a nine-inch trout swim 
into view, grab a minnow. He held it 
sideways in his mouth a second, turned 
it, and swallowed it headfirst. Then he 
swam slowly upstream for 15 feet and 
stopped. 

I was pressed so tight against the 
bushes that I knew he hadn't seen me, 
but I didn’t dare false-cast. My arm 
waving out over that narrow water was 
bound to scare him. So I grabbed the 
fly by the bend of the hook, bent the 
rod back until it made a bow, and with 
a hard snap of my wrist, shot the fly 
like an arrow so that it lit a foot above 
the trout. He came right up and took. 

Since then I’ve found that this so- 
called stunt cast is frequently adapt- 
able to small, brushy streams. 

While the well-known roll cast is also 
helpful on small water, it should be 
limited to short-line use only. The 
commotion made by iifting a lot of line 
and leader from the surface of a little 
pool is likely to scare the fish and put 
them down. When conditions appear to 
call for a roll cast and yet you need 
more line than you can safely lift from 
the water, a glance at the surrounding 
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treetops may show you a way out. 
High up, maybe there’s an opening 
where you can put the backcast for an 
ordinary throw. Sometimes there’s a 
space among the treetops or over a 
bush, where you can put your backcast. 

To get into that hole, you turn, face 
that way, and use a regular forward 
cast to get the fly up into that opening. 
Then, while the line is rolling over, 
you turn in a slow pivot and make the 
forward cast, dropping it this time on 
the water. When first trying this, the 
tendency is to rush the cast, and that is 
fatal. Once you get the cast up there, 
you have plenty of time to turn slowly 
and make the forward throw. 

The same effect can be achieved by 
using a backhand cast to put the fly up 
into that hole, and then make the regu- 
lar forward cast. That is, you do not 
turn bodily. But you must watch the 
backcast. 

These casts are not needed often, 
but on occasion they can put a fish in 
your creel that otherwise wouldn’t get 
there. 

The difficulties of fishing meadow 
streams where there is no brush are 
almost as great as those of fishing 
where there is, for it’s doubly difficult 
to hide from wary fish, and you have to 
be a combination of Uncas and Leather- 
stocking to get into position to cast. 
If you stand up, the trout can see you 
from any part of the pool. If you move, 
it’s as noticeable as if you were sema- 
phore signaling. And since nowadays 
most of these streams are occupied by 
brownies, and brownies are notably 
smart, the angler must do almost all his 
fishing from a kneeling or sitting posi- 
tion. Even after crouching, creeping, 
and crawling into position, you must 
often wait a few minutes before mak- 
ing the first cast, so that the fish will 
get used to you. 


t’s the first approach that pays off. If 

you come crashing in, the trout will 
flee and usually stay away. Even if 
you arrive quietly, the trout may leave 
their feeding positions, but before long 
they'll come back. 

In these brush-free streams the best 
approach to a pool is, once more, up- 
stream. And because so many trout 


| lie at the lip of the pool, usually in 


extremely shallow water, you have your 
work cut out for you. 

Getting a fly to a trout in such a 
position upstream from you is tough. 
If you drop your line right over him, 
he’s on his way out of there in a hurry, 
darting up the pool and scaring every 
other trout there. Besides, the water, 
even in a slow current, may catch the 
line and whisk it downstream, pulling 
the fly after it much too fast for any 
self-respeeting trout to consider. 

The “sloppy line” throw is your cue 
here. Take a stand on the left side and 
a few yards below the drop-off, and aim 
your cast 10 feet above where you want 
the fly to hit. Make it a short cast, 
using only the middle part of the rod, 
not coming through with the tip at all. 
The line will go out sloppilyy with little 
force, and fall in a curve to the right, 
with enough slack to allow a goodly 
float before drag starts. With a nine 


to 12-foot leader, you can make the fly 
light three or four feet above the fish, 
and the line won’t be seen or heard as 
it drops on the surface. Only the fly 
goes over the trout, and perhaps a bit 
of 4X or 5X leader tippet. 

Not long ago an angler asked me 
what I consider to be the most valuable 
cast in fishing small streams. 

“The curve to the right,” I replied 
without hesitation. “Aside from the 
straightaway cast, it is also the easiest 
cast to learn.” 

This curving cast is not the sloppy- 
line throw just described, but it 
achieves the same effect and is useful in 
more places and with longer casts. A 
curve to the right means simply that 
the line, leader, and fly start out on a 
straight line, and then the fly curves 
around to the right before dropping 
to the water. Thus the fly lights to the 
right of line and leader and comes over 
the fish without warning it of danger. 


pie throw a curve to the right, the an- 
gler simply false-casts straight up 
and down the river path, then, when he 
starts the forward throw, he turns his 
wrist to the degree at which he wants 
line and fly to go out. 

My friend picked it up in a few 
minutes of practice, and the next time 
I saw him on a stream he was making 
good use of it. I came up behind him 
where he was fishing on Rattlesnake 
Creek in Pennsylvania. I watched 
quietly, without letting on I was there. 

He was fishing a tough spot. A 
branch stuck out three feet beyond the 
other tree limbs on the right bank. 
About four feet upstream from that 
branch and just a foot from shore, a 
nice fish was rising. My friend studied 
the situation carefully, then swung into 
action. 

He false-cast straight up and down 
the river a couple of times, shot the 
line out a foot from the end of the 
branch—and turned his wrist slightly to 
the right. The line went straight out 
past the branch, but gradually the end 
of the line and the leader: curved in, 
and when the leader turned over it 
dropped the fly seven feet beyond the 
branch and three feet beyond the fish. 
He slurped it in and the fight was on. 

When my friend finally had netted 
the fish he turned and saw me. His grin 
was wider than the curve he’d thrown. 

“T’ve been practicing that cast for a 
week,” he said. ‘And this is the first 
chance I’ve had to try it. It sure takes 
them out of the tough spots.” 

Flies for small streams vary with 
location. In each part of the country 
there are local ties that have plenty of 
trout appeal, and whenever you fish 
new territory it pays to ask what flies 
are hot. In general, however, there 
are a few basic patterns that will pro- 
duce fairly well on almost any small 
stream. These are the Royal Coach- 
man, Black Gnat, Gray Hackle with 
yellow body, Light Hendrickson, Light 
Cahill, Adams, Mosquito, Brown 
Hackle, and Black Flying Ant. These 
flies, dressed on hooks ranging from 
No. 20 to No. 12, will stand you in 
good stead on most of the little streams 
of the country. THE END

500 miles and camped in a deserted 
army barracks on Kathleen Lake, in 
the Yukon, a short distance above 
Whitehorse. Russ joined us there, and 
from the end of June the three of us 
camped and fished together much of the 
time for five or six weeks. 

Russ was carrying a good outfit, in- 
cluding a 15-foot aluminum canoe 
lashed on top of his car, and a small 
outboard. On top of that, our new 
partner was an excellent cook. Neither 
of us was much good at cooking, and 
we'd been losing weight. With Russ 
cooking, we started picking up the lost 
pounds on such delicacies as roast 
chicken, fresh corn bread, blueberry 
cobbler, pie, and cake. We couldn’t 
have found a better teammate, and at 
the end of the summer we were sorry 
to say good-by to him at Paxton Lake 
in Alaska, some 60 miles south of Fair- 
hanks. 

We were on good grayling water in 
our camp on Kathleen Lake. But. when 
we went down the Kathleen River to 
where it emptied into a smaller lake 
we really hit the jackpot. The river 
was snow-fed, crystal clear, green and 
cold and fast. It went into the lake in 
a shallow riffle, over a bar of white 
clay and gravel. We waded out into 
the shoals and tied on our flies. Jack 
started with a wet Royal Coachman, 
Tony with a dry Adams. We found 
out later that the pattern didn’t make 
much difference. 

We laid our flies in slack water at the 
edge of the current, and two grayling 
rose and took like a pair of lean water 
wolves. Tony’s fish came into the air, 
curved over, and smacked the fly on the 
way down. We'd never seen fish strike 
like that, and they fought the way they 
struck. 

Tony hooked 13 grayling on his first 
13 casts, hardly moving out of his 
tracks, and Jack was never far be- 
hind him. The little lake too was alive 
with grayling. We could drift over it 
in the canoe and see ’em lying on the 
white clay bottom in rows. They liked 
Adams, Coachman, Black Gnat, Gray 
Hackle—anything that floated over 
them. They took wet and dry patterns, 
and small spinners, with equal readi- 
ness. Tony put ’em to the final test 
one afternoon by covering his hook 
with a scrap of red cloth, and they rose 
to it like fish gone wild. 

They had no fear. Twice, while Jack 
was creeling a fish, with six or eight 
feet of slack line out and his fly float- 
ing untended on the water behind him, 
big grayling rose and smashed at it. 
Once one swam up alongside Tony, took 
shelter beside his leg as in the lee of a 
snag, and snapped up his fly as it 
floated down with the current, no more 
than two feet from his boot. 

As a fighter the grayling is no match 
for the rainbow, but he can outjump 
anything else that swims in fresh 
water. Rainbows have a big reputation 
as aerialists but they can’t skip rope 
with grayling. Grayling seem to jump 
for the fun of it. Half the time they go 
into the air to take the fly, and Tony 
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hooked one that leaped 13 times in a 
row. 

You'd have one on and be bringing 
him along, and all of a sudden you'd 
feel your line go slack and know he 
was knifing to the top for a jump. 
You'd rear back on the rod to keep 
the line tight, and then he’d come 
slashing into the air, all silver and 
olive green, his big bannerlike dorsal 
standing straight up, a sight to stop 
the breath in your throat. 

In two hours one morning the two of 
us hooked and released 38 grayling. If 
you had the patience to stay all day 
long you caught ’em all day long. They 
ranged from nine to 18 inches, aver- 
aging about 14. 

We tired of eating them, and before 
long we were tired of eating lake trout, 
too. We can’t tell you just where we 
| took the lakers. It was a pond not far 
from Dezadeash Lake, and so far as 
we know it’s nameless. When we came 
to it, we could see lake trout in schools, 
lying on the bottom in 10 feet of water. 
They scattered like shadows as the 
canoe slid over them. 


n two hours we landed 26 lakers, put- 
ting back all but two or three. They 

ranged from three pounds to five, and 
they’d take a spoon as fast as you 
could get it down to them. We fished 
in water shallow enough that we could 
see bottom, and on the light rod and 
eight-pound-test line, lakers of that 
size gave a good account of themselves 
before we brought them in. 

We deliberately tried stunts to make 
the fishing more interesting. We 
switched from spoons to streamer flies, 
but the lake trout liked them almost as 
well. Tony cast a streamer out into 
deep water one day and started to 
retrieve it. Two lakers followed it in. 
One saw the canoe and disappeared. 
The other lay a few yards away, wait- 
ing for another chance, so Tony gave it 
| to him, and the fish took. 

We also had rainbow fishing in the 
| Kathleen Lake area—on the Aishihik 
| River below Otter Falls. The water was 
like a millrace, laced with white froth, 
but wherever we found a streak of 
solid green and laid a wet fly or 
streamer in it, we could count on a nod 
from a heavyweight trout. 

When we moved on from that camp 
in the Yukon at the end of two weeks, 
we figured we’d seen as good fishing 
as Alaska has to offer. But we were 
wrong. We hadn’t counted on the rain- 
bows and salmon we'd find in the Rus- 
sian River on the Kenai Peninsula. 

We reached the Russian in July, when 
the salmon run was at its peak. We 
had heard the river was overfished but 
we found no such evidence. Packing in 
four miles off the road, we found the 
river crawling with salmon. That sum- 
mer run is one of the Alaska’s biggest 
spectacles. The fast current was black 
with salmon, and in the pools they were 
so jammed that we could scoop them 
out with our hands. We found we could 
average better than a fish a minute 
where conditions were right. 

The rainbows were on the bottom in 
fairly deep water, beneath the layer of 
salmon. It was useless to offer them 








flies. They wouldn’t come up through 
the swarming salmon. So we relied on 
salmon eggs, the stand-by of most 
Alaskan fishermen and the undoing of 
most Alaskan trout. 

We had the good luck to obtain a 
jar of salmon eggs that had been 
hand-packed and doped with a secret 
formula. One jar accounted for 75 
good rainbows in the three days we 
camped on the Russian. Of that number 
we kept fewer than half a dozen for the 
skillet, and put the rest back in the 
water. 

We used enough split shot on the 
leader to carry the hook down to the 
bottom in a hurry. The big problem 
was to get through the salmon without 
snagging them. 

Jack was the first to make contact. 
He fed out slack line, let the water take 
it below the salmon, and down on the 
gravel he got a signal. The trout didn’t 
lunge at the knot of eggs; he picked it 
up and nipped it, easy and careful, and 
all Jack felt was a light tapping. But 
when Jack prodded the hook into him, 
he came up through the screen of 
salmon like an arrow flying from a 
bowstring. 

He came out of the water three or 
four times, toe-dancing the length of 
the leader, then he went back on the 
bottom. He made the most of the rush- 
ing, turbulent current, and before he 
was through Jack didn’t have enough 
line left on his reel to lace his shoes. 
But the rod did its stubborn job, and 
finally the power went out of the fish. 
There was a foot and a half of him. 
Dark green on the back, with bands 
of deep rose along his sides. Lithe and 
trim and hard as steel. Every rainbow 
we took there on the Russian looked 
and acted the same way. 

It was a good thing we saved the 
salmon for last. No other fish, not even 
grayling or rainbows, could have given 
us such thrills after one session with 
those headstrong hellions. 


e hit em again in the outlet of Pax- 

ton Lake, between Big Delta and 
Richardson. We had headed east and 
north from the Kenai along the Glenn 
and Richardson Highways, and were 
almost ready to start home. The salmon 
were showing their backs in every 
riffle, and you couldn’t see bottom in 
the pools. There were two kinds, hump- 
backs and a bigger sort, likely silvers 
or chums. Big and tough, anyway. 

We knew that after Pacific salmon 
enter fresh water on the one and only 
spawning migration of their lives—the 
great horde dies off to the last fish 
soon after spawning—they do not feed. 
We had no notion how we were going 
to coax the big bruisers into striking. 
But small red-and-white spoons had 
proven irresistible to every other kind 
of fish we had tried, so we tied a couple 
onto our eight-pound-test lines and 
went salmon fishing. 

It didn’t work. The salmon wouldn’t 
look at the spoons. So we switched to 
medium-size Colorado spinners with 
treble hooks and found we could maneu- 
ver them better than the spoons. And 
if we dangled a spinner in front of a 
salmon long enough, bumping him on 
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| the nose a few times, we could tantalize 
| him into taking. 

| We picked a big pool where all of 
200 fish were lying side by side like 
cordwood. There were a few real 
busters in the lot, too, but we knew 
our tackle wasn’t up to taking them. 
So we contented ourselves with the 
middleweights, the biggest we landed 
weighing 20 pounds. 

Our smallest ran around five or six 
pounds, and 10 pounds would be a fair 
average. We landed and released about 
200 pounds of fish apiece the first day. 
We caught ’em at the rate of three or 
four an hour. You didn’t horse ’em or 
hurry ‘em at all. If you tamed one in 
10 or 15 minutes, you were doing well, 
and the big ones kept us busy for twice 
that long. 

They were the _ wildest, fastest, 
strongest fish we’d ever tangled with. 
They'd be out of water three times in 
three seconds when the hook first 
goaded them, and they’d keep right on 
jumping, making smaller leaps as they 
played out, until they were plowing 
along on top of the water, still not giv- 
ing in. We saw one big fellow walk 30 
feet on his tail without going down a 
single time. They’d leap at the head of 
a pool and a finger-snap later they’d 
come sailing out at the tail of it, maybe 
100 feet away. 

And their runs! They went with the 
current through a pool and down a 
rifle and through another pool, and if 
they had the weight to back them there 
was no stopping ‘em. We'd race along 
shore, peeling off line as we ran. Some- 
times that saved the day, sometimes it 
didn’t. If you’ve got 100 yards of line 
on your reel and a fish takes 150 with- 
out stopping for breath, something has 
to give. It was just wh-o-o0-0-o-sh— 
poom! 

We camped there two days and 
there was no let-up. As long as we kept 
our lines in the water we hooked 
salmon, and if we were careful not to 
get too hopeful in the matter of size, 
we landed a fair share of those we 
hooked. 

At last, too soon, we had to leave 
| Alaska for home. On the way back we 
drove from Dawson Creek to Seattle, 
went down the coast as far as Los 
Angeles, and drove east on U.S. 66. 

We had left home with a brand-new 
set of tires and two spares nearly new. | 
|By the time we arrived in Grand 
| Rapids, 10 weeks later, we had worn 
|out the spares, bought two more, and 
| were riding on four dangerously thin 
| tires, with only one junky spare on the 
rear. We had gone 14,000 miles. Most 
of the wear and tear came in less than | 
1,000 miles along the Alaska Highway | 
approaches. 

Of the $600 we started with, we had 
46c left. Our supplies were gone, and | 
| the gas tank was nearly empty. We'd | 
| had it—the time of our lives. THE END

began turning. Then, when the line 
broke, the buoy began turning back. 

Dwight reeled in the slack line and 
plucked a button off his shirt. Forlorn- 
ly and silently, we watched the buoy 
slowly turn. 

Then back we went to try once more 
for the big silver sheep. We had two of 
them located now, and each time we 
returned to either buoy, there would be 
the fish. Every time we cast, the fish 
would sound. So we fished deep at 
these buoys. 

Suddenly, I had a mighty bite. “I got 
him!” I yelled. But instead of moving 
toward the buoy, the powerful fish 
moved swiftly up the channel. Even 
then, I hadn’t caught on. 

“‘He’s decided to move from this buoy 
to the next one,” I said, again gloating 
about the spinning tackle. I thought I 
would whip me a blackfish in that dis- 
tance before he could use a barnacle for 
a pocketknife. 

But then I realized the fish was a jack 
crevallé. It took off a quarter of a mile 
of line—well, an eighth of a mile, any- 
way. Dwight started the motor and be- 
gan following the fish out across the 
bay to retrieve line. For a while I was 
muddled with indecision. To subdue a 
big crevallé—20 pounds or more—was 
going to use up a lot of time which we 
had allotted to blackfish. Should I 
abide by the principle that a man 
should land what he hooks, or should I 
break off? 

Dwight resolved it for me. “Don’t 
break off,’’ he said. ‘“‘You come down 
here to get aholt of fish. You got one 
on, ain’t you? A jack is a fish, ain’t 
he?” 

So I stiffened up my weary wrist. I 
applied all the pressure the line would 
stand, and Dwight pursued with motor. 
A mile or more beyond I gaffed a 
beautiful fish, one that had tough and 





| persistent fighting qualities. Jack cre- 
vallé are also delicious to eat when fresh 
caught, despite a canard to the con- 
|trary. However, we wanted to catch 
and eat tripletails, about whose table 
qualities there is no notion but that they 
| are wonderful. 

We went back to each of the silver 
sheep we had hooked previously, and 
saw them again. We fished several 
more miles of buoys, and after several 
hints I finally came right out with it: 
“Let’s go in and get something to eat.” 

“Whatever you say,’ Dwight said, 
triumphant because he had not been the 
| one to concede defeat. 

“Hunger and the heat have got us 
whipped. We might as well admit it.” 

“Might as well,” said Dwight. 

“Trouble is, you already have the fish 
| all caught.” 
| “Hell no,” Dwight said. ‘There are 
/thousands of miles of these buoys. 
| They’re like highway markers—they go 
|on from here to anywhere.”’ 
| We ate at the Fort Morgan Inn, talk- 
ing tripletails. Dwight said he common- 
| ly caught three or four every trip. This 
| was his first water haul of the summer, 
and he couldn't understand it. To me, 
however, it was quite clear. Any time I 


feel I simply must have a fish or a game 
animal to photograph, my luck is 
such that the quarry goes far astray. 

Dwight went to his job as drawbridge 
tender at the highway across the intra- 
coastal canal. I went to my room for a 
nap—and lay awake with the image of 
the big silver sheep going around and 
around the buoy. I became obsessed 
with wanting to see if the fish was still 
doing that. I got up and went down to 
the dock, shoved off, and ran five miles 
to the buoy to see. There the fish was, 
flashing silver in the afternoon sun. I 
cast a shrimp to it and it sounded. Then 
I plodded against the waves slowly back 
to the dock. 

Like all defeated anglers when they’re 
ready to make another try, we had 
some new ideas next morning. Dwight’s 
idea was that if I wouldn’t fish for them 
right, I might as well try artificials. 

“They strike a popping plug, now,” 
he said. “A blackfish is a crazy skeetse- 
buck, I tole you. They often hit the 
cork. In fact, sometimes I tie me a 
baited hook onto the cork. I tie two 
hooks, one at the cork, one four or five 
feet down. The cork hook catches them 
a heap of times.” 

My own new idea was to keep my 
eyes peeled for floating drift, and fish 
it. Then I’d have a better chance of 
catching a tripletail, for he’d be off base, 
without a buoy to carry the line around. 

That morning we fished five miles of 
buoys, four range beacons (at one of 
which Dwight caught a catfish), three 
logs, an empty case for soft-drink bot- 
tles, two planks, and a milk carton— 
and caught not a thing. Buoy fishing 
was getting tedious. 

“The trouble is that a lot of shrimp- 
ers are anchoring in here, with the wind 
in the south,” Dwight said. “They stop 
and catch blackfish when they see one. 
Like them for the table.” 

As often happens in fishing, I had my 
big moment unexpectedly. After a list- 
less cast to an apple crate, I had 
waited somewhat longer than usual 
before retrieving. Then the monofila- 
ment cut the water. It went toward 
the apple crate, not away. 

I hauled up on the fish and began 
learning how a tripletail fights. A 
bream’s shape is supposed to account 
for its disproportionate strength. A 
tripletail has the same shape, and he 
fights like a bream that weighs 20 
pounds. He gets on the surface and lies 
on his side for traction and makes the 
drag buzz as he takes line. He goes 
deep and cuts circles and refuses to 
come up. 


hrough it all, Dwight cheerfully hol- 

lered advice and explanations. For 
instance, when I held the fish close to 
the boat, I reached for a gaff. 

“No, no,” said Dwight. “You don’t 
gaff them. They scales are too tough. 
The gaff slips off, the fish goes wild 
when you touch him. He makes a sud- 
den lunge and breaks off.” 

So then I reached for the fish’s gills. 
Dwight opposed this so strongly I felt 
like ducking. I was sure he’d have hit 
me with an oar before letting me finger- 
gaff my fish.

I barely got 
away that time, but the next day I 
deliberately left my car as bait, and 
when the elephant came along again 
to wait for me he got a bullet in his ear. 


hat night we watched the jungle 

fires. In many south-India forests 
the grass grows high after the rains, 
and by the end of the year game is diffi- 
cult to see. But usually by February— 
though sometimes as late as March, 
as it was now—the grass is as dry as 
tinder. Then the forest department 
alerts itself to control the annual fires. 

Sometimes the blazes start naturally, 
sometimes they’re touched off by vil- 
lagers so there’ll be grass for the cattle 
to graze upon after the spring rains. 
Though the fires often look frightening, 
they’re never as serious as the big 
forest burns in America and Canada, 
for it’s only grass that goes up in 
smoke. 

We could see 11 fires, one of them on 
a distant mountainside. It must have 
been two miles long but only about 25 
feet wide—a thin, winding snake of 
flame. Most of the countryside was 
burned, and game was concentrated 
near the streams. All throughout the 
burned area tracking and visibility were 
excellent. 

Back at Sirur next morning, we 
learned that the rogue was across the 
track from his favorite ground and was 
on our right below some 6,000-foot hills. 
We were on the Mysore Plateau, 3,000 
feet up, and that may have been the 
reason we had our shirt collars turned 
up. Or it may have been a shiver of 
anticipation, for we sensed something 
was going to happen. 

We lost no time getting to where the 
beast was being watched by the Sirur 
man. The elephant was in an avenue of 
bamboo, which strangely had escaped 
the fires, and was busily eating his 600 
pounds of fodder for the day. He was 
as unsuspicious as his nature would 
permit, so I suggested we send one of 
the boys around to the opposite side to 
fire off a couple of rounds.

The elephant charged 
the shots. We could hear him scream- 
ing and bellowing as we hurried in 
closer. He hadn’t pinpointed the source 
of the shots, and was stamping around 
in a circle. We could hear the crashing 
of bamboo as we doubled in closer to

Sirur man. 

The elephant suddenly came in view 
40 yards away, broadside on, ears 
cocked, trunk up. It wasn’t an easy 
shot, but a takable one. Edward let 
fly, and the huge body thudded over. 

No move- 
ment. I suggested we go around to his 
front to be sure he was really dead. 

“T aimed for his ear,” Edward said.

to swing with the bird,”’ Johnny remind- 
ed me. ‘Lead him by six or eight feet.” 

“Sure,” I replied nonchalantly, sliding 
down the slope on marble-size flint 
rocks. “Where’re the birds that need 
leading ?” 

We came around the land’s end, 
negotiating some fallen trees and a 
pair of coves on the east side. There 
was a flutter of wings, and I threw up 
my gun. Then I pretended to examine 
it for scratches. We'd flushed a large 
brown songbird. We did more plodding 
until we came to Tynon’s Bluff, which 
is too steep for man or dog. Turning 
inland about a quarter of a mile from 
the road, we struck quail. 

With a whoosh and a drumming of 
wings the covey charged aloft. Their 
rise had the effect of a vacuum, for I 
was immediately short of breath. Gun 
up, I led the leading quail, which was 
rocketing at a slight angle, and let go 
No. 1 barrel. No. 1 barrel no get. I 
touched off No. 2 barrel into the middle 
of the covey, and the hell with leading 
them. It sounded extra loud—so loud 
that it knocked a fat little quail straight 
to the ground. A kill! A small urge 
came on me to beat my breast and give 
the ape call, but I stifled it, requiring 
only a few seconds to figure out that the 
extra loud sound came from Johnny’s 
16 gauge firing right after mine. And 
the bagged quail, come to think of it, 
was a straggler. I hadn’t aimed near 
him. 

I've heard hunters say you might as 
well throw rocks as aim at random into 
a covey. I believe it, but I don’t see 
why. Pick out one bird, they insist, and 
concentrate on it. Lead it. I don't 
remember ‘‘swinging”’ with any birds 
when I was a kid. When did they think 
of that? 

Johnny wanted to spare my feelings 
and give me the blazed-faced bobwhite, 
but I couldn’t take a bird that I didn’t 
even know was in the crowd until it fell. 
We hotfooted after the covey. They 
had let down near the lespedeza, which 
seemed about 150 yards away. We had 
to cross a tight, barbed-wire fence, as 
I fully realized later. When we galloped 
up within striking distance, I felt again 
the unusual rare atmosphere that made 
breathing so difficult. 

This time we saw the little devils 
walking, then skittering along in grass 
and weeds about ankle deep. Up they 
went, 15 or more brown firecrackers. 
Johnny very kindly allowed me first 
shot until I got back in practice. 


I picked a tail-end bird. The covey 
curved and crossed almost at right 
angles.

party, and we split up. Some left for 
widely separated stands overlooking 
thick draws. Jordan and Carver were 
handling the hounds and, once the race 
was on, were to follow the pack cross- 
country. 

Karl and I teamed up with Pate 
Cooper of Robbinsville, and it didn’t 
take us long to discover that he knows 
Santeetlah country well—as well as I 
know the measurements of the prize 
brown trout that hangs on my den wall. 

As we began working our way up 
a ridge, the sun was just splashing the 
high places. Pate said it would wash 
over most of the valleys before we 
reached the top, but after the first half 
hour it seemed to me the moon would 
be well up before we located our stands. 
We fought through clinging laurels, 
scratched across down trees, and 
scampered over rockslides, and I soon 
worked up a sweat despite the chilling 
wind and 30° temperature. 


hen we finally topped out we 

paused to catch our breaths and 
view the fog-shrouded mountains. There 
was no need to look either up or down; 
everything was at eye level. 

Pate put Karl at the first stand, took 
me half a mile away to mine, then 
followed the curve of the ridge to a 
distant point. I climbed a house-size 
rock for a clear view of a tangled 
ravine, and sat back to rest and wait. 

Suddenly I heard the hounds. The 
ridge formed a sort of amphitheater, 
and though the dogs must have been 
at least two miles off I could tell by 
the echo of their clamor they’d jumped 
a boar and were sight-running it. I re- 
laxed, hoping it wouldn’t be long before 
I got my first look at what some big- 
game hunters claim is the most vicious 
animal in North American forests. 

These wild boars aren’t to be con- 


gone wild—or with peccaries or javeli- 
nas. They’re genuine European tusk- 
ers, the kind you see pictured in old 
German and English woodcuts of hunts. 


a pack of Prussian boars native to Ger- 
many’s Harz Mountains; others say the 
original stock came from Russia. What- 
ever the source, the mountain people 
call them ‘“‘Rooshians.”’ 

A number of these formidable crea- 
tures was imported in 1911 by an Eng- 
lishman named George Moore and re- 
leased near Hooper’s Bald. Moore had 
ideas of setting up a private shooting 
preserve, and Cotton McGuire, a Rob- 
binsville preacher-farmer now in his 
late 60’s, was his caretaker for a while 
before the deal fell through. 

Cotton says the boars are all that’s 
left of the menagerie of foreign game 
Moore brought over. It’s estimated that 
about 1,000 of them roam the Santeetlah 
Wildlife Management Area, where 
| state-supervised hunts are conducted 
annually, and another 2,000 or so are in 
the Smokies generally. 

There’s no mistaking these brutes for 
domestic hogs. For one thing, they run 
from 200 to 350 pounds and more (the 
largest killed in this area was said to 
weigh 600 pounds). They’re built like

That was all the action for me that 
morning. Karl said he’d seen hounds 
running close, but no boar. When Pate 
also reported a blank we figured the 
boar had made it safely into the next 
county. But when we got down to the 
road half an hour later we saw two pigs 
piled in the panel truck 

The smaller one looked to be about 
200 pounds, the other was much bigger. 
When the confusion of hunters, guides, 
and dogs settled down, we got the full 
story. The small pig had been jumped 
first, killed by Carver after a short 
chase. But when the hounds took after 
the big one, he led them over a round- 
about course of half a dozen miles, 
coming to bay infrequently. Everyone 
felt it must have been this one that 
sneaked through my stand. 

Peck Jordan had finally caught up 
with him.

e ran ahead of the dogs and reached 
the road just as the boar was lop- 
ing through.

from the valley and bounced off the 
hills. When 100 yards separated us 
from the fracas the boar broke for 
Pate’s stand. We ran at a steady clip 
trying to catch up, and again the 
Rooshian turned to face the dogs.

long-neglected caliber that is get- 
A ting a play these days from fans 

of the big-game rifle is the .33. 
For this country the caliber is an odd 
fish indeed. It isn’t a big bore and it 
can hardly qualify as a small bore. 
Those who’ve used it say that it has 
the virtues of the big fellows like the 
.375 Magnum without the faults of 
rather heavy recoil and that it also has 
the versatility of the .30/06. 

The various designers of .33’s have 
been aiming at cartridges with heavy 
bullets of good sectional density yet 
with enough velocity to give a reason- 
ably flat trajectory over ordinary hunt- 
ing ranges. They have wanted to 
produce all-round cartridges—not var- 
mint-and-deer loads but ones that would 
be adequate in a pinch for all big 
game except the ponderous numbers 
like elephant, rhino, Cape buffalo, and 
Indian gaur and water buffalo, crea- 
tures which don’t bother most hunters. 

The boys have also wanted cartridges 
throwing bullets heavy enough to get 
through brush with a minimum of de-

so that characters using them in open 

country and in mountains would have a 

pretty fair chance of hitting something 
out at 200 and maybe even 300 yd. 

Only cartridge bearing the name and 

regularly made in this country for 

many years was the .33 W.C.F. for the 

fine old Model 86 Winchester. It shot a 

bullet weighing 200 gr. at a muzzle 

velocity of 2,190 feet per second and 

with 2,130 foot pounds of muzzle 

energy. Bullet diameter is .340 in. The 

Model 86 rifle for the .33 W.C.F. has 

been obsolete for nearly 

20 years, and the car- 

tridge has but recently 

been scrapped. The .348 

Winchester uses the 

same case with but a 

slightly larger bullet and 

a good deal more oomph. 

In spite of the fact that 

the .33 W.C.F. was but a 

sort of superior .30/30 it 

had its followers. One 

old-timer I knew swore 

by it for elk. He used 

full-metal-jacketed 

bullets and his 


trees before he smacked 
his elk. 

The British have made 
several cartridges known 
as .333’s, and in all in- 
stances they use bullets 


which actually measure .333 in.—hence 
the caliber is named for groove diam- 
eter instead of bore diameter. 

First is the .333 Belted, developed by 
B.S.A. (Birmingham Small Arms Co.). 
It is a cartridge on a short case which 
headspaces on a belt forward of the 
extractor groove like the .300 and .375 
H. & H. Magnum cartridges. The bullet 
weighs 165 gr. and is propelled by 60 
gr. of nitrocellulose powder for a muz- 
zle velocity of 3,000 f.p.s. That partic- 
ular cartridge is neither here nor there. 
Short for its caliber, the bullet does not 
retain its velocity well and it is travel- 
ing too fast to be ideal for use in brush. 
It isn’t a very good long-range plains 
and mountain cartridge, nor is it a good 
brush cartridge for heavy game. 


MM“ popular and useful of the Brit- 
ish .333’s is the .333 Rimless Nitro 
Express. It uses a big fat case with a 
head larger than that of the .30/06, and 
the charge of 65 gr. of nitro pushes the 
300-gr. bullet along at 2,200 f.p.s. and 
with 3,230 foot pounds of energy. A 
less popular 250-gr. bullet is driven at 
2,500 f.p.s. with 70 gr. of powder. Be- 
fore the war British rifle makers built 
.333’s on the long Magnum Mauser 
actions imported from Germany, but 
now they either use 1917 Enfield actions 
or chop up F.N. or Model 98 Mausers. 

With the 300-gr. bullet, the .333 Rim- 
less Nitro Express has long been popu- 
lar in Africa. It is excellent in the 
brush because the big, round-nose 300- 
gr. bullets get through with a minimum 
of deflection. The long heavy bullets

This .333 O.K.H. is a very pleasant 
and useful cartridge for the heavier 
game in brush and forest. With a husky 
charge of either No. 4350 or No. 4831 
powder it should produce around 2,300 
f.p.s. with the big British solid bullets, 
and when using them the man behind it 
would not be helpless even if he had 
to take a stand in front of a rhino or an 
elephant. 

Because of the considerable interest 
in the cartridge, Vernon Speer, of Speer 
Products, Lewiston, Idaho, developed a 
275-gr. .333 bullet, a sort of a semi- 
semi-spitzer. With it and in Remington 
.30/06 cases, 59 gr. of No. 4831 powder 
gives a muzzle velocity of 2,400 f.p.s. 
It can be driven at 2,314 with 57 gr. of 
the same powder or at 2,320 with 55 gr. 
of No. 4350. 

If the .333 O.K.H. fancier wants 
flatter trajectory, he can load a 250-gr. 
sharp-pointed bullet made by Fred N. 
Barnes, and with 60 gr. of powder he 
can get about 2,600 f.p.s. 

The term ‘“O.K.H.”’ is, I believe, copy- 
righted, so no one can use it willy-nilly. 
However, there is nothing patentable 
about running a .30/06 case through a 
die and expanding the neck to take a 
.333 bullet. How many gunsmiths make 
.33’s on the .30/06 case I cannot say. 
My own rifle in that caliber was made 
by Tom Burgess of Spokane, who re- 
modeled a Mauser action and fitted and 
chambered a Buhmiller barrel, and Bob 
Johnson of Spokane, who did the stock 
work. Burgess calls his rifles in that 
caliber the .333 x 06. I believe the Luft 
Brothers, also of Spokane, turn out 
rifles for the same cartridge.

| s their experimenting, O'Neil, Keith, 
and Hopkins at first developed a .33 
from the .375 Magnum case necked 
down, and in order not to get the two 
cartridges confused they called the big 
one the .334. They found, though, that 
the big case was over bore capacity for 
a .33 caliber bullet. They shortened 
the case so that it appears almost 
identical to the old .275 H. & H. case 
and now call it the .333 Belted, just 
like the old B.S.A. job. 

The Luft Brothers make a similar 
.333 on the shortened Magnum case and 
call it the .333 Express. It gives the 
275-gr. bullet 2,550 f.p.s. with 68 gr. of 
No. 4831, or 2,478 with 66 gr. With 
63 gr. of No. 4350, the 275-gr. bullet 
travels along at 2,455, and 61 gr. of 
that powder gives it 2,360. 

The .334 Lee Magnum, an interesting 
new wildcat based on the British .425 
Westley Richards case necked to .33, 
gives very similar ballistics. 

I am not one to greet heavy recoil 
with shouts of delight, and one thing I 
like about the .33 on the .30/06 case is 
that the recoil is mild—in my own rifle 
about like that of a .30/06 of similar 
weight with the 220-gr. bullet. This 
particular rifle, by the way, was 
stocked by Bob Johnson at my request 
to have exactly the same drop at heel 
as at comb. The recoil comes straight 
back and is more a push than a jolt. 
Because of this straight stock, the

The .333 is his 
favorite all-round cartridge and also 
the favorite of his sharpshooting wife, 
Marge. 

It should be a useful cartridge any- 
where, either in the rimless form on

Sumter, S.C. Relatively expensive, it is 
a honey optically. It is adjustable 
internally for both windage and eleva- 
tion by capped dials. Like most Ger- 
man scopes of its class it has a 3-in. eye 
relief and a 26 mm. tube. In definition 
it and the new Leupold are on a par. 

Pecar scope I’ve had most experience 
with is the 6 x 59. I have it mounted on 
a Winchester Model 70 in .257 caliber 
and I’ve used it for rockchuck shooting 
for a couple of years in areas where I 
have to walk in for a considerable dis- 
tance. The definition is astonishing for 
a 6X, and since the .257 on which it’s 
mounted is one of the most accurate 
light sporters I’ve ever seen, the com- 
bination is very effective chuck medi- 
cine up to about 250 yd. Beyond that 
distance the 100-gr. bullet loaded to a 
muzzle velocity of about 2,925 feet per 
second drops so much I make too many 
bum guesses. 

I haven’t tried the 8X on rockchucks 
as yet, but it ought to be a 300-yd. scope 
for a 300-yd. rifle like the .22/.250, the 
.220 Swift, or the .270 with the 100 or 
110-gr. bullets. 


Shotgun Killing Range 


otions on how far a shotgun can be 

depended on to kill reliably differ 
a good deal. One writer recently spoke 
of killing ducks at 100 yd. with a 10 
gauge Magnum throwing 2 oz. of shot. 
A reader of this department wrote me 
that he had killed “lots of pheasants’ 
at 110 yd. with a .410. Once when I 
was a kid I took a wild pop at a flock 
of greenwing teal and scratched one 
down that fell 125 yd. away. 

But how far away can game be 
reliably killed? Sad fact is that the 
shotgun is, always has been, and always 
will be a short-range weapon. Olin In- 
dustries ballisticians have done a lot of 
research on the killing power of various 
loads in various gauges on ducks. They 
found that it takes 5 No. 4 shot to down 
a large duck. Shot smaller than No. 4 
won’t break wing bones or penetrate 
into the body cavity at long waterfowl 
ranges. 

A full-choke 20 gauge, they say, is a 
40-yd. duck gun; but beyond 40 yd. 
pattern and velocity fall off very fast 
with guns of any gauge.

I’ve 
sighted in my gun to hit dead on at 50 yd. with 
the 45-gr. open-point bullet, but I still can’t 
reach out and get those long shots. What do 
you think the trouble is?—Walter M. Bell, Ga. 


Answer: Let’s assume your pal with the 
-22/.250 is using maximum loads (muzzle veloc- 
ity in the neighborhood of 4,000 feet per second) 
and that his scope is mounted 1% to 134 in.

Measuring Barrel Length 


Question: A friend and I disagree about the 
barrel length on an automatic pistol. My friend | 
claims the barrel begins where the chamber | 
ends and the rifling begins. I claim barrel 
includes both the chamber and the} 
rifled section. What is the accepted definition | 
of barrel in this type of weapon?—A/2c John |

Answer: A barrel is measured from the face 
of the bolt or breechblock. In other words, 
where the chamber begins, not where it ends. 
The easiest way to find the length is to put a 
cleaning rod in the barrel so that it bumps | 


| up against the face of the bolt or breechblock, | 
| then measure the amount of cleaning rod that |

Colt Lightning Rifle 


Question: I'd like some information on the 
history of my Colt .40/60/260 caliber rifle. It’s

Answer: You have a Colt Lightning, a slide | 
or trombone-action rifle the Colt company 
brought out back in 1895. | 

Three different types of Lightnings were man- | 
ufactured—one for small cartridges like the .22 
rimfire, one for medium-power cartridges like 
the .44/40, and one for heavy cartridges like 
the .38/56, .40/60, and the .50/95. Yours is the 
express type.

For deer, sight in to put the 117-gr. bullet 
2 in. high at 100 yd. You'll be on the nose at 
200 and about 3 in. low at 250.—J.O’C. 


Any True Hunting Age? 


Question: In your judgment, leaving the 
various state laws out of it, how old do you 
think boys and girls should be before they’re 
allowed to hunt with a rifle or shotgun—l14, 16, 
18, or what?—Ralph Ferguson, Wash. 


Answer: That’s a tough one to answer. A 
youngster who’s been properly instructed by his 
father or some responsible adult, and who is 
accompanied into the field by an adult for a 
time, is safer than a careless and uninstructed 
adult. I’ve seen many eight and 10-year-old 
kids that I'd rather hunt with than many adults. 

However, it would not be unreasonable to 
insist that youngsters under 14 or 15 be accom- 
panied on hunting trips by a responsible adult. 
One of my boys shot his first white-tail when 
he was 12. When he was 14, and hunting alone 
on a friend's ranch, he stalked and shot a fine 
trophy mule deer. My other boy shot his first 
buck when he was 13, and has hunted sheep, 
caribou, goats, javelinas, and mule deer all tae 
way from Mexico to the Yukon. Neither boy 
has ever broken any game law that I know of, 
and so far neither has had an accident, even 
of the most minor nature.—J.O'C. 


Different 8 mm.’s 


Question: Some time ago I was given some 
8 mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer cartridges. I 
tried them in the chamber of my 8 mm. Mauser 
98 and they ejected all right, but when miked 
they proved larger in diameter than the Mauser 
bullets. The shoulders are the same but the 
necks are shorter. What is the difference be- 
tween the two loads?—Charles G. Lawrence, 
British Columbia. 


Answer: The 8 mm. Mauser (actually 7.9 x 
$7) and the 8 mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer 
(8.2 x 56) are not interchangeable cartridges; 
figures in parentheses show how different they 
really are. One should not be able to chamber 
the Mauser case in a Mannlicher-Schoenauer 
rifle. Contrariwise, Mannlicher-Schoenauer am- 
munition, if used in a Mauser, causes very high 
pressures and excess headspace.—J.O'C. 


Fine Czech Rifle 


Question: In World War II, while in Italy, 
I picked up a bolt-action rifle of foreign make. 
Between bridge and receiver, on left-hand side 
of bolt socket, it’s marked G 33/40. Above 
chamber on bridge it says 7.88, also 1941. What 
caliber rifle is this, and what kind of ammuni- 
tion can I use?—L. A. McCauley, Ill. 


Answer: The rifle you have is the Czecho- 
slovakian G-.33/40, which is in considerable 
demand. It is chambered for the regular 8 
mm. (8 x 57) Mauser cartridge, has a light, 
small-ring, small thread action, and can be 
made into a fine sporter. Before the Germans 
took over the country the rifle was called 
VZ-33, but after occupation it was called G 
(meaning Gewehr, or rifle) -.33/40. It was used 
by German paratroopers and tank men.—/J.O'C. 


410 Outshoots 12 Gauge? 


Question: I have a buddy who claims his 
double-barreled .410 shotgun, using Magnum 
No. 4 shot, outshoots a 12 gauge using standard 
No. 4 shot. I say that either the gun or the 
shooter was off. Who is right?—Jack H. Kirby, 
Fla. 


Answer: A shotgun’s killing power is in di- 
rect proportion to the amount of shot it car- 
ries, because killing power is determined by 
pattern density. Range is also determined by 
pattern density. An individual pellet fired from 
a .410 will travel about as far as one fired from 
a 12 gauge, but game is rarely killed with a 
single pellet. The more shot that hits the game, 
the more certain the kill. Therefore the 12 
gauge has much greater range than the .410. 
However, within full choke .410 range, which is 
about 35 yd. a good shot with a .410 will out- 
shoot a bum shot with a 12 gauge.—J.O’C.

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SPRING-CLEANING YOUR MOTOR 


o enjoy your boat during the com- 

ing summer months, you'll need a 

motor that starts easily and runs 
properly. So now is the time to make 
sure that your motor is mechanically 
right. All it may need is a going-over 
such as you can give it yourself. But if 
its condition is such that the job had 
better be entrusted to some repair place, 
the cost of the work is generally justi- 
fied. 

Serious overhauling and repairs aren't 
often warranted nowadays. There is 
more than just the cost of the work to 
be considered. Outboard motors have 
been improved so much over the past 
few years, both mechanically and for 
convenience, that no matter what an 
overhauling can do for an old motor, it 
will still lack the desirable features of a 
new one. So if you are faced with a 
big shop bill, trading in your old motor 
might be the better plan. What you'll 
be allowed for your old motor plus the 
saving of repair costs might compen- 
sate considerably for the cost of a new 
one. 

Let’s suppose your motor isn’t too old 
and has no serious faults. Get it up on 
a stand or clamped to something so that 
you can work on it conveniently. Then 
remove the spark plugs. Reconditioning 
them never pays. As you've likely 
found out by now, an outboard motor is 
hard on plugs. New ones, bought and 
set according to the motor’s instruction 
booklet, are important. 


R° the cylinders of oil left there from 
the winterizing, just on the chance 
that there’s enough to foul the plugs 
now. Squirt a little clear gas into the 
cylinders, then turn the motor over by 
hand a few times, in order to blow the 
excess oil out. Doing this will also tell 
you whether the engine turns freely, 
without binding or hard spots. If it is 
“frozen” tight, which could have hap- 
pened if you didn’t lay the motor up 
properly, rusting between the piston 
rings and cylinders may be suspected. 

In that case, don’t force it. First, fill 
the cylinders with kerosene and allow 
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them to set for several hours. Then, if 
necessary, use a wrench on the flywheel 
nut to break it loose. Next, loosen up 
with the starter cord. Then remove the 
kerosene, refill the cylinders with lubri- 
cating oil, and continue working until 
all binding is gone. Finatly, flush out 
with kerosene and squirt some lubri- 
cating oil into the cylinders. All the 
while, be listening for unfamiliar noises 
within the engine, and if you detect any, 
have a good mechanic take over the 
job. 

Wipe the motor very clean. Later, 
you can finish up with a lightly oiled 
cloth. Now you want it clean for check- 
ing the tightness of all bolts, nuts 
(don’t forget the flywheel nut), screws, 
and connections. Examine the wiring 
while you’re at it, particularly the 
spark-plug leads, and replace any that 
show cracked insulation. Finish up by 
oiling and greasing exposed threads and 
moving parts, such as the gearshift 
linkage and all controls. Use water- 


proof grease principally, but only spar- 
ingly. Put some even on the clamp- 
tightening screws. And put a few 
drops of oil on the tilting bolt and 
swivel bushing, then check to see that 
the motor tilts and turns freely. 


ven if you drained and filled the gear 
housing last fall, have another look 
at it now. If you didn’t, do a complete 
job of it. Drain all the old lubricant out 
and refill to the proper level, being sure 
to use the grade and type of lubricant 
recommended. Gearshift motors re- 
quire special care about this, so follow 
directions. For example, in addition to 
the usual gears and housings, there is 
generally a sliding-jaw clutch which 
must be lubricated. I occasionally come 
across motors with the gearshift fea- 
ture useless and others where shifting 
is difficult, and often this is because 
something has corroded or stuck. 
While you’re working on this lower

end, check the propeller. Minor dents 
can be filed smooth. However, if a 
blade is damaged, the wheel may now 
be out of true. You might check to see 
if the blades ‘track,’ the tip of each 
passing the same point as the wheel is 
turned. In case of doubt, it pays to get 
a new prop. A faulty one will not only 
cause vibration but can be bad on bear- 
ings. See that the propeller-nut cotter 
key is in place. If a shear pin is used, 
replace if it is loose or bent. 

If you drained and cleaned the fuel 
system last fall, it isn’t likely that any- 
thing has got into it since then. If you 
didn’t, empty and clean out the tank, 
lines, and carburetor now, not forget- 
ting any strainers or filters. I’d use a 
solvent, such as your dealer will recom- 
mend, to flush the entire system, keep- 
ing at it until all traces of foreign 
matter are removed. Then blow every- 
thing out with compressed air, reas- 
semble, and check the controls to see 
that they work freely. This cleaning of 
the fuel system is important. While you 
have access to an air hose, remove the 
external lines of the cooling system 
and blow out passages and lines. 

Before you put the spark plugs in, 
check the quality of the spark as proof 
of how the ignition system is function- 
ing. Hold the plug lead about 1% inch 
from the motor frame and turn the fly- 
wheel briskly. A good, fat spark 
should jump the gap. If the motor is a 
twin, the lead which is not being tested 
should be grounded while the other is 
tested. Even if you do get a healthy 
spark, check the magneto breaker 
points. This job should be done after 
every 100 hours of operation. Doing it 
now should get you through the season. 
Your instruction booklet for the partic- 
ular motor is the best guide. Ordinar- 
ily, it is just a matter of checking to 
see that the gap has been retained, and 
of resetting if necessary. However, 
after considerable service, everything 
about the magneto and ignition system 
should be given a thorough going over 
by a good mechanic. 

Take advantage of any such chance 
to watch a competent man work on the 
ignition system and the carburetor, and 
have him explain what’s most apt to 
give trouble and how to detect and cor- 
rect it. What seems very complicated 
in printed instructions is often easy te 
understand when you're shown it on 
the motor itself. 


fter all this, when you put the motor 
on the boat, it should start. But 
don’t try using old left-over fuel; put in 
freshly mixed.. Then, preferably with 
the boat away from the dock, keep the 
motor running a while to loosen it up. 
Operate at part throttle until she has 
warmed up, then gradually increase the 
speed. Try the gearshift and all con- 
trols. When you come back in, make a 
final check for leaks in the fuel and 
water-line connections. 

Nowadays, there’s no need to put up 
with a motor that doesn’t behave. What 
should be most guarded against, I find, 
is some minor fault that spoils your 
pleasure. It’s the sort of thing that 
causes the motor to start harder than 
it should, or to run unevenly at certain

This is the modern approach to | 
owning a motor and getting top satis- 
faction from it. The days when it was | 
entirely up to the owner to keep his| 
motor running properly are rapidly | 
passing.

job. Eventually, the oil companies may 


| bring out a ready-mixed fuel that will 


withstand storage. Or some motor 
manufacturer may equip his motors | 
with a device which injects the correct 
proportion of lubricating oil into the 
gas flow and mixes the two.

Fortunately, the simpler you keep |

The kind cailed ‘‘white | 
marine” is likely to be cleaner, though, | 
and may otherwise be safer. But don’t | 
confuse it with white gas sold for stoves 
and lanterns—that’s very poor as motor | 
fuel. The white fuel you want is sold 
by waterside docks or service stations. | 
More and more of these docks are cater- | 
ing to outboarders, and it is a good idea 
to patronize them. 

The fueling problem is different from | 
what it was not so long ago. Then you | 
bought only a gallon at a time. But| 
now that separate fuel tanks are com- 
mon and many boats carry extra ones, 
you’re more likely to be buying in 
large quantities. This means that

I’ve already pointed out the impor- 
tance of starting the season with plugs 
that are right. But it is hard to keep 
them that way. One thing to do is to 
put in fresh ones rather frequently and 
have the removed ones cleaned. 

The condition of the removed plugs 


| will indicate what’s happening. If they 


oil or soot-up very quickly, chances are 
it is because you have been doing a lot 
of slow running or trolling. “Hotter” 
ones, with a higher heat-range number 
according to the dealer’s spark-plug 
chart, will help make for better per- 
formance in that case. However, al- 
though they may be dandy for trolling, 
they’re apt to give trouble in your 
ordinary running. One way to prevent 
this is to put in your regular ones for 
ordinary use and the others for trolling. 
Your dealer or a service attendant can 
advise you as to what, if anything, may 
be gained by your use of different 
plugs. Spark plugs are so inexpensive 
that it’s foolish to put up with any 
that cause trouble.

These will 
withstand salt water much better than 
an ordinary motor, but certain care is 
essential and still more care is only sen- 
sible. As I have said, you must look 
after the lower unit faithfully. Also, 
| you must keep moving parts, such as 
| the swivel brackets and control mech- 
| anism, well lubricated with waterproof 
| grease. Never leave the lower unit im- 
|mersed in the water unnecessarily. 





When you remove the motor, you should 


| allow its cooling system to drain com- 
| pletely, as it is designed to do. It is 
| also advisable occasionally to rinse off 
|the outside of the motor with fresh 
water and rub it down with an oily 
cloth. And, although it may not be 
| absolutely necessary, it doesn’t do any 
[harm to run fresh water through it if 
you don’t expect to use it again for 
| some time. 

The more a motor is used, the better. 
It’s when the motor is out of use—put. 
away during the week—that it cain be 
damaged by salt water unless you do 
| something about it. Water can be kept 
out of the gear housing only by fre- 
quent checking and refilling. Flushing 
out thoroughly with fresh water, plus 
outside rinsing before or immediately 
after taking the motor home, will then 
keep it in satisfactory condition. 

One way to retard inside corrosion 
and the building up of salt deposits is to 
fit on the motor an attachment that’s

little scuffing noise of his feet in the 
dry needles. 

I pressed my arms against my sides, 
fighting the impulse to nudge Don, to 
whisper that the deer was close enough, 
that he should shoot before it spooked.

Our hunch was good. Three lions— 
a big one and two cubs——-had come in 
and fed on the carcass in the night, 
after a hard rain. The dogs nosed 
the fresh tracks, took a deep whiff, and 
bayed eagerly. They went away up the 
valley, heading for rimrock country, the 
whole pack bawling. 

Since the trail was hot and two of the 
lions were youngsters, we didn’t look 
for a long chase, but the three of them 
stayed ahead of the pack for an hour, 
and in that hour we traveled some of 
the roughest range in Arizona.

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helling within 75 yards of the tent. 

“That’s fresh lion,” Butler

We pieced the story together from the 
tracks. The cougar, scenting her cubs, 
had slunk to the very edge of camp 
and hung around most of the night. 
Maybe she had trailed us down from 
where we roped them—or even followed 
us. A mountain lion will often sneak 
along behind something he’s interested 
in, keeping in the timber at one side or 
circling around, making a silent, crafty 
stalk that’s enough to make a may’s 
hair stand up, but never closing in. 
And it’s not unusual for a big cat to 
come close to a camp or dwelling, either. 
Apparently curiosity gets the better of 
his native caution at such times. 

The track of the mother was smoking 
hot when our dogs picked it up that 
morning. (We decided afterward she 
must have watched us saddle up and 
untie the hounds before she pulled out.) 
They went straight up the side of a 
ridge, bawling at every jump. “Looks 
like we’re going to account for the 
whole family this time,’’ Jack said con- 
tentedly. 

The cat didn’t make much of a run; 
I suspect she treed deliberately because 
she was reluctant to desert her young- 
sters. The dogs had driven her at a 
fast clip up the ridge for half a mile, but 
she certainly wasn’t winded after a 
chase of that length. We were pushing 
the horses through the timber to keep 
the pack within hearing, and the chase 
was just taking form when the hounds 


yelled. | 
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barked up. Even Jack was surprised. 

Whatever the old lady’s motives, we 
remembered all the mule deer she had 
accounted for in bringing up her family, 
and it didn’t trouble our consciences any 
to drop her out of the half-dead stub 
where she crouched, snarling down at 
the dogs. 

I was with Butler once when he 
hunted down an old lion, in south- 
western Utah, that had gone on a 
rampage and killed 67 sheep in less 
than a week. The local ranchers were 
desperate when Jack and his dogs 
arrived on the scene. It took him only 
three days to solve their problem. But 
there were complications, at that. 

We had a young Californian along, 
a tenderfoot friend of mine whom I'll 
call Johnny. He was a good lad and 
had killed a fair amount of trophy 
game. But he was inclined to overrate 
his ability as a marksman. His favorite 
weapon, he announced, was a .38 re- 
volver and he’d made up his mind to 
kill a mountain lion with it. He wasn’t 
even going to carry a rifle—all he asked 
was first chance at the cat, once the 
dogs had it up a tree. 

Jack and I had seen lions brought 
down with sidearms no heavier than the 
.38, but it takes expert shooting, and 
we doubted whether Johnny was quite 
that good. A wounded cat tumbling out 
of a tree is almost sure to tear up two 
or three dogs, if nothing worse. But 
Johnny was so eager to try his revolver 
that neither of us liked to refuse him. 

We had no luck the first two days. 
The cougar was ranging over a sizable 
chunk of country, raiding widely 
separated ranches, and we didn’t get 
reports on the kills in time to pick up 
a track the dogs could handle. But the 
third morning the break came. In the 
night he paid a destructive visit to a 
flock of sheep less than two miles from 
where we were quartered, ripping the 
guts out of half a dozen ewes and 
grown lambs.

hey drove that cougar for four hours 

with never a let-up. He climbed 
into rough country, where we couldn't 
follow with the horses, then turned and 
looped down almost to the valley again.

The .38 bullet 
had missed a vital spot by several 
inches. It had drilled one cheek, 
knocked off a tooth, and came out of 
the cat’s open mouth on the opposite 
side.

Deer were plentiful but for two days 
we found no sign of cats, though we 
knew it was good cougar country. Then 
on the third day we came on a sheep 
carcass in a big timbered canyon. It| 
was cougar work, and the tracks were | 
big enough to whet Bob's desire for a 
first-class trophy. 

We had about 20 dogs on that trip, | 
but never ran all of them the same day. | 
Lion hunting is hard on dogs as well 
as on men and horses, and it’s Butler’s 
policy to keep part of his pack in re-| 
serve. We had eight or ten hounds with | 
us when we found what was left of the | 
cougar’s dinner, and they included some 
good ones—-Joe and Peco and Lickum | 
Chops, Red Wrinkles and Lady and 
Hank. 


B" Smokey, the best hound Jack 
owned, was back at camp. I’ve 
known a lot of lion dogs in my day but 
never another as sure-nosed, steady, 
and dependable as Smokey. However, 
he’d reached an age where he had little 
left but guts and a cold nose.

GOOD NEWS FOR BACK-PACKERS 


utdoorsmen have fought heavy 
() packs ever since the dawn of 
camping, with the battle often 
ending in a compromise that reduced 
the comforts of camp life while lighten- 
ing the loads that had to be carried. 
Back-packers, canoeists, and mountain- 
eers will therefore be glad to know that 
the manufacturers have tackled their 
problems so successfully that a number 
of popular equipment items are now 
available in special lightweight form. 
This gear helps you solve packing and 
transport troubles in two ways. Its use 
either cuts down the weight of your 
present load or lets you enjoy added 
comforts and conveniences without 
making your burden any greater. 
Most campers need personal protec- 
tion from rain, and here’s good news 
for them. Modern fabrics and sealing 
formulas have produced surprisingly 
light waterproofs and rain suits. Some 
of the nylon pants-and-jacket outfits 
weigh as little as 1% lb. and roll up into 
a very small bundle. If you prefer a 
one-piece covering, you can get the 
poncho type in 44 x 90 to 66 x 80-in. 
sizes that run from 18 to 28 oz. Some 
of these combination coat-blankets have 
hoods, while others are styled to wear 
with a loaded pack. Ponchos usually 
are provided with grommets in the 
corners, so they serve for other uses, 
like being lashed over a canoe cargo or 
set up for temporary shelter. 


ou can get coated nylon leggings or 
leg protectors that fasten on the belt 
and extend down to your shoes. They 
effectively protect the lower extremi- 
ties from wet brush and raincoat drip, 
weigh less than half a pound, and sell 
for a modest price. If your poncho or 
rain jacket lacks a head cover, you can 
buy a separate plastic hood that closes 
drawstring-tight about the face, or you 
can get a sou’wester with an extension 
at the back to prevent rain running 
down your neck. These weigh little 
more than an ounce and can be rolled 
up and carried in a pocket. 
Maybe you're one of those outdoors- 
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men who tire quickly of skillet bread 
and like their biscuits and bannock 
loaves really baked, but have hesitated 
about procuring a regular reflector oven 
because of its weight and bulk. If so, 
dig this. Two special hiker or knap- 
sack-model reflectors are offered that 
weigh around 14% Ib. and fold down to 
almost nothing flat. The black bottom 
pan included measures about 6 x 10 in. 
and holds 8 biscuits, plenty for a pair of 
hungry guys. 

Reflector ovens have had years of 
testing in camp and on tough trails. 
You need a little experience, perhaps, 
to learn the best size of fire to use with 
one, and you should gain it preferably 
in the back yard at home. After that 








you won't have any difficulty turning 
out nicely browned, crusty food. 


n timberless regions or places where 

wood fires are banned, campers must 
carry some type of liquid-fuel stove to 
prepare their meals. A popular answer 
to this need is the single-burner pres- 
sure stoves that operate on white gaso- 
line. Such compact heaters weigh as 
little as 1 lb. and up to 1%. They’re not 
toys, because they can boil a pint of 
water in 4 minutes or less. The smaller 
size holds 4 to % pint of fuel and 
burns continuously 1 hour, the larger 
have double that capacity and need re- 
filling after some 14% hours of opera-

You 
can hardly cut fuel weight except by 
using it economically at camp, but you

It’s a natural step from stoves to 
utensil kits in special lightweight types, 
and here again we’re lucky. Individual 
mess kits consisting of pot, fry pan, 
cup, and plate weigh only 1 lb.

t is possible also to reduce the usual 
weight of an outdoor bed without 
| forgoing a good night’s rest. Air mat- 
|tresses, admittedly the nearest ap- 
| proach to home-bed comfort, are now 
| so light that even a hiker can take one 
along. A special rubber-coated nylon 
pad weighs just 24% lb.—and, surpris- 
ingly enough, it is a full size model 
measuring 25 x 73 in. and not one of 
the three-quarter length shorties as 
you might logically suspect. 

The air chambers in this light air 
tick run lengthwise with the two outer 
ones built larger so that each sticks up 
like a rim to prevent you rolling off. 
Ordinarily you shouldn’t have this 
trouble if the pad is correctly inflated. 

Some campers like the three-quarter- 
length short mattress that supports the 
sleeper from shoulders to knees, others 
tolerate them because they’re light. In 
either event you must pick one when 
you want to cut every possible ounce 
from your load. The plastic type in 24x 
48-in. size weighs only 1% lb. 

To match these easily toted air 
supports, you can choose down-stuffed 
sleeping bags rated as comfortable at 
temperatures down to freezing, which 
weigh as little as 3 and 3% lb. A 
slightly heavier model, 4% Ib., is fac- 
tory-recominended to 15 degrees above 
zero. You'll like the full-length slide 
fastener running down one side and 
across the bottom on most of these 
light beds. It lets you open the bag 
flat for drying and airing, or to use as 
a blanket. This feature also doubles 
serviceable life, because you can lie 
first on one panel and then turn it over. 

Now a few words of caution. Very 
| light equipment obviously can’t be made 
|as strong and durable as the heavier 
| type, because it contains less material. 
| Consequently, it won’t withstand abuse 
| and careless handling so well. This is 
| the price you must pay for comfort 
}on the trail, but it’s easily inside the 
| ability of any serious-minded camper.

night. I wanted to save them from that 
if I could. 

But now the _ grizzly’s attitude 
changed unexpectedly. I suppose he 
finally decided that he couldn’t catch me 
in the tree and that I wasn’t going to 
risk coming all the way down. When I 
started down this time he lay on the elk 
and watched me balefully, growling and 
blustering. As I reached the lowest 
branches he stood up and bawled his 
resentment, but he refused to be tricked 
into making any more runs uphill unless 
there was a fair chance of getting at 
me. 

That gave me the opportunity I'd 
been waiting for all day. I braced my- 
self at my own height from the ground, 
with my legs tense and ready for a 
fast ascent. Cautiously I broke off a 
forked branch, reached out with it and 
snagged the rifle. Then I pulled it up 
to me. I felt almost secure as I started 
back up the tree with the gun. 

But back on my perch I began to 
question my idea of using this pea- 
shooter on the grizzly, even shvoting 
from the tree. There was only the 
slimmest possibility that I could kill 
him with one shot, and once he was hit 
and went into the thick spruce I 
wouldn’t have a second chance. I had 
Wendell and Gene to think about. 
They’d come up along the creek hunting 
for me. If I wounded this bear he’d 
likely jump them in the dark and kill 
one or both of them.

s soon as Emory (Pappy) Cogdell, 
A gallery marshal, gave them the 
go-ahead, the two pointers Joe 
Davis and Mills Plow Boy streaked 
away over L. B. Maytag’s 13,000-acre 
plantation near Union Springs, Ala., to 
start the five-day running of the Na- 
tional Shooting Dog Championship on 
the morning of Washington’s Birth- 
day. Ahead were 34 coveys the dogs 
would find that day. Behind was a 
gallery of over 300 which eagerly fol- 
lowed the dogs’ movements over open 
fields and through piney woods. 
There’s much about this trial that 
can show all of us, whether we own one 
dog or 10, what we’re missing if we 
rack up our guns and kennel our dogs 
at the close of the hunting season. The 
season is short at its longest, but at 
Union Springs and at other trials held 
elsewhere we extend its pleasures and 
keep our dogs in training. That goes 
not only for pointers and setters, but 
for all other gun dogs and trail hounds. 
The National Shooting Dog Cham- 
pionship involves a great deal more

than just the running of dogs, how- 
ever, as evidenced by the many deco- 
rated windows and the large turnout 
for the barbecue the night before the 
trial started. More than half a ton of 
pork was consumed, as well as hun- 
dreds of gallons of Brunswick stew 
cooked in enormous iron kettles. 

At no other trial will you find gal- 
lery interest at the high level it is at 
Union Springs. Some follow the dogs 
on plantation wagons and straw-cov- 
ered flatbeds, others on horseback. I 
counted 274 at one time in the mounted 
gallery, all on gaited saddle horses. 

What everyone looks for at this trial 
is not the wide-ranging, big-circuit dog, 
but the best shooting dog it’s possible to 
find—one that handles well under all 
circumstances and can find birds re- 
gardless of the hunting terrain. Here 
there’s no penalty for a dog that breaks 
to shot so long as he stops on com- 
mand, but any dog would be faulted if 
he broke to wing or chased. There’s a 
great difference. A winning dog must 
have intensity both on his points and 
in the way he hunts his course, quali- 
ties that distinguish a champion from 
just a good dog. 

Since 56 dogs competed this year, 
the usual four-day trial ran over an 
additional day. I look for stricter reg- 
ulations next year, which will cut com- 
petition back to 48 and make for a bet- 
ter stake. Sitting in a saddle eight and 
nine hours a day for five straight days 
makes even the keenest observer a bit 
too conscious of his horse for comfort. 

Qualifying heats lasted 45 minutes, 
and eight braces were run each day. 
In the first of these Mills Plow Boy, 
owned and handled by Herbert In- 
gram, gave a good demonstration of 
what could be expected down the line if 
he was to be beaten. He nailed four 
coveys, though not as tightly as I like 
to see a champion do it, 

Two braces later another pointer, 
Joy, set the standard with an intense 
ground race, three coveys, and one 
back. This dog did everything right— 
even putting on a head stand in the 
middle of a covey of birds without dis- 
turbing them. The last dog to attract

attention in the early heats was a 
pointer, Wyecott’s Gadabout, which put 
on a spectacular course coverage and 
made one strong find. 

Excellent work was done by many 
dogs down through the qualifying line 
until the final brace had been run. One 
requirement for qualification to com- 
pete in the championship run-off is 
that dogs must find birds in the pre- 
liminaries and must also be shot over. 
Despite the fact that there were plenty 
of birds, some dogs missed out. 

One of those was a little setter, Bed- 
good’s Fellow, which gave one of the 
greatest exhibitions of handling in the 
field I’ve ever seen. J. E. Bedgood Sr., 
his owner and handler, could stop him 
anywhere and at any time by simply 
calling his name, and could turn him 
into any cover he wanted by giving a 
hand signal. But the dog ran late in 
the day when the birds had probably 
roosted. 

The judges called back 10 dogs for 
the run-off, and surprised the gallery 
by only one selection. All of these 
were %-hour heats. In the first one 
Plow Boy made it evident he’d have to 
be considered regardless of his style. 
That boy’s a real meat dog despite his 
lack of intensity. He first showed a 
single, then, after two relocations, a 
running covey, and followed this with 
another single and two coveys. He 
stood stanch to wing, broke at shot, 
and stopped on command. 

Joy, braced with Plow Boy, is a 
young dog and was in fast company for 
the first time. She had it the first day, 
but didn’t quite measure up in the 
finals—just one good covey find and a 
back. Given a little more experience, 
she’ll be hard to beat. The second brace 
that morning was run by Computator 
and Rockland Crook. 

The afternoon’s first brace, Acco- 
lade’s Jimmies Mike and Spunky Titian 
Ranger, were at a disadvantage since 
the birds hadn’t started moving on the 
feeding grounds. But Accolade looked 
good as he covered his course even 
though he couldn’t duplicate his quali- 
fying bird work. 

The next brace gave the gallery 
something to think about. It consisted 
of Commanders Alex and Perry’s Field 
Marshal, a setter. The Marshal, or 
Browny as he’s called, was runner-up 
in this championship in 1951 and was in 
the finals last year. 


rowny was soon on point but his 

handler was unable to produce and 
sent the dog on for relocation. I was 
on the verge of marking the run un- 
productive when Alex went on point 
some 50 yd. to the left. Browny stopped 
as though backing. Alex’s birds were 
flushed, but Browny still held and re- 
fused to move out. He was right, too, 
for he wasn’t backing at all but had 
his own covey nailed down tight. 

J. S. Dickinson, his owner and han- 
dler, sent him out on the course where 
he ranged far ahead. He went so far 
that Dickinson started out to look for 
him, thinking he’d cut back. But he 
found the dog ahead on point. Browny 
had been there quite a while and had 
got tired and sat down. He was within

the reel in place behind the hand grip. 

There’s something about having that 
line in your fingers that makes you con- 
fident you'll feel the gentlest of strikes. 
As a matter of fact, you can detect the 
strike better, because you’re directly 
linked with the line and bait. 

Fish every bit of the likely-looking 
water before moving on to the next 
spot. Do this by varying the length of 
your casts so the bug will travel a series 
of roughly parallel paths downstream. 
This is important. Sometimes a fish 
that refuses to swim a few inches for 
a meal will grab one that almost hits 
him on the head. Generally you can let 
the nymph swing in toward shore after 
it has drifted a short distance below 
you; sometimes, however—especially in 
long riffles—it pays to feed out more 
line and let the current carry the bait 
farther downstream. In this case, 
again, it’s best to let the line slide out 
through your fingers, so you can feel 
the strike the instant it occurs. 

In rare instances, trout hit a nymph 
fast and hard. Sometimes they hook 
themselves. I remember a day on the 
Little Snake River, in northwestern 
Colorado, when they were boiling up 
after bugs the instant I dropped them 
on the water. But these are the ex- 
ceptions. Ordinarily, sensing a strike 
in time is a delicate operation. 

The secret of doing so is simply this: 
Feel your line. Watch it like a hawk. 
Strike the instant it pauses, however

slightly. Strike the moment you notice 
anything different about the way that 
bug is drifting. Strike when you think 
you’ve brushed against a rock or hit a 
snag. In other words, strike even when 
you are positive it’s not a fish you feel. 
Sometimes you’ll feel foolish; the line 
may come whipping back out of the 
water, or the hook may sink solidly into 
a log. But at other times there’ll be 
that exciting, throbbing weight on your 
line that means you're in for a fight. 
Eventually you'll actually acquire a 
kind of sixth sense that enables you to 
tell the fish from the snags. 

One last thing: one of the better 
features of nymph fishing is that you 
usually hook fish cleanly in the mouth 
or jaw, so it’s easy to release them 
safely. Turn a few loose, to do battle 
another day with someone else who’s 
become “bugs” about fishing. THE END 


Mud Ball Trieks Trout

slightly. Strike the moment you notice 
anything different about the way that 
bug is drifting. Strike when you think 
you’ve brushed against a rock or hit a 
snag. In other words, strike even when 
you are positive it’s not a fish you feel. 
Sometimes you'll feel foolish; the line 
may come whipping back out of the 
water, or the hook may sink solidly into 
a log. But at other times there’ll be 
that exciting, throbbing weight on your 
line that means you’re in for a fight. 
Eventually you'll actually acquire a 
kind of sixth sense that enables you to 
tell the fish from the snags. 

One last thing: one of the better 
features of nymph fishing is that you 
usually hook fish cleanly in the mouth 
or jaw, so it’s easy to release them 
safely. Turn a few loose, to do battle 
another day with someone else who’s 
become “bugs” about fishing. THE END 


Mud Ball Trieks Trout 


aving a tough time with a big old 

trout that has refused all your 
offerings? Try the old mud-ball trick. 
It catches where other natural and arti- 
ficial lures fail. 

Bait your hook. with a juicy earth- 
worm, and then shape around it a ball 
of red clay about the size of a bantam 
Dangle the whole affair in the 
cold water near the lunker’s hangout. 
As soon as the water dissolves the 
clay, the worm will start to wiggle. 
Ten to one your lunker trout will swirl 
out and gulp it down.—G. D. Lynch.

jagged and impressive Sawtooths. 

The headwaters of the long Salmon 
River are in these meadows, made up 
hundreds of small streams, and several 
wild creeks rushing out of the many 
deep lakes in the Basin. 

Stanley has accommodations, mostly 
rustic log cabins with all the con- 
veniences, including the little houses 


out back. There are grocery stores for | 


food supplies, and Lee Hoopes, down 
in Lower Stanley, has fishing gear for 
sale, will rent you a boat to haul to a 
back country lake, and perhaps will 
even go along to fish with you. 

Stanley Basin feeds its many streams 
into the main Salmon River both from 
the south and the north. Valley Creek 
comes down from the north country 
where Bear Valley trout waters wind 
through long miles of greenness. Valley 
Creek enters the Salmon right at Stan- 
ley and you have your choice of all 
kinds of brook fishing, lake fishing, or 
the hometown sport. This latter con- 
sists of the fishermen leaving the 
cabins, walking about 100 ft. to the 
stream, casting, and creeling half a 
dozen 14-inchers before breakfast. You 
never saw such fishing in your life. 
That’s because few out-of-staters know 
ubout the place. 

When the redfish are biting in Red- 
fish Lake, a whoop and a holler south 
of Stanley, everyone thereabouts is on 
the lake, dragging in slathers of these 
rare landlocked species of salmon. Bit- 
ing season is for several weeks in July. 
After that you can catch lake trout

there, but it’s too late for redfish. 

You can camp in this Stanley region 
in supervised camp grounds. There’s a 
beaut at Redfish Lake. The elevation in 
the Basin is about 6,500 ft., and the 
Challis National Forest rangers told 
me there are no rattlesnakes up there. 
I never saw any in the two summers I 
visited there. 

To the photographer the Stanley 
Basin is terrific. The Sawtooth Range is 
one of the most dramatic and photo- 
genic spots in the country. You get 
huge thunderheads over the mountains, 
reflections of the Sawtooths in the 
lakes, meadow scenes, white water, and 
all the rest. It’s worth a visit.—Harry 
Bayard. 


Iceland Fishing 


3: 4 can catch 250 to 300 fish a day 
in June,’’ we were told by an Ice- 
landic fisherman. We were stationed 
at Keklavik Air Base in Iceland. The 
six of us had tried nearly all the 
streams for 40 miles north of Reykja- 
vik, the capital. At Hvalfjordur, a vil- 
lage, they told us that this early in the 
season the only fishing would be at 
Thingvalier Lake, reached over a dan- 
gerous mountain road with lofty drop- 
offs. 

Weather there always is a problem. 
Winters are mild, similar to those in 
our northern states. But there’s plenty 
of wind and rain especially in spring 
and fall. Summers are never really

hot, and nights are often quite cold. 

Our party consisted of three officers 
and four enlisted men, including my- 
self. For transportation we had a 
weapons carrier, and it was a long trip 
over dirt roads. As there is room for 
only two passengers in the cab, before 
long those of us in the open were 
black with dust and dirt. 

Thingvalier Lake is several miles 
long, fed by cold and clear mountain 
streams, and surrounded by barren 
mountains. Several cottages dot the 
shore, and there’s a small hotel at the 
northern end. Later in summer it is 
popular as a camping site. 

The lake empties through a gorge 
about mile long into another smaller 
lake, and thence by the river into the 
ocean about 20 miles away. We learned 
that the best place to fish was where 
the fast white water of the gorge flowed 
into the smaller lake. A number of 
Icelanders were ahead of us and al- 
ready were catching fish. We set up 
our mountain tents and unrolled our 
sleeping bags. 

As all the tillable land in Iceland is 
used, and since the land around Thing- 
valier i; practically all farm land, the 
fishing rivers and streams are con- 
sidered owned by the farmers. So a 
permit from the farm owner of the land 
is needed. These permits are high 
priced. We paid around 100 kronur, 
about $6, per person for the week-end. 
Since in addition to our party there 
sometimes would be as many as 20 
persons fishing, this meant a nice reve-

The Smith River 


hinook and silver salmon, steel- 

heads, cutthroats, and rainbow 
trout—the Smith River in Del Norte 
County, northern California, has them 
all. The river enters the Pacific about 
15 miles north of Crescent City, at the 
small town of Smith River on Highway 
101. At that place the river is big and 
wide. Large chinooks are caught here 
by trolling spoons in late summer and 
early fall. Cutthroats up to 5 lb. are 
taken from the same water. 

There are good accommodations at 
the lodge near the river’s mouth. Sup- 
plies, tackle, boats, and Indian guides 
are available. The best summer and 
fall trout fishing is up in the Smith Can- 
yon within the Six Rivers National For- 
est. To reach the upper river turn 
northeast at Crescent City, leaving 101 
and following 199.

In early summer bait 
and spinner fishing is favored, with ex- 
cellent fly fishing in late summer and 
early fall.

on the highway, and anc-her, 3 miles up 
Patrick Creek, at its “junction with 
Shelley Creek. They are Gasquet camp 
on a spur road % mile from U.S. 199, 
19 miles northeast of Crescent City; 
Grassy Flat camp, 2 miles up the same 
highway; Madrona and Cedar, adjoin- 
ing camps, 23 miles northeast of Cres- 
cent City; Patrick Creek, 26 miles 
northeast of Crescent City; and Shelley 
Creek on the Patrick Creek road 3 miles 
north of Patrick Creek Lodge. All have 
toilets, tables, stoves, and piped water. 
There is plenty of wood. 

Patrick Creek camp is my favorite, 
as it is near the smaller tributaries of 
the Smith, and the creek enters the 
Smith at this point.

Two miles up the main Smith, Jones 
Creek enters. Three miles farther up, 
the Siskiyou Fork joins the main Smith. 

The trout run from 8 in. to 2 Ib. in 
these streams, slightly larger in the 
main river. Most of them are rainbows. 
Good flies are Gray Hackle yellow, 
Black Gnat, and Royal Coachman. 
You'll need plenty of backing om your 
reel. In the fall you may hook an early- 
run silver salmon or a steelhead. 

In hunting season there is good Co- 
lumbia blacktail-deer hunting. It’s all 
National Forest land there, and you 
don’t have to watch for trespass signs.
